Three Chamber Officials 
Meet With Smith, Urge 
Appointment of New 
Board — One Commis- 
sioner Quits.

JEFFERSON CITY,  pril 22— 
A veil of secrecy was thrown 
around the Kansas City Chamber 
of Commerce report on its in- 
vestigation -of the Kansas City 
Police Department, after its 


sharply-worded firdings and 
recommendations were presented 
to Gov. Forrest Smith during a 
lengthy conference behind closed 
doors today. 

The three chamber officials 
who submitted the report to the 
Governor refused to make it pub- 
lic after the conference, but it 
was learned that the report in- 
cluded a recommendation that 
the Governor appoint an entirely 
new Police Board in Kansas City. 

One of the board members, 
Sheridan E. Farrell, had an- 
nounced his resignation from the 
board earlier ‘today. 

City Counselor Calls. 

Another caller at the Gover- 
nor’s office today was City Coun- 
selor David M. Proctor of Kansas 
City, who said he came to Jef- 
ferson City unofficially to turn 
over to Gov. Smith “some confi- 
dential information on administra- 
tive matters involving the Kansas 
City Election Board.” . 

Proctor, a Republican, who re- 
ported his presence here was in 
an “unofficial” capacity, handed 
the Governor a series of affi- 
davits having to do with the con- 
duct of certain persons connected 
with the election board, it was 
learned. 

The Governor, it was learned 
further, wanted more time to in- 
vestigate the allegations contained 
in the affidavits and by agree- 
ment of the vat no | seem state- 
ment was made by either party.

the 
City election ‘and police boards 
are appointed by the Governor. 
Most of Gov. Smith’s appointees 
to the two boards were backed 
by Charles Binaggio, murdered 
Kansas City gambler-politician. 

When the chambe: officials ar- 
rived here for the meeting with 
the Governor, they told reporters 
they had extra copies of the re- 
port, which they would release 
after the conference. 

But at the conclusion of the 
two hour and 20 minute meeting 
with Gov. Smith, they refused to 
make it public. One of the three, 
Kenneth E. Midgley, vice presi- 
dent of the chamber and formerly 
city manager of Kansas City, said 
“it is the judgment of us three 
that it is not in the public inter- 
est to release this report at this 
time.” 

Board Under Fire. 

The Kansas City Police Board 
has been under fire since the 
April 5 slayings of Binaggio and 
his gunman, Charles Gargotta. 
Mayor William E. Kemp, an ex- 
officio member of the board, and 
others urged an official inquiry 
into the Kansas City Police De- 
partment, contending such an in- 
vestigation would show that poli- 
tics in the Police Board have 
hampered police efforts to solve 
the Binaggio-Gargotta gangland 
murders. 

Last week, Gov. Smith held a 
secret conference with the Police 
Board in Kansas City. After that 
meeting, the Governor announced 
there would be no changes in the 
personnel of the department or 
the board. 

Gov. Smith refused to make any 
comment on the Chamber of Com- 
merce report submitted to him to-

Reported to Be Trying to Take Remnants 
of Binaggio Faction Into ‘Camp 
3 of Boss’s Enemy.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 22 
—The unsolved gangland slaying 
of Charles Binaggio, shot down 
at his First District Democratic 
Club at 716 Truman road to 
gether with his “enforcer” 
Charles Gargotta, left his politi- 
cal faction leaderless and de- 
stroyed the powerful political 
coalition he had formed with the 
forces of Henry McKissick, vet- 
eran Second Ward, ooss and 
George R. Clark, former Jackson 
county assessor. 

McKissick, the Post-Dispatch 
learned, has made indirect over- 
tures to James M. Pendergast, 
head of the remnants of the once 
potent political dynasty ruled by 
his uncle the late Thomas J. 
Pendergast. 

During the flush days of the 
old Pendergast regime, McKis- 
sick, controlling about 2700 votes, 
occasionally peddled them among 
factions but usually ended up in 
the Pendergast camp. 

Now he is reliably reported

A Staff Correspondent of the the modern Pendcrgast organiza- 


tion, seriously damaged by the 
Binaggio forces, has taken a new 
lease on life. Its expansions be- 
gan even before the shooting. 
Prestige on Wane. 

Binaggio’s political prestige was 
noticeably on t'e wane at the 
dinner for President Truman and 
William Boyle, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee 
here last Sept. 29. It was then 
that the Post-Dispatch announced 
exclusively that Président Tru- 
man had personally ordered the 
Federal Grand Jury investigation 
here which is dealing with rami- 
fications of the national crime 
syndicate. Binaggio, it developed 
as income tax liens were filed 
against his properties, was a 
major target. 

Pendergast, it was learned, 
might welcome the McKissick fac- 
tion, provided assurance was 
given that McKissick would re- 
main loyal. But this does not ex- 
tend ta the North Side group 
composed primarily of members

PRICE INDEX DOWN 
0.9 PCT, FROM FIRST 
QUARTER OF 1949 


The consumers’ price index 
for the Dec. 15-March 15 period 
was .9 per cent lower than for 
the same three-month period a 
year ago, the United States De- 
partment of Labor’s bureau of 
labor statistics reported yester- 
day. 

As of mid-March, the price 
index was 167.4 per cent of the 


Cost of living essentials were still 
70.6 per cent higher than in the 
month immediately prior to 
World War II, however. 

From Dec. 15, 1949, to last 
March 15, the index dropped .2 
per cent. Retail food prices were 
down .8 per cent, although in the 
last month of the period there 
was a .8 per cent increase over 
the previous month. 

The small decline in living costs 
here was attributed to price re- 
ductions for some of the food, 
apparel and miscellaneous goods 
and services items.

PAID BY HOUR TO 
AIDON CALL-BACKS 


Although the census enumera- 
tion in St. Louis is over 75 per 
cent complete, the enumerators’ 
problem of tracking down the 
“stay-aways” who use their homes 
only as a place to hang their hats, 
is just beginning, Bernard J. 
Scheve, district census supervisor, 
said yesterday. 

“Our enumerators have run 
across apartments where no one 
would be home after five or six 
call-backs and even the neigh- 


‘| bors don’t know how many per- 


sons live in the apartment,” 
Scheve said. “If we could just 
find out how many persons live 
in an apartmert or house we 
could leave an individual census 
report for them to fill out.” 

From now on most of the call- 
backs will be handled by crew 
leaders since they are paid hourly 
while an enumerator might spend 
all day locating a name that would 
be worth only seven cents, Scheve 
said. He said he expected the 
census in St. Louis to be virtually 
complete by May l.

CHINA REDS PRESS 
HAINAN FIGHTING: 
CAPITAL GUT OFF 


Failure of Communica- 
tions With MHoihow 
Taken as Indication It 


May Have Fallen.

TAIPEI, Formosa (Sunday) 
April 23 (AP) — Communications 
with Hoi How ceased abruptly in 
the night, suggesting that capital 
of Hainan Island may have fallen. 

Earlier, the Chinese nationalist 
air force abandoned the nearby 
-4 field. Gen Hsueh Yueh, the 

ilitary commander of Hainan, 
and Gen. Chen Chi-Tang the gov- 
ernor, were reported to be at the 
south Hainan port of Yulin. . 


HONG KONG (Sunday), April 
23 (UP)—The Communist invad- 
ers of Hainan broke out of their 
beachhead yesterday, and reports 
reaching here early today indicat- 
ed they may have occupied Hoi- 
how, principal city of the stra- 
tegic island. 


A Defense Ministry comunique 
and Nationalist press dispatches 
reported “fighting continuing with 
unabated fury” at Hoihow’s out- 
skirts, but persistent reports from 
other sources indicated that the 
Nationalists had surrendered the 
city without firing a shot. 


The Ministry announcement 
gave no specific details on the 
Hainan situation, saying oniy that 
earlier Nationalist victory reports 
were “at variance with the actual 


conditions,” and that “up to the 


present moment, fighting is still 
continuing.” 

Other sources, both Nationalist 
and Comunist, reported that the 
Nationalist air force had aban- 
doned the Hoihow airfield, and 
there were strong indications that 
the city had fallen. 

A Communist radio broadcast 
late Saturday night referred to 
the Red “Victory on Hainan 
Island.” 

The Nationalist Central News 
Agency admitted last night that 
its Friday report that the Red 
invaders had been killed, cap- 
tured or “trapped” was prema- 
ture. 

The agency said that some 4000 
Communists, previously reported 
to have “surrendered” early Fri- 
day, “resumed fighting after noon 
the same day and started a drive 
toward Hoihow. Fighting is con- 
tinuing today (Saturday) on the 
outskirts of Hoihow, with both 
sides sustaining heavy casual- 
ties.” 7 ' 

The sudden Communist thrust 
toward Hoihow came as a_ rude 
shock to residents of the city, 
who rejoiced Friday night over 
reports of the Nationalist “vic- 
tory 

As late as 11:30 Saturday morn- 
ing pro-Nationalist reports of the 
big clean-up on Hainan were 
still current here. ~ 

Official sources in Taipei, refu- 
gee capital of Nationalist China, 
said that Red guerrillas streamed 
down from the mountainous in- 
terior of the island. to aid the 
amphibious forces from the main- 
land. 


Clocks to Be Pushed Up an Hour 
Next Sunday for Daylight Saving 


Daylight saving time will be- 
come effective next Sunday at 
2 am. in St. Louis and many 
suburban communities. 

Most residents of the area will 
make the change from Central 
Standard time by setting their 
clocks and -watches ahead one 
hour before going to bed next 
Saturday night. The hour of 
sleep they will lose thereby will 
be regained next Sept. 24 when 
standard time is resumed. 

The time change wil result in 
taverns remaining open an hour 
longer at night because Missouri 
officially remains on _ standard 
time. Thus drinks may be served 
until 1 a.m. Sundays and 2:30 
a.m. weekdays.

and bus lines which will continue 
to operate on standard time. 

However, the Pacific Local, 
commuter train of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, will operate on 
daylight saving time under its 
regular schedule.

Major network programs will be 
broadcast on daylight saving time 
and transcribed in ‘some cases for 
rebroadcast on a standard time 
schedule in areas that do not 
adopt the “fast” time.

NATIONAL PHONE 
STRIKE THREAT 
MONDAY FOLLOWS 
LOGAL DISPUTE 


Walkout Then Would Be 
Two Days Before End 
Date of Truce Obtained 
by Truman Between 


Union and A. T. & T. 


NEW YORK, April 22 (AP)— 
An isolated dispute in the Mid- 
west threatened today to spark 
a coast-to-cast tie-up of telephone 
installation services Monday. 

The threat came from Ernest 


Weaver, president of Division 6, 
CIO Communication Workers of 
America, representing 10,000 in- 
stallation workers in 43 states 
and the District of Columbia. 

He said the strike would be 
called unless Western Electric 
Co., manufacturing and installa- 
tion unit of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., adjusted 
a dispute in Indiana. 

If it comes, the strike would be 
two days before the end of a 60- 
day truce obtained by President 
Truman in an over-all wage fight 
between various CWA divisions 
and A.T. & T., parent company 
of the nationwide Bell system. 

Because of the truce, Weaver 
said his union would not picket 
before Wednesday, thus preclud- 
ing the likelihood that the rest 
of the CWA’s 200,000 members 
would be kept off their jobs 
Monday. 

Cause of Dispute. 

The strike threat, temporarily 
overshadowing telephone contract 
negotiations, stemmed from a rel- 
atively minor disagreement at 
South Bend, Ind. There, 104 tele- 
phone installation workers struck 
March 2 when, the union says, a 
crew was denied pay after it re- 
fused to walk more than half a 
mile through a muddy field to 
work on a television tower. 

Sympathy walkouts flared yes- 
terday at scattered points across 


j}the country. 


Weaver said that if talks today 
with Western Electric representa- 
tives are “any real indication of 
the company’s attitude, you can 
bet your bottom dollar that we 
will walk out Monday.” 

He added, “we will stay out 
until we win reasonable vonces- 
sions or until hell itself freezes 
over.” 

He said his union considered 
the Indiana dispute “part of our 
overall struggle” with the com- 
pany, which he accused of “out- 
right welching” and of thinking 
it is “just too damned good to 
deal” with his union. s 

Charge By Company. 

T. E. Shea, Western Electric 
personnel director, accused Weav- 
¢1 of using the South Bend dis- 
pute “as a pretext for calling an 
illegal strike in total disregard of 
the public interest.” 

If the strike occurs, Shea said, 
it wil be “clearly in violation” of 
the union contract, which he said 
forbids strikes in such disputes. 
and calls for their settlement 
through * “orderly grievance bro- 
cedure.” 

Until today, negotiators had ex- 
pected to have at least until 
Wednesday to iron out issues in 
the over-all telephone dispute. 

Chief of the union demands are 
a 15-cent hourly pay increase, 
pension improvements and other 
benefits. 

The Indiana flare-up focused 
talks on that single conflict and 
kept Western Electric and Divi- 
sion 6 representatives together 
throughout the day. 

At the end of the day’s sessions 
a federal mediator said.he prob- 
ably would hold separate meet- 
ings with the two sides tomorrow.

Will Not Cross Picket Line. 
CIO employes of the South- 

western Bell Telephgne Co. will 

not report to work tomorrow if 

a picket line is set up by installa-

About 48,000 Southwestern Bell 
workers are members of the CIO 
union. 


PHONES JAMMED 
IN TEXAS, VIEWED 
AS UNION ‘TEST’ 


HOUSTON, Tex., April 22 (UP) 
—Long-distance telephone service 
from Houston was jammed for 
two hours last night by hundreds 
of fake calls, believed to be a 
“test” of union strategy in the 
threatened nation-wide strike. 

J. B. Patterson, division man- 
ager for Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co. here, said the “test” 
proved to be very effective, and 
that long-distance’ equipment was 
tied up for two hours. He said 
the only result was a delay in 
service. 

Patterson believed the tryout 
was well-planned and that hun- 
dreds of callers must have syn- 


chronized their watches to carry 


out the jamming program. 

The first flood of calls came at 
6:45 o'clock, usually the busiest 
time of the evening, Patterson 
said. But after dialing the long- 
distance operators, the callers 
would either hang up and dial 
again or leave the receiver off 
the hook, thereby tying up a line, 
long-distance operators reported.

Defense Head Says Speed- 
up in Program May 


Mean Difference Be-/. 


tween Victory and De- 
feat in War, 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) }. 


—Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson said today that the 
United States had speeded up de- 
velopment of new weapons more 
terrible than any the world has 
ever seen. 

Johnson asserted a belief that 
this country leads in fashioning a 
variety of new arms that “may 


mean the difference between vic- 
tory and defeat in war.” 


In his semi-annual report John- 
son told America that its atomic 
arsenal is “no longer a small 
number of bombs of a single type 
and size.” 


He said also that America’s 
trimmed-down fighting forces are 
proficient and are getting “equip- 
ment superior to that of any other 
nation.” 

Development Stepped Up. 


He disclosed that Russia’s atom- 
ic explosion last September, com- 
ing far earlier than had been ex- 
pected, had stepped up United 
States devélopment of new war 
tools that “‘surpass in destructive 
power any arms _ previously 
known.” He did not explain the 
nature of these weapons. 

The Defense Department re- 
port, for the last half of 1949, 
emphasized the importance of 
new means of destruction. It 
also highlighted the conservation 
of military manpower and the 
elimination of activities “not 
strictly necessary” for national 
defense. 

(Johnson released on Feb. 28 
the chapter of the report dealing 
with the economy program which 
he said would enable the Defense 
Department to cut approximately 
$1,200,000,000 .from the Presi- 
dent’s defense budget for the 
year ending June 30.) 

At the end of 1949, armed serv- 
ices manpower totaled 1,551,000, 
a net decrease of 2000 officers 
and 63,000 enlisted men in six 
months. 

36,000 Military Planes. 

At year’s end, the United 
States had 36,000 military air- 
planes, with 5400 more being ob- 
tained with funds already author- 
ized. Johnson reported also that 
11,000 of the existing aircraft 
were fighters, 2000 of them jet 
powered. 

Reports of Army, Navy and Air 
Force secretaries filled in some 
details of how reduced military 
funds are affecting the fighting 
services. 

Secretary of the Air Force W. 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis, 
who leaves his post Monday to be- 
come chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board, report- 
ed that the last six months of 
1949 completed the “downward” 
adjustment to the 54-group Air 
Force fixed by the President. 

He said this paring down meant 
the ‘inactivation of seven groups 
already being formed earlier in 
the year, inactivation of six Air 
Force installations and the com- 
plete closing of eight additional 
installations. 

The Air Force added 783 new 
planes in the last half of 1949, 
Symington said, to its inventory 
total of 22,000. About 13,000 of 
the total were in use, and 7500 
of the 9000 inactive status planes 
were in storage. 

80 Pct. Soon Obsolete. 

Symington asserted that more 
than 80 per cent of the Air 
Force’s 10,250 combat planes are 
World War II types that will be 
obsolete by June 30, 1951. 

Secretary Matthews reported 
that the Navy at the end of 1949 
met its requirements “fairly 
well,” but it could use more air- 
craft carriers “to advantage.” 

He noted that 39 vessels had 
been stricken from the Navy list 
in the six months period. He said 
Navy policy is to inactivate or 
eliminate all shore facilities that 
are not essential for support of 
the operating forces, for approved 
research or for “early mobiliza- 
tion.” 

Farmer Army Secretary Gray 
reported that Army ‘manpower 
decreased 35,000 in the last six 
months of 1949, and would drop 
12,000 additional by June 30 to 
meet the budget limit of 630,000.

Jet-Assisted Bombers

EGLIN FIELD, Fla. April 22 
(UP)—President Truman had a 
bleacher seat today for an Air 
Force demonstration of its mighty 
striking power. 

The President, well aware that 
the world was watching too, 
peered imtently through powerful 
field glasses as giant jet-assisted 
B-36 bombers poured ton after 
ton of high explosive bombs on 
targets less than one mile from 
the unshaded bleachers that 
served as the Presidential re- 
viewing stand. 

Darting jet fighters strafed 
simulated tank columns and 
pounded mock ground installa- 
tions with fire bombs that turned 
this Gulf coast firing range into 
a mass of swirling smoke and 
flame. 

Members of Truman’s staff said 
there was no conn ‘ion between 
the war games and tension over- 
seas. -But there was definite, al- 
though unofficiak word, that Tru- 
man hoped the world would note 
carefully today’s. Air Force per- 
formance. 

Truman left Eglin Field at 1:54 
p.m. for Washington (where he 
arrived at 4:44 p.m., after a brief 
speech at.the non-commissioned 
officers’ club where he apologized 
for not being able to stay for 
lunch. 

“It is necessary for me to be 
immediately airborne,” he said, 
“so that I can report to my bass 
in Washington on time for other 
purposes. I hope you understand 
that, especially those of you who 
are married and have families to 
support.” 

The President watched with ob- 
vious satisfaction the most exten- 
sive array of Air Force power he 
ever had witnessed. This was the 
second installment of his current 
tour of the armed forces at work. 
He spent yesterday with the in- 
fantry at Fort Benning, Ga. 

Flight after flight of fighting 
planes whipped over the scrub 
pine horizon of this sprawling Air

LIFE RAFT FOUND 
IN BALTIC APPEARS 
BULLET PIERCED 


Swede Also Says He Saw 

Signs of Fire — U.S. 
Navy Trying to Link 
Craft to Bomber. 


STOCKHOLM, (Sunday) April 
23 (AP)—The Stockholm newspa- 
per Dagens Nyheter today quoted 
a Swedish state police officer at 
Visby, on Gotland Island, as hav- 
ing said a second rubber life raft 
picked up in the Baltic Sea last 
Thursday appeared to have been 
hit by bullets. 

American naval officials are ex- 
amining both this raft and an- 
other one picked up in the Baltic 
last Sunday to see if they be- 
longed to a United States Navy 
Privateer patrol bomber missing 
over the Baltic since April 8 with 
10 crewmen. 

Interview With Officer. 

Dagens Nyheter printed an in- 
terview with State ‘Police Officer 
Karl Edstrom, who said he had 
received the second raft from cus- 
toms officials at Vendbyrg port 
Thursday night. In addition to a 
large hole in the middle of the 
raft, apparently caused by fire, 
the policeman said he had noted 
several other holes of a type 
which caused him to remark the 
raft “appeared to have been hit 
by bullets.” 

Earlier the official Swedish 
news agency T.T. had quoted 
Fred Nordgren, captain of a 
Swedish fishing vessel which 
picked up the second raft, as also 
having said the center hole ap- 
peared to have been caused by 
fire and adding: “There was also 
a large number of small rifts, 
most of them rectangular and 
about one by two inches big.” 

Nordgren said he had found the 
raft 53 miles southeast of Ho- 
burgen, at the southern tip of 
Gotland. 

Hose to Container Cut. 

“The hose to the oxygen con- 
tainer was alm. ‘ cut off, ap- 
parently by fire,” Nordgren said.

PARIS, April 22 (AP)—More 
than 1000 gallons of bright red 
wine poured down the gullets of 
‘thirsty Parisians and visiting for- 
eigners on Montmartre today— 
and the results were inevitable. 

The wine was distributed free 
by a society of Bordeaux wine 
makers who have been touring 
Paris the past three days to intro- 
duce a new, light-colored wine 
that matures fast and can be sold 
quickly without long aging.

with the West. 

The Secretary of State uttered 
his warning on the Russian dan- 
ger in the course of a speech on 
American foreign policy which 
delivered at the annual ene 
of the American Society of News- 
paper Editors. Afterwards he 
spoke “off the record” to the edi- 
tors for more than an hour. 

The Principal, m. 

“We are faced with a threat— 
in all sober truth I say this—we 
are faced with@ threat not only to 
our country, but to the civilization 
in which we live and to the whole 
physical environment in which 
that civilization can exist,” Ache- 
son said in his speech. “This; 
threat is the principal problem ~ 
that confronts the United States 
in the world today. 

“There can be no agreement 
(with the Soviets), there can be 
no approach to agreement, unjess 
one idea is done away with and 
that is the idea of aggression,” the 
Secretary declared at another 
point in his address. “And that 
word ‘aggression’ includes not only 
military attack, but -propaganda 
warfare and the secret undermin- 
ing of free countries from within. 

“We do not propose to subvert 
the Soviet Union,” Acheson went 
on. “We shall not attempt to un- 
dermine Soviet independence. 
And we are just as determined 
that Communism shall not by 
hook or crook or trickery under- 
mine our country or any other 
free country that desires to main- 
tain its freedom. 

“That real and present threat 
of aggression stands in the way 
of every attempt at understanding 
with the Soviet Union. For it has 
been wisely said that there can be 
no greater disagreement than 
when someone wants to eliminate 
your existence altogether. 

“If, as and when that idea of 
aggression, by one means or an- 
other, can be ruled out of our re- 
lations with the Soviet Union, 
then the greatest single obstacle 
to agreement will be out of the 
way. As the results of our actions 
become clear and the free world 
becomes stronger, it will, I be- 
lieve, become progressively easier 
to get agreements with the Soviet 
Union.” 

No Simple Solution. 

There is no single or simple 
solution to the problem of the 
Soviet menace, Acheson -told his 
audience. 

“There is no quick or easy way 
to subdue an evil force,” he de- 
clared. “There is no miracle that 
will make it disappear from the 
earth.” 

However, he continued, “having 
recognized this truth, we need not 
for a moment be discouraged or 
downhearted. We have open to 
us, and are now pursuing, many 
lines of action that will meet the 
challenge confronting us.” 

Acheson described six of these 
“lines of action.” 

The first, he said, “is to dem- 
onstrate that our own faith in 
freedom is a burning and fighting 
faith.” 

Acheson said that “if we are 
clear about this, if we are full 
of passion about this, then we 
have in our hearts and minds 
the most dynamic and revolution- 
ary concept in human history, and 
one which properly strikes ter- 
ror to every dictator, to every 
tyrant who would attempt to regi- 
ment and depress men every- 
where.” 

A strong faith in freedom is 
necessary for carrying out the 
second line of action of American 
foreign policy, the Secretary said: 

“As the President said to you 
so forcefully on Thursday, the 
United States must, with a thous- 
and voices and with all the re- 
sources of modern science, preach 
this doctrine throughout the 
world: the world must hear what 
America is about, what America 
believes, what freedom is, what 
it has done for many, what it can 
do for all.” 

Third, the free world must be 
strong enough militarily to de- 


fend itself, Acheson went on.

BRITAIN ENDS RATIONING 


DENMARK GRANTS 
RUSSIA SALVAGE 
BASE ON. ISLAND 


COPENHAGEN, April 22 (AP) 
—Denmark has granted the So- 
viet Union permission to establish 
a base for salvage operations on 
the Baltic island ef Bornholm, the 
Foreign Ministry announced to- 
day. 

The Danish-owned island lies 
just off the southern tip of 
Sweden and about 240 miles west 
of the Latvian coast. It figured 
prominently in the news during 
the recent fruitless search for a 
missing American naval plane. 
The Russians said they wanted 
the base for salvaging one of 
their trawlers which ran aground 
off Gudhjem on Bornholm Feb. 
21. They estimated the salvage 
operations would take about 30 
days. 


Last. week the Russian press 
lambasted the United States for 
‘occupying’ Denmark while 
searching for the missing Navy 
Privateer. Denmark is a member 
of the North Atlantic defense 
system. United States planes 
used Kastrup Airport near Copen- 
hagen as a base during search 
operations. 


There was speculation in the 
Swedish press that the Russians 
might want the island base to 
carry out their own search for 
the American Navy plane.

SOUTHERN PLANS 
SHUTDOWN IN RAIL 


Says Order Will Be Giv. 
en Monday If Proposed 
Strike Is Not Called 
Off by Then. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP) 
~The Southern Railway System 
said today it will meet a strike 
threat of locomotive firemen next 
Wednesday by closing down all its 
freight and passenger traffic op- 
erations. 


Ernest £. Norris, the system's 
president, announced that the em- 
bargo would be ordered Monday 
if the strike threat of the Brother- 
hood of Firemen and Enginemen 
still is pending. 

The embargo would bar any 
freight or passenger traffic move- 
ment which cannot reach destina- 
tion or clear the Southern sys- 
tem’s lines by 6 a.m. (local time) 
— Wednesday—the strike dead- 

ne. 


The brotherhood has called 
the strike on its demand for an 
extra fireman in multiple-engine 
diesel locomotives. The locomo- 
tives now are operated by 4 two- 
man crew, and engineer and a 
fireman. Two fact-finding boards 
have ruled against the union's 
claim that an extra fireman is 
needed for safe operation of the 
locomotives. 


Other Roads Affected. 


The union’s strike threat ap- 
plies to three major railroads: the 
Pennsylvania System, west of 
Harrisburg, Pa.; the entire Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe System, 
and the New York Central west 
of Buffalo, N.Y., and three N.Y.C. 
divisions, the Michigan Central 
west of the Detroit river, the Big 
Four and the Ohio Central Lines. 
Norris said the demand for an 
extra fireman on diesels is a 
“make work” device and added: 
“We need this extra fireman -as 
urgently as a two-legged man 
needs three shoes. 


“And we have no intention of 
being coerced into yielding to this 
demand which two imparital fact- 
finding boards, one appointed by 
President Roosevelt and the other 
by President, Truman, have both 
Said is utterly ‘devoid of merit.’ ” 


Largest System in South. 


The Southern is the largest rail 
system in the south. It runs ap- 
proximately 8000 miles and has 
about 38,000 employes in all. 

In Chicago, railroad firemen 
were instructed yesterday to han- 
die troops, hospital and milk 
trains but to shun mail trains. 


“So far as your legal right to

ADMIRAL KINKAID 10 RETIRE 


NEW YORK, April 22 (AP)— 
Admiral Thomas C. Kinkaid, 62 
years old, who commanded naval 
forces in the battles of Leyte 
Gulf, the Coral Sea and Midway, 
will retire April 30. 

He has spent 46 years in the 
Navy and now commands the 
Eastern sea frontier and the At- 
lantic reserve fleet.

(AP)—An elderly couple died 
clawing at the double-locked 
doors of their flaming home early 
today and firemen dug thousands 
aol hoarded dollars from the 
rulns. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. P. Clapper of 
Lipscomb, both in their 70s, and 
childless, perished because they 
had nailed and bolted every door 
and window to protect their small 
fortune. Lipscomb Is just outside 
Birmingham. 

They could not get out and res- 
cuers could not get in to save 
them. 

Tried Hard to Escape. 


“They struggled hard to get 
out,” said Coroner J. T. McCol- 
lum. “They clawed and scratched 
at windows and doors but they 
were victims of their own caution. 
They didn’t think to get a key 
and let themselves out the front.” 

Volunteer Fire Chief Jack Oli- 
vey said his men could not fight 
the fire effectively because they 
could not get in. When they fi- 
nally dug into the cooling ruins 
they found big stacks of bills in 
denominations as “big as 20s,” 
Olivey said. 

He said one stack of twenty dol- 
lar bills in a tin box was six 
inches thick and the hoard would 
total “several thousand dollars.” 
Also found in the ruins were a 
$5 gold piece, an 1829 half-dollar 
and an old watch, . 

Wad of Bills Charred. 

“There’s hundreds of dollars in 
other neatly wrapped packages 
we've found,” said Olivey, “and 
there probably is more around.” 
One wad of bills was stuffed in 
a vase. The money was charred 
and an exact count was not made. 

The money was taken to the 
city hall and put in the town safe 
by Lipscomb Mayor J. J, Goode, 
He said it would be turned over 
to federal authorities for counting 
Monday.

Rural Vote May Decide, 
Says Curtis Betts, as 
Hennings Probably Will 
Sweep St, Louis and 
Allison Kansas City.

_As the period for candidates’ 
filings for the primary Aug. 1 
nears its close, the race between 
State Senator Emery W. Allison 
of Rolla, President Truman’s 
“penthousé” candidate, and for- 
mer Congressman Thomas C. Hen- 
nings of St. Louis for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for United 
States Senator appears to be the 
only one statewide giving prom- 
ise of being hotly contested. 
Next Tuesday is the last filing 


y. 

Reports from over the state in- 
dicate that Allison has gotten off 
to a slow start, and that Hennings 
has been making marked progress 
in building up a following of in- 
fluential Democrats in the coun- 
ties to supplement the almost, 
but not quite, full support of the 
party ward organizations in St. 
Louis. 

No Bandwagon Rush. 

It had been expected, when it 
became known last December that 
the President and Gov. Forrest 
Smith had agreed in a conference 
in the penthouse of the Muehle- 
bach Hotel in Kansas City to put 
forth Allison as the candidate of 
the two administrations, that 
there would be a bandwagon rush 
' to him. 

Although nearly four months 
have gone by since the President 
announced his support of Alli- 
son, the bandwagon still has a 
lot of vacant seats. However, 
it should not be assumed from 
this that there will not be a 
strong Allison line-up when the 
President and the Governor exert 
pressure on the several thousand 
federal. state and city jobholders, 
who want to keep their jobs, 
want advancement or want spe- 
cial favor from the higher-ups. 

Although Smith was a party 
to the Kansas City conference 
that brought Allison into the 
race, he has not yet publicly in- 
dorsed Allison, a fact which is 
said to have vexed the President 
considerably. However, there is 
no doubt in the minds of Demo- 
crats generally that the whole 
Smith strength will be thrown to 
Allison. The Governor’s chair- 
man of the Democratic State 
Committee, John H. Hendren, and 
the headquarters organization of 


the committee are active for the 
ad te. Demo- 


ministration 
-erats know that where Hendren 
is in a political situation, there 
the Governor is also. 

Resentment Aroused. 

The first reaction to the effort 
of the President and the Gov- 
ernor to select the party nominee 
for Senator has been one of re- 
sentment, but that can die out 
as the campaign progresses, or 
ft might be possible for the Hen- 
nings organization to keep it 
very much alive. 

Allison and Hennings have 
been touring the state for more 
than a month making contacts 
with party workers and making a 
few speeches before small gather- 
ings. Both are good speakers, 
but Hennings has a considerable 
edge on Allison in personality and 
in impressing those he meets 
with the idea that he is senato- 
rial timber. 

Between 40 and 50 per cent 
of the Democratic primary vote 
is cast in St, Louis and St. Louis, 
Jackson (Kansas City), Buchanan 
(St. Joseph) and Greene (Spring- 
field) counties. It is to be ex- 
pected that Hennings will hold 
an extremely long lead in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county, and 
that Allison will be equally 
strong in Jackson county, the 
majorities possibly orfsetting 
each other. Hennings appears 
considerably the stronger in 
Buchanan and Greene counties. 

Rural Vote May Decide. 

If this situation ‘olds fast un- 
til primary day, the issue will be 
decided in the rural counties 
which will poll a vote at least 
equal to that in the larger urban 
areas. 

The three other candidates for 
the nomination are not expected 
materially to affect the outcome 
of the Democratic senatorial 
primary. There is no indication 
that any of the three will develop 
more than a small following. 

These candidates are Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Bell Hinrichs of St. Louis, 
a cosmetic manufacturer and a 
daughter of the late Nicholas M. 
Bell, who was a power in state 
Democratic politics 35 or 40 years 
ago; James W. Hopkins of St. 
Louis, an accountant without po- 
litical organization support, and 
Ben M. Johnson, a house painter, 
of Springfield, whose main plat- 
form issue is advocacy of a na- 
tional lottery. 

Mrs. Hinrichs is the first 
worhan ever to file for the nomi- 
nation for United States Senator 
in Missouri. 

Although there are three can- 
didates for the Republican nom- 
ination for United States Sena- 
tor, that is really a one-man race 
by Senator Forrest C. Donnell, 
who is asking renomination. 

The other candidates are Dr. 
Herman H. Grosby and William

“The North 
Dakota dam, for example, would 
create a lake of 25,000,000 acre 
feet in a district where the annual 
flow of the river amounts only to 
17,300,000 acre feet. 

“This dam, the Garrison Dam, 
will, I fear, ‘wear out’ the water. 
Both the Corps of Engineers and 
the Bureau of Reclamation have 
offered to lift a part of this water 
by pumps about 100 feet to get it 
over a divide for irrigation pur- 
poses. They would then lift it 
a second time to fill Devil’s Lake, 
and pump it a third time to get 
the remainder into the James 
river valley and eventually back 
into the Missouri river.” 

Miller termed such planning “a 
grand excursion in money spend- 
ing.” He said it has been impos- 
sible because ‘of inconsistencies 
in announcements by interested 
agencies to obtain any definite 
estimates of the cost of the proj- 
ects included in the plan or of 
the amount of water the dams 
would control. 

“The Corps of Engineers says 
there will be 105 major projects 
planned for the Missouri Valley,” 
he said. “The Bureau of Recla- 
mation says there will be 120, and 
the Department of Agriculture 
says there will be 150. As a fur- 
ther example of the inconsist- 
encies, the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion proposes the program to put 
19.000,000 new acres back into 
production. *This is at a time 
when the Department of Agricul- 
ture wants to remove 25,000,000 
acres from production because of 
crop surpluses.”

Stevens 
as Dalila, Kurt Baum as Samson, 
and Robert Merrill as the Phili- 
stine High Priest were the out- 
standing principals and_ they 
managed to transform a second 
rate work into a highly charged 
lyric drama. 

Since the text is static and re- 
petitious and the musical score 
never really comes to grips with 
the few dramatic situations it 
expresses, the singers must sup- 
ply. the deficiency from the re- 
sources of their own personal- 
ities. Miss Stevens rose to the 
situation handsomely. Her enact- 
ment of the famed Biblieal glam- 
or girl was carried out in broad 
strokes; so broad that a more 
wordly’ victim might have sus- 
pected her, intention at the first 
swing of the torso.

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LIVING COSTS INDEX 
UP 0.3 PER CENT ON 
FOOD PRICE RISE 


WASHINGTON,. April 22 (AP) 
—The Government today report- 
ed a slight rise in living costs, 
chiefly due to higher food prices. 
The living cost boost was three- 
tenths of 1 per cent in March. 
Foods went up six-tenths of 1 
per cent, after having declined 
for three straight morths. 


The latest Government living 
cost index, put out. by the De- 
partment of Labor’s Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, is 1.5 per cent 
lower than a year ago. It'is 25 
per cent higher than in June 
1946 when wartime price con- 
trols were relaxed and 69 per 
cent above the prewar level. 


The index for March was 167 
per cent of the 1935-39 average, 
which is considered a basé period. 


Besides foods, the bureau said, 
prices for fuel, electricity and re- 
frigeration rose four-tenths of 1 
per cent. However, the gas-elec- 
tricity portion of this group of 
items is still below prewar prices. 

Rents, apparel and house fur- 
nishings all edged up slightly in 
March, too. This was the first 
increase for apparel, one-tenth of 
1 per cent, since November 1948. 

General Motors Corp. wage 
rates, which are geared to the 
living cost index, were not af- 
fected by the rise this month. 
aaey are adjusted on a quarterly 

asis.

New Provisions of 1950 
Housing Act Extend 
Amount, Time of 4 
Pct. Home Financing.

WASHINGTON, April 22—Get- 
ting a G.I. home loan will be 
easier soon. The reason: New. 


provisions in the 1950 Housing 
Act, which President Trumas 


signed Thursday. 

Mainly the measure makes # 
per cent home financing more 
readily available to veterans by 
extending the amount that may 
be guaranteed in such loans and 
the time in which they must be 
repaid. 

The bill also: 

Authorizes Veterans Adminis- 
tration to make loans directly 
where a G.I. can’t find financ- 
ing at 4 per cent. 

Assures retention of the sec- 


ondary mortgage market. 

Cuts the problems involved 
in the buying of farm and sub- 
urban homes. 

Gives the VA more to say 
about standards for new con- 
struction on which G.I. loans 
are to be made. 


Under the housing bill the vet- 
eran, who has been able to have 
50 per cent of his loan guaran- 
teed if $4000 or less was involved, 
can get a guarantee of 60 per 
cent on amounts up to $7500. 

The bill also extends the terms 
of such loans to 30 years. Up to 
now G.I. financing has been done 
on a 25-year basis. 

VA is working, meanwhile, on. 
its program for making loans di- 
rectly to veterans. Congress gave 
the agency $15,000,000 and the 
right to make loans of up to 
$10,000. 

Safeguards Necessary. 

Safeguards are necessary, ac- 
cording to a VA spokesman. 

“The provision will apply main- 
ly in the more or less isolated 
areas where no great volume of 
mortgage loan business is done 
and a veteran probably couldn't 
find help at 4 per cent. 

“We're working out a plan so 
we aren’t lending money directly 
to veterans and then finding out 
from banks that the man had 
never asked them for help,” he 
says. 

The provision, the VA admits, 
should make a lot more 4 per 
cent money available for G.I. 
loans.” The banks will regard it 
as a “threat” over their opera- 
tions. 

Infrequent Use Seen. 

' The VA does not believe it 
will be used often. Congress did 
not intend that it would be drawn 
on too heavily, he says, or more 
than $15,000,000 would have been 
provided. 


By contrast Congress set up 
$250,000,000 more for the Nation- 
al Mortgage Association which, in 
addition to present funds, will be 
used in buying G.I. loans nego- 
tiated by banks. 

The banks and the private 
organizations will then begin col- 
lecting a fee on a percentage 
basis for “service” charges—the 
handling of monthly payments 
and the like. This is the case 


now. 
New Farm Provision. 

The new farm provision will 
allow a veteran to negotiate a 
loan on his homesite, not on the 
entire farm as has- been the 
regulation in the past. Officials 
of the Federal Housing Authority 
see this as making it easier to 
buy suburban property as well 
as farms. 

-For the first time VA has a 
hand in the kind of construction 
on which loans can be granted, 
The spokesman says the regula- 
tions won’t be changed much and 
will be based closely on those 
drawn by the FHA, 


G.I. home financing has been 
done up until now under special 
legislation and the operations of 
the FHA. This ne whill termi- 
nates that connection as of Dec. 
31, sooner if the VA chief thinks 
it should be.

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Has Common Touch, Is Honest and Loyal to His Friends, |

but Tends to Be Vindictive and Sometimes Too Sure of

WASHINGTON, April 22. 


RESIDENT TRUMAN, now in his sixth year in office, has more than two 

and a half years left of his elected term. As an astute politician, he has 

given no positive evidence whether he will seek re-election in 1952 but even 
if he is not a candidate he wants to keep a Democrat in the White House. 


In the meantime, there is the equally im- 
portant question whether the Congress elect- 
ed in November will be Democratic or Re- 
publican. In 1946 Truman fell down on the 
job as a presidential politician by taking 
little part in the congressional campaign. 
The Republicans got control of both houses 
of Congress. This year, with more confi- 
dence in himself as a vote-getter he is already 
acting aggressively to help the Democratic 
organization. 

By his veto of the Kerr natural gas bill 
he demonstrated he was more concerned 
about voters than campaign contributors. 
On the sordid side, his pardon of James 
M. Curley of Boston displayed his solici- 
tude for political bosses. 


Next month he will begin a transcontinen- 
tal tour to the Grand Coulee Dam, which 
he laughingly calls “non-political” because 
he will have to be careful not to interfere 
in Democratic primaries. In October he is 
scheduled to make another whistlestop trip 
with the more specific purpose of calling for 
the election of individual Democratic nomi- 
nees for the Senate and House. 


Truman’s Political Intent 
Is Not an Official Secret. 


Truman is not kidding himself or anybody 
else about the intent of these speeches. He 
concedes that every speech or statement a 
President utters will be interpreted as “po- 
litical.” The only exception he makes are 
his remarks on the bipartisan foreign policy, 
in which, he insists, he speaks for the whole 
country and not for any political party. 

_ These trips bring up the interesting ques- 
tion: How goed a politician is Harry S. 
Truman? : 

The question requires definition of the 
term “politician.” The President’s own defi- 
nition is broader than most. It is: A poli- 
tician is a man who understands government. 
Usually, if he understands it well enough 
and makes a reputation, as he should, he 
will be called a statesman—after he’s dead. 

Truman adds that if you are for an issue, 
it is statesmanlike; if you are against it, it 
is purely low politics. 

A more widely quoted definition is that 
of James Freeman Clarke: A politician thinks 
of the next election; a statesman, of the next 
generation. 

Bismarck, however, had a description that 
fits Truman as well as some other Presi- 
dents. It was: Great politicians owe their 
reputation, if not to pure chance, then to 
circumstances at least which they themselves 
could not foresee. , 

Truman’s victory in 1948 over Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey won him the reputation of a great 
politician. The credit belongs primarily to 
him because he devised and carried out the 
strategy that turned apparently sure defeat 
into a substantial victory. He did not need 
the 39 electoral votes that went Dixiecratic 
or the 55 of New York and Maryland that 
went Republican because of the Henry Wal- 
lace candidacy. He shamed not only the so- 
called professional forecasters but some of 
his closest friends and fondest well-wishers. 

The practical test of the ability of a 
politician is whether he can get himself 
and his supporters elected and stay in 
power. 

All politics are comparative and politicians 
can be accurately measured only by stand- 
ing them alongside other politicians. By 
general consent Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
the master politician of this generation, if 
for no other reason than his demolition of 
the no-third-term precedent. He put through 
substantial, even revolutionary, programs as 
Governor of New York and as President and 
kept his popular support. 


Underestimating President 
Was Dewey’s Serious Blunder. 


The more immediate comparison is Gov. 


Dewey, who had a high reputation at least’ 


in New York for being a smart politician. 
The 1948 election demonstrated that he out- 
smarted himself by vver-estimating his own 
strength and under-estimating Truman’s au- 
dacity, sagacity and appeal to rank-and-file 
voters, particularly the farmers. Some politi- 
cal observers argue that Truman did not 
defeat Dewey but that Dewey licked him- 
self by his over-confidence and aloofness. 

Aloofness cannot be debited against Tru- 
man. He is the product of machine politics 
and machines get their power from. their 
closeness to the people. He is also a nzetive 
Missourian and can be appraised only in 
relation to his Missouri background. He has 
been called “Mr. Missouri’ and is in the 
tradition of Senators Stone, Reed, Hawes 
and Clark, although these men outpointed 
him in brilliance and color. He has been 
sv lucky in primaries and elections and con- 
ventions that some of his more ardent fol- 
*swece rage™g him as a man of destiny. Ac- 
“ons ordinarily politically fatal have not 
mucked his rise to the highest office in the 
world. : 

As a politician—although it is hard to 
separate the politician from the President 
and the person—a list of his assets and li- 
abilities can be drawn up. 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN’S ASSETS: 

1. His common touch. He appeals to large 
masses of voters and has worked for their 
welfare in the Senate and in the White 
Rouse. By talking definite language they 
‘om understand, he attracts support from 


farmers, labor union members, Negroes and 
other low-income groups. 

2. His personal honesty. Although he got 
his start as a Tom Pendergast protege and 
is a dues-paying member of the Jim Pender- 
gast club, there is no evidence that he has 
been involved in the organization’s dirty 
work. He personally profited, however, from 
the Kansas City “ghost registration” ,in the 
1934 primary that led to his seat in the 
Senate and the machine came to his aid 
when he purged Democratic Representative 
Roger C. Slaughter for his anti-Administra- 
tion votes on the House Rules Committee. 
His candidate, Enos Axtell, was beaten in 
the election. | 


Although several of the biggest Democrati 
city bosses were ready to desert him before 
the 1948 convention, he got their support on 
the showdown. He is a believer in the party 
platform and tries to carry out his promises. 


4. His loyalty to his friends. This appeals 
both to party men and the general run of 
voters. 

5. Aggressiveness. People love a “scrap- 
per,” especially if he is the underdog, as was 
the case in Truman’s 1940 Democratic sena- 
torial primary against Lloyd Stark and Mau- 
rice M. Milligan and in the 1948 presidential 
election. 

6. Humility. Truman’s popularity reached a 
peak attained by few Presidents immediately 
after he succeeded Roosevelt and asked his 
friends to pray for him. Later he overdid 
this but the initial impression remains in the 
minds of many people. 

On the debit side, it is even more difficult 
to differentiate between Truman the Presi- 
dent and Truman the politician because the 
Chief Executive, whoever he is, has to use 
the powers of his office to remain in office. 
It is truism that self-preservation is the first 
law of politics and even Lincoln and Wilson 
had to think in terms of practical politics, 
that is, how would this or that action affect 
the voters. In cynical terms, this is called 
“rising above principle.” 


Some Political Liabilities 
Are Exaggerations of Assets. 


Of the liabilities, some of the items are a 
projection or an exaggeration of some of 
the Truman assets. 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN’S' LIABILITIES: 


1. His inability to get much of his domestic

fairs are not included under this head, first 
because during most of his time in the White 
House Truman has had the advantage of a bi- 
partisan foreign policy and the patriotic co- 
operation of Republican Senator Vandenberg 
of Michigan. The whole course of history 
might have been changed if Vandenberg had 
remained a nationalist or isolationist. The 
Truman-Vandenberg record is truly remark- 
able. 

Truman’s partial failure with his domestic 
program stems from his inexperience as an 
executive during the chaotic days immediately 
following the end of hostilities. He did not 
effectively ‘assert White House leadership 
and counted on the nogpartisanship that 
obtained during the war. His timing on price 
control in 1946 was bad and aroused the 
resentment of men and women, mostly in the 
middle class, who thought—it proved mis- 


takenly—that the Republicans had the better 
‘ arguments. 

His present troubles with Congress are an 
| outcome of fight for civil rights for Negroes. 
In his guileless way, he sent his civil liber- 
ties program to Congress in one package, 
without prior consultation with Democratic 
leaders and seemingly demanding all or 
nothing. The result was a splitting of the 
party ranks that led to a walkout at the 
Philadelphia convention, the defection of 39 
Dixiecrat electoral votes and the intermittent 
Dixiecrat-Republican coalition in both houses. 
The cracks of this chasm were evident in 
Roosevelt’s time, but F.D.R., despite the bitter 
Southern feeling against Mrs. Roosevelt, was 
‘able to keep the Dixiecrats at his side on 
other issues. 

Some Republicans are charging that 
Truman does not want’ all of his Fair Deal 
program enacted—that he is maneuvering to 
keep such issues as the Brannan Farm Plan, 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, middle-income 
housing and civil liberties as issues for the 
1950 and 1952 campaigns. This does Truman 
an injustice; he ts not a hypocrite or a 
Machiavellian. But as long as a Democratic 
Congress fails to approve his program, the 
charge will persist. 

And in politics, a politician has to deliver 
eventually to retain the voters’ support. 


Would Have Been Expedient 
To Dismiss Gen. Vaughan. 


2. Reliance on cronies. This is an exten- 
sion of his loyalty to his friends and his 
inclination to put personalities before issues. 
Roosevelt had larger and more brilliant 
groups of advisers in addition to his own 
creative imagination. Truman seems-to dis- 
trust “outsiders,” particularly economists and 
business men. He does not like his advisers 
to disagree among themselves and wants 
plans laid before him which he can approve 
or disapprove in toto. 

Politically, it would have been expedient 
to have dismissed Gen. Harry H. Vaughan 
after the five per cent investigation and not 
to have insisted on the nomination of Edwin 
W. Pauley as Under Secretary of the Navy 
and Mon C, Wallgren to be head of the 
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Truman to pose. 


National Security Resources Board. Truman, 
however, wanted these men around him, so 
Vaughan remains as military aide and Wall- 
gren was confirmed as a member of the 
Federal Power Commission. 


3. Vindictiveness. This feuding spirit first 
showed itself in his fight in the Senate 
against retention of Maurice M. Milligan as 
Federal District Attorney in Kansas City. 
Milligan had been successful in sending Tru- 
man’s patron Tom Pendergast to Leaven- 
worth, therefore Truman was against him, 
regardless of his ability. Later he got rid 
of Francis Biddle as Attorney General be- 
cause Biddle had rejected his recommenda- 
tions for appointments in Missouri. The 
latest instance was his disparaging remarks 


against his old friend and his Secretary of |= 


State James F. Byrnes because Byrnes had 
attacked his administration. 
purge was another example of this trait. 


4. Cockiness. The 1948 election gave Tru- |: 
man self-confidence he never had before. He | 
confounded the experts who forecast his |i 


defeat and he thought he had a popular man- 
date for his Fair Deal. Instead of his origi- 
nal humble attitude, he is almost arrogant at 
times, telling visitors that he knows more 
about the budget, China and national security 
than anybody else. That may be true but 
it stifles helpful suggestions. | 


This superconfidence in his own politi- 
cal ability extends to Missouri. He ap- 
parently thinks it sufficient to tell Mis- 
souri voters what he wants and they’ll 
approve it. This happened when he un- 
expectedly announced his support of 
Emery Allison for the Democratic sena- 
torial nomination against former Repre- 
sentative Thomas C. Hennings Jr., and 
Franklin E, Reagen, when those two candi- 
dates believed they had an understanding 
with him that he would keep hands off 
the state primary.

Truman has a none too good precedent for 
intervention in Missouri politics. In 1943 
Roosevelt tried to force the New York Dem- 
ocratic State Convention to nominate James 
M. Mead for Governor over James A. Farley’s 
candidate, John J. Bennett. Bennett won the 
nomination but the convention battle split the 
Democratic party and he lost to Dewey, 
thereby making Dewey a sure presidential 
candidate in 1944. . 

Truman and Roosevelt are somewhat alike 
in their broad appeal to great masses of 
voters. In the largest sense the two men 


were elected to the White House because |. 


they got the votes of organized labor and the 
unorganized farmers. F.D.R. began to lose 
the Farm Belt in 1938 but Truman brought 
back many of the Middle Western States, in- 
cluding Iowa, when Dewey and his followers, 
believing that the farmers were in the bag 
for the Republicans, neglected to meet the 
Democratic promises for farm subsidies. 

With his Fair Deal, Truman is carrying on 
the New Deal without the New Dealers. Few 
innovations have been made. Some of Roose- 
velt’s ideas have been revised or enlarged, 
like federal aid to education, national health 
insurance, aids to housing and the Brannan 
Farm Plan. | 

Like Roosevelt, Truman is “a little left of 
center” in his appeal to the lower- and middle- 
income groups which apparently would rather 
have the “welfare state” than a return to the 
Republican “good old days.” 

Truman, like Roosevelt, believes that one 
way to get favorable action by Congress is 
to appeal directly to the people. As a poli- 
tician and as.a campaigner, Truman has been 
rewarded for being his natural self and-for 
having something to say. Whatever he may 
think of himself as a speech writer and radio 
performer, his greatest effectiveness is get-

ting cut among the people, who identify 
themselves with him and his family and even 


his cronies. He is completely at home with 
the machine politicians. He understands their 
problems and they think they understand his. 
With the farmers he can talk the language 
of the 40-acre field; with the laboring man 
he can cite his voting record in the Senate; 
to the low- and middle-income groups, which 
make up the bulk of the voters, he can joke 
about his own bankruptcy when a young man 
and his struggle to pay his debts. 

As a Senator, Truman only wanted to 
remain a Senator. Even now he says those 
were the happiest days of his life. As Presi- 
dent he has the politician’s job of keeping 
the country Democratic. That will be his 
mission on the two transcontinental tours.

The most recent barrier has been the 
argument of opponents that the foundation 
would jeopardize national security unless 
regulated by strict loyalty rules. In the 
present session the House wrote such tight 
security provisions into its version of the 
bill that both scientists and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation protested vigor- 
ously. 

These provisions have been modified tenta- 
tively in Senate-House conferences and sup- 
porters think a generally satisfactory meas- 
ure can be enacted.

The 
general federal loyalty oath would be ap- 
plicable where a student or employe would 
have no access to “classified” information. 

Scientists have objected to any over- 
emphasis on security and secrecy as counter 
to the nature of science itself and as ham- 
pering research, in this respect being detri- 
mental to national security rather than 
strengthening it. The Bulletin of the Atomic 
Scientists stated recently that progress “re- 
quires not tightening but relaxation of atomic 
security.” 

In opposing the House amendments, Dr. 
Alfred N. Richards, president of the National 
Academy of Sciénces, said that knowledge of 
the nature. of the proposed FBI investiga- 
tions and reports among prospective appli- 
cants for scholarships “may well be expected 
to develop in them habits of caution, reticence 
and suspicion which are the antithesis of the 
frank truthfulness which science demands.

FTER five years of controversy it now seems likely that the nation’s 
‘‘desperate need’’ for basic research will be filled through the establish- 
ment of a National Science Foundation. 
Senate and House and conferences to resolve differences are under way. 


Legislation has been passed by 


Atomic Energy Commission ahd author of the 
official account of the development of the 
atomic bomb, said recently in a speech at 
Amherst College that he was not very deeply 
concerned about the direct effect of the 
present atomic secrecy policy, but that the 
indirect effects were more subtle and, there- 
fore, more dangerous. 

Dr. Smyth said he was concerned “by the 
extraordinary exaggeration given to the im- 
portance of secrecy in the public mind.” He 
added that “we must not accept the false 
notion that the safety of the country depends 
on espionage laws, loyalty oaths: and FBI 
investigations, and that the more of these 
you have the more secure you make the 
country’s future. 


“I assure you that these measures are 
evil and enervating for they are against 
the traditions both of science and of the 
free society in which we live. Let us keep 
these police measures to a minimum and 
not allow panic or politics to extend them 
to areas where they are not needed.” 


In addition to objections raised on security 
grounds, some members of the House argued 
that the foundation would cost too much 
money. It was estimated by the author of 
the House bill, Representative J. Percy Priest 
(Dem.), Tennessée, that the annual expendi- 
ture should level off at about $25,000,000 a 
year at the end of the first five-year period. 

The House voted a limit of $15,000,000 a 
year, however, and this figure has been ac- 
cepted tentatively by the conference com- 
mittee. The 1951 budget carries an item of 
$500,000 to be used to organize the foundation 
and get the ball rolling. 


Stock of Basic Knowledge 
Has Been Seriously Depleted. 


The reason why there is a “desperate need” 
for the foundation is summarized in this way 
by Wolverton: ' 

During the war basic research was re- 
duced in favor of applied research to such 
an extent that about three years’ produc- 
tion of basic knowledge was lost; the war 
also curtailed greatly the production of 
basic scientific knowledge in Europe; 
on the other hand, applied research 
was greatly stimulated; for these reasons 
our stock of basic knowledge has been 
seriously depleted; there is therefore an 
urgent need for doubling the amount of 
basic research being done, and private en- 
terprise cannot do the job. 


The United States in’the past has de- 
pended to a great extent on imported basic 
knowledge. Its technological progress has 
been based on laws discovered in Europe. 
Thus we got the basic knowledge we needed 
to develop the atom bomb from Europe, put 
it to use through our applied research and 
technology, and in turn saw our technologi- 
cal secrets taken over by the Russians. 

It is held now that we cannot depend on 
Europe as a major. source of basic scientific 
knowledge, and the foundation is to fill the 
void otherwise created. The purpose of the 
foundation is to build up our stockpile of 
basic knowledge so that applied research 
may flourish. 

The foundation would not build or operate 
scientific laboratories of its own and its func-

There would be 24 members on the foun- 
dation board, each appointed by. the Presi- 
dent, subject to Senate confirmation, for a 
term of six years. The director woild be 
appointed for a term of six years by the 
President ‘and tentatively would receive a 
‘salary of $15,000 a year. 

The foundation would be directed to: 

1. Develop and encourage the pursuit of 
a national] research and scientific education 
' policy. 

2. Initiate and support basic scientific re- 
search in the mathematical, physical, medi- 
_cal, biological, engineering and other sciences 
‘by making contracts or other arrangements, 
including grants and loans. 

3: Initiate and support research in cone 
nection with national defehse after consulta- 
tion with the Secretary of. Defense. 

-4. Award scholarships and graduate fel- 
lowships in all sciences. 

5. Foster interchange of scientific infor- 
| mation. 

6. Correlate the foundation research pro- 
gram with those undertaken by other gov- 
ernment agencies, by individuals and by pri- 
vate research groups. 

7. Zstablish such special commissions ag 
the board may think necessary from time te 
time. 

8. Maintain a register of scientific and 
technical personnel. 

If anyone should receive credit for dee 
veloping the idea of the foundation it prob- 
ably is Dr. Vannevar Bush, the wartime di- 
rector of the Office of Scientific Research 
and Development. In November 1941 Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked Dr. Bush to prepare 
a report on a postwar science program. The 
report, Science, the Endless Frontier, was 
finished in June 1945 and has since formed - 


| the basis of foundation legislation. 
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April 10, 1907.

Cc. Marshall as ‘“completely unfitted” for the 


conduct of United States foreign affairs. 


Until Friday, McCarthy and some of his sup- 


porters were all too ready to attack those in 


the State Department and elsewhere who more 


or less shared Gen. Marshall’s views on China: 
' policy. But they were very careful not to as- 


sail the General himself. Here was a man of 
experience, ability, intelligence and honor. An 
attack on him, it was agreed, would lash back at 
the man who made it. That man now is Sena- 
tor McCarthy. 

’ The assault on Gen. Marshall, of course, was 
part of McCarthy’s general campaign against 
Owen Lattimore. Although Lattimore never 
‘was a State Department employe, McCarthy has 


~ made this the turning point of his war against 


Secretary Acheson and the Department. 

‘ Perhaps he feels that he has impaled Mr. 
Lattimore on the testimony of Louis Budenz, the 
self-proclaimed .reformed Communist. But on 
analysis, this adds up to very little, indeed. As 
Senator Green of the investigating committee 
summed it up: “The witness testified that he 
didn’t know Mr. Lattimore, that he had never 
seen him and that he had never had, any con- 
nection with him directly or indirectly.” Bu- 
denz did say that he knew some people who 
could say that Mr. Lattimore was a Communist, 
but several of these already have denied this. _ 


If Owen Lattimore ever had any Communist 
connections, let us have the facts. But the Bu- 
denz type of hearsay. does not come close to be- 
ing convincing evidence—especially not when it 
is offset by statements such as those of Brig. 
Gen. Elliott R. Thorpe and Brig. Gen. Conrad 
E. Snow. Unlike Budenz, these men need not 
be ashamed of their own past records. 

McCarthy largely ignores such rebuttals and 
refutations. To that extent, his tactics are clear. 
He seeks to be always on the offensive. He 
seeks to keep others always on the defensive. 
Instead of proving the guilt of those he assails, 
he merely assefts it. He tries to force them to 
prove that they are innocent. ‘This, of course, 
is a complete perversion of the American pattern 
of justice. 

And the American people are getting a little 
tired of it: This is indicated by Marquis Childs’ 
report that Senator Taft is losing strength in 
Ohio because of his support of McCarthy. In 
the prudent search for Russian agents, the Amer- 
ican people may sanction more leeway than 
might be allowed by the strictest of judges. But 
when charges of subversion take onthe color 
of a political smear circus, their reaction can 
only be one of disgust. 

Now that Senator McCarthy has impugned 
Gen. Marshall, he really will have to back up 
his charges. 


Excise Taxes and the Budget 

The House Ways and.Means Committee is to 
be congratulated on its tentative decision to lop 
off another $250,000,000 in excise taxes. This 
brings the total eontemplated cut to $335,000,000 
or almost twice as much as recommended by 
President Truman. Even so, it is not exactly a 
huge amount compared with the total tax bill: 

However, if finally approved, the cuts will 
eliminate irritations out of all proportion to 
their amount. It is a nuisance to have to pay 
excise taxes on toys, alarm clocks, handbags, 
billfolds, shaving lotions and similar everyday 
items. And is it just that they should be made 
to bear this special burden? 

Perhaps a case can be made for a wartime or 
emergency excise tax on genuine luxury items. 
The continuation of such a levy on other items, 
however, violates the principles of equitable 
taxation. It is a handicap to trade, and often it 
also is a dodge for shifting the tax burden to 
those who can least comfortably bear it. 

Nor can an unbalanced budget be turned into 
a very effective argument in favor of excise 
taxes. The real answer to budget balancing is 
economy. A good start on offsetting the excise 
tax cuts might well be the rivers and harbors 
pork barrel. And as Senator Douglas insists, 
this is by no means the only opportunity. 
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The Pennsylvania Supreme Court has decided 
that there really is no difference between a 
Socialist and a Communist, Just wait until that 
word gets to Clement Attlee! 
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What's the Matter With Women? 


Since women have been available as a topic 
for discussion as long as any man, living or dead, 
had the gift of words, it is a little bit puzzling 
that so much should be written about them just 
now. The fancier magazines keep coming back 
to the subject time and again, and so do the 
book publishers. 

The general complaint seems to be that women 
are unhappy, er inadequate, or both. (But to 
the best of our knowledge, nobody has yet as- 
serted that they are superfluous.) Decades 
ago, runs the argument, they won the right to 
vote, and what have they done with it? Why 
have not more of them gone into politics? Why 
have they not “changed” things? 

They have won their way into the halls of 
higher learning, but the top levels of almost all 
the professions are still pretty much an exclu- 
sively male domain. Women already own 65 
per cent of the nation’s wealth and they are 
steadily increasing their holdings, but they have 
only a slight. voice in business affairs. 

Modern women are the beneficiaries of canned 
soup, factory bread, washing machines, smaller 
homes and all manner of other gadgets and con- 
veniences. They are saving time at an enormous 
clip. But what are they doing with the saved 
time? Reading book club whodunits and double- 
breasted historical novels? Or playing bridge? 

The trouble is that most of the writers who 
keep on asking these questions—and especially 
the women among them—are not very good at 
answering them. They suggest that things are 
going from bad to worse, and they point to the 
rising divorce rate and the psychiatrist’s. couch. 

Of course, it’s possible that the lovely sex is 
not quite as hard up as suggested. Where 


_ politics and business are concerned, women may 


just be a bit more slow about taking a hand than 
“some of the more ardent feminists expected 
them to be in the days of suffragette’s parades. 
And even in thé gadget era, the duties of a 
housewife and a mother may still fill a good 
part of many a woman's day. 

But why should we try to solve the problems

7 it may be hard for most people to de- 
cide just what Herbert U. Nelson of the real 
estate lobby means by democracy, which he says 
“stinks,” there is little doubt from Mr. Nelson's 
record as to what he thinks he means. 

In a letter quoted at a congressional hearing, 
the chief lobbyist of the National Associatiog of 
Real. Estate Boards presents this ideal: a repub- 
lic, operated by elected representatives compar- 
able to a board of directors, where only “direct 
taxpayers” and no women could vote. A de- 
mocracy, he says, is a place where a simple ma- 
jority can be an unrestrained tyrant. 

The United States is, of course, a republic. 
It has elected representatives, though wealth 
does not select them. And it is not a nation 
of unrestrained majorities, but carefully protects 
the rights of minority groups. This is closer to 
Mr. Nelson's ideal than to his idea of democracy, 
yet it is exactly what most Americans expect a 
democracy to be. 

Mr. Nelson might possibly be confused over 
words and meanings, except that Mr. Nelson has 
never been confused about what he wants. He 
leads a lobby of property owners, builders and 
bankers. which has fought veterans’ housing, low- 
income housing, middle-income housing, and 
every, new effort to use public funds to provide 
people with better shelter. 


But though opposed to government housing in* 


America, Mr. Nelson approved of government 
housing plans in Fascist Italy and Nazi Germany. 
He revealed himself fully in a report praising 
Mussolini’s slum-clearance program, by which 
II Duce’s Government cleared slums only at the 
expense of slum-dwellers, not in their behalf. 
There was a government properly attentive to 
real estate interests, and Mr. Nelson thought it 
was fine. 

So perhaps he does know what he thinks 
about democracy. 
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_Finance Center Progress Report 


Enough information is beginning to emerge 
from the current investigation of the St. Louis 
Army Finance Center to get some idea of what 
all the shouting has been about. But what has. 
been announced thus far amounts to no more 
than a thoroughly incomplete progress report 
from which few conclusions can be drawn. 

Congressman Raymond W. Karst calls atten- 
tion to a General Accounting Office estimate 
that the center paid out about $160,000,000 more 
than it should have in soldier’s family allowances 
and Class E Allotments. 

It did not. add how much of that total has 
been recovered from the recipients. It did not 
say how much reasonably might bé considered 
unavoidablé, in view of the difficulty of keeping 
up day by day with discharges of hundreds of 
thousands of men. 

The General Accounting Office did find, how- 


ever, that the finance center paid out several - 


million dollars te dependents of Philippine 
Scouts without waiting for the Army Judge 
Advocate General to get around to ruling on 
their legality. Congressman Karst did not say 
whether this might have béen necéssary to boost 
the Scouts’ morale. 

But there is no excuse for “totally inadequate” 
collection procedures the GAO reported finding 
at the Center. The investigation will have been 
useful if it serves to tighten up lax administra- 
tive methods. For the rest, no opinions can be 
formed until more facts are in. 
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Loyalty Oaths and Great Books 


There were two pieces in the paper the other 
day about Chancellor Hutchins of the University 
of Chicago. The first was an encouraging bit 
of news; the second made us wonder. 

No. 1 came from Los Angeles where Chan- 
cellor Hutchins announced that the faculties of 
his school and of a number of other universities 
would contribute 2 per cent of their annual 
salaries for financial aid to any members of the 
University of California faculty discharged for 
refusing to take a special loyalty oath. 

This was quickly followed by a decision of 
the California regents to drop the oath. Instead, 
teachers will be asked to sign a letter stating 
they are not Communists. 

Item No. 2 was the announcement that Chan- 
cellor Hutchins is editing an extra fancy, extra 
expensive edition of the great books he seeks 
to popularize. Of this, we take a rather dim 
view. We are not against books, but against 
sets. Once they may have been the sign of a 
home of distinction, but they never were invi- 
tations to reading. They make the business of 


getting through their contents seem too formid- 


able. Why not put Plato, Montaigne & Co. 
in more cheap, paperbound editions? 

That way more people are likely to read them, 
and fewer people will.believe the rabble-rouser’s 
claim that education somehow is a dishonorable 
profession bead be kept under extra close watch. 
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Maybe that Kansas sociologist, who warns 
cities that superhighways scatter people and 


hasten bankruptcy, knows of a road that leads |

Joseph McCarthy’s political record is traced by Milwaukee Journal 
reporter who knows him well; Senator is cynical and ambitious man 
of who “follows political law of the jungle”; he changed parties to 
his advantage and once was castigated by State Supreme Court.

The last time Senator Joseph R: Mc- 
Carthy passed through Milwaukee in Feb- 
ruary, he and I had lunch together. I feel 
that I know him rather well. I like him 
quite a lot and enjoy being with him. 


When we met in February, McCarthy 
had just finished the cross-country tour 
during which he had launched his attack 
on the State Department. He said he knew 
that this latest cam- 
paign had brought 
him into a bigger 
league than the ones 
in which he has op- 
erated previously. 

Without a doubt, 
Senator McCarthy is 
one of the most cyn- 
ical men I have ever 
known. In _ private 
conversation, at 
least, he concedes 
that he is out for 
himself; organiza- 
oF . n, oo geen 
platforms and pro- 
grams — the entire Joe teXoring 
democratic value of the party system— 
mean little to him. 

His tactics almost always follow a sort 
of political law of the jungle—keep on 
the offense, destroy the influence of the 
opposition at all costs, distract the pub- 
lic’s attention from issues, get into the 
news as frequently and as dramatically as 
possible, and let handshaking take care of 
the rest. 


He Was a Democrat First 


McCarthy started his political career as 
a Democrat. The Democrats had been 
swept in with President Roosevelt in 1932. 
McCarthy was therefore a Democrat. 

Once he had his law degree from Mar- 
quette he ran as a Democrat for district 
attorney of Shawano County, but was 


, handily beaten by the Progressive candi- 


date. He lost the election but learned a 
valuable lesson. The Republicans moved 
back into power in 1938 and McCarthy 
joined their ranks. 

McCarthy served in the South Pacific 
as a first lieutenant in military intelli- 
gence with a Marine air squadron. Ac- 
cording ‘to Marine press releases, he got 
himself qualified as a rear gunner and 
participated in a dozen or more combat 
missions at his own insistence. McCarthy’s 
enemies have tried to slur over these bids 
for glory, but I would say that he has a 
good deal of personal courage. 

While still in service he entered the 
1944 Republican primary against Senator 
Alexander Wiley. He came in a poor sec- 
ond in the voting and ran into a lot of 
embarrassing questions about how he had 
financed his campaign. 


Trouble With Tax Officers 


The Committee to Elect Joseph McCar- 
thy Senator reported receipts of $19,808.95. 
Most of the money was listed as coming 
from close relatives. 

Howard McCarthy, Joe’s brother; a farm 
auctioneer, was down for $10,600. The fact 
that Howard’s income, as listed on his state 
tax returns, was $3903 for 1945 and $3692 
for 1944 seemed a little odd. Joe's father, 
the late Tim McCarthy, reportedly con- 
tributed $4000; he had never filed a state 
income-tax return. 

McCarthy himself has been having some 
trouble with the state income-tax people 
ever since he sent them a bland letter in 
1943 saying, “I spent no time in the state 
in 1943. I assume it is unnecessary for 
me to file a return.” The tax collectors 
discovered that his income for the year 
ran to $42,353.92—a tidy sum for a cir- 
cuit judge—and they wanted their share. 

When MéCarthy returned from the Ma- 
rines in 1945, he was re-elected to the 
bench for another six years. In 1946, 
however, he elbowed his way into a Re- 


rears primary that was confused with 


kering. factional enrene and took the 
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nomination ‘and the election) from Sena- 
ter Robert M. La Follette. 

The campaign was a masterpiece of typi- 
cal McCarthy tactics. With.all stops out, 
McCarthy charged that his opponent was 
actually helping Russia by his isolationism 
—an accusation which has been turned 
back on McCarthy by his current opposi- 
tion. 

But despite McCarthy's strict adherence 
to the law of the jungle during the 1946 
campaign, it would be more accurate to 
say that La Follette lost the nomination 
than to say that Joe McCarthy won it, 
Never an enthusiastic campaigner, La Fol- 
lette stayed in Washington working on his 
monumental reorganization - of - Congress 
legislation until less than two weeks be- 
fore the election. The voting was close 
—207,935 to 202,557. 


Two Unsavory Scandals 


McCarthy won in the face of two rather 
unsavory scandals. In early 1946 Chester 
Roberts, chairman of the Milwaukee Coun- 
ty Young Republican organization, was 
sued for divorce in Milwaukee by his 
wife. The suit was dismissed. Suddenly a 
lawyer, who happened to be a McCarthy 
supporter, filed the suit in Joe’s circuit 
court, and the divorce was granted two 
days later. 

The Milwaukee Journal had this to say 
editorially: “If Wisconsin needed an exam- 
ple of why the state founding fathers in- 
sisted that the, judiciary has no place in 
politics, Circuit Judge Joseph R. McCar- 
thy has now provided one. His course in- 
dicates again his indifference to this fun- 
damental principle of our government.” 


In 1948, Miles McMillin of the Capital 
Times, published in Madison, and an at- 
torney brought an action against Joe be- 
fore the state board of bar commissioners. 
The latter finally brought an action to 
disbar him on the ground that he had vio- 
lated his attorney's oath to uphold the Con- 
stitution and the bar’s code of ethics. 


Looking at the Presidency? 


The State Supreme Court, in a unani- 

mous and astotinding decision, proceeded 
to spank Joe for 20 pages and then decide 
he eee wouldn’t do it again. The court 
said: - 
“Under the facts of this case we can 
reach no other conclusion than that the de- 
fendant by actepting and holding the of- 
fice of Senator\during the term for which 
he was elected kircuit judge did so in vio- 
lation of the terms of the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Wisconsin, and 
in so doing violated his oath as a circuit 
judge and as an attorney-at-law. While 
the act of the defendant subjects him to 
just censure, it ts in a class by itself which 
is not likely te be repeated.” 

McCarthy’s current behavior in Wash- 
ington is in line with past performances. 
Of course, his main preoccupation is the 
1952 election. Some say that he has his 
eye on something even bigger than the 
Senate. The idea that he would like to 
be the first Catholic President has been 
suggested, with perhaps a crack at Vice 
President in 1952. 

Last fall, I asked McCarthy whether he 
felt he was losing strength. “I know if 
I had to run today, I'd have a potful of 
trouble,” he answered. “But when I have 
to run it won't be the same. It’s all a 
matter of timing.”

Qx KING COAL is a troubled old soul and his troubles are 


going to solve this problem. 


The problem is too many coal mines, too many coal miners, and 
the terrific rate at which oil, natural gas and water power have been 
displacing coal as a source of fuel and energy. 


President Truman has called 
for a commission to study the in- 
dustry’s problem. Senator Kil- 
gore has introduced. a bill some- 
what along lines of the old Guf- 
fey Act which established price 
and marketing regulations. And 
a drive is on to impose a pro- 
hibitive tariff on oil imports or 
a quota restriction which would 
limit oil imports to a token quan- 
tity—5 per cent of domestic pro- 
duction. 

None Getting Any Place.. 

These are the fiddlers three 
and no one of them is getting any 
place in particular. Since the 
coal strike ended March 6, con- 
gressional interest in Truman’s 
proposal for a commission to 
study the coal industry has waned. 
Coal operators are divided among 
themselves about whether the 
Kilgore bill would help toward a 
solution of the industry’s prob- 
lems; John L. Lewis’s United 
Mine Workers have yet to indorse 
it and probably won’t. The tariff 
and import quota proposals run 
directly counter to our efforts to 
encourage international trade and 
conflict also with our attempt, in 
the interest of national security, 
to conserve oil resources on this 
continent. 

And yet, if the trend toward 
displacement of coal by other 
fuels continues, the day cannot 
be far away when we will see 
again the “ghost towns” of the 
1920s and 1930s — mining com- 
munities abandoned because the 
mines which supported them had 
shut down. This is a trend for 
which John L. Lewis. cannot 
escape a measure of responsibil- 
ity because of his perennial suc- 
cess in exacting new concessions 
from the operators. Neither can 
the coal industry itself, because 


' every time it has yielded to 


Lewis, it has tacked on to the 
selling price of coal, as its own 
cut in the new arrangement, 
something above what Lewis add- 
ed to the production cost through 
increased wage and other bene- 
fits for his miners. 

It is less than two months since 
the coal strike ended—a strike 
which brought about an acute 
shortage of coal and was pre- 
sumed to be a “national emer- 
gency.” 
News of Shutdowns. 

But already we read from day 
to day of a mine here, another 
there, that has shut down for 
lack of customers. Curiously, no 
Government agency has kept tabs 
on these shutdowns and neither 
has the National Coal Association, 
the industry's major trade asso- 
ciation. 

So it is impossible now to ob- 
tain authentic data summarizing 
how many mines have shut down, 
or how many miners have been 
laid off. But weekly production 
figures are illummating. 

What they show is production 
of more than 13,000,000 tons in 
each of the first two weeks after 
the strike ended; since then a 
gradual decline to production of 


11,500,000 tons for the week end- 


ed April 8, the latest for which 
figures are available. 

This represents, in five post- 
strike weeks, a decline of 15 per 
cent from peak weekly production 
to the low production week of the 
period, and the downward trend 
is continuing. 

Estimate on Jobs. 

If the 15 per cent decline in 
eoal production can be accepted 
as a rough indication of a 15 
per cent decline in coal mine em- 
ployment, that would mean that 
56,000 of the 375,000 coal miners 
had jobs in the peak production 
week and since then have been 
laid off. Probably it wouldn't 
work out exactly that way, but 
the calculation affords at least 
an approximate measure of what 
loss of coal markets means in 
terms of loss of job opportuni- 
ties to coal miners. 

These layoffs, whether they add 
up to 56,000 or some other figure, 
have come in the face of wide- 
spread cracking of the price levels 
the industry attempted to impose 
on consumers after the strike 
settlement. Terms of the settle- 
ment added an estimated 25 cents 
to the cost of producing a ton 
of coal; the price increases which 
followed the settlement ranged 
up to 40 and 50 cents a ton. 

But the Wall Street Journal, in 
a recent survey, found many in- 
stances in which consumer re- 
sistance to higher prices had 
driven coal prices down to or be- 
low the pre-strike level. Consum- 
ers able to obtain such price ad- 
vantages were mostly large in- 
dustrial users of coal who were 
in a position to tell their coal 
suppliers that they would pay so 
much and no more for coal, and 
would switch to oil or natural 
gas if the coal supplier did not 
choose to meet the price set by 
the consumer. 

Factors Are Not Seasonal. 

No part of the decline in coal 

uction since the strike can 

attributed to seasonal factors. 
There are still stockpiles to be 
rebuilt; pipelines from mines to 
retail coal yards to be filled. The 
‘decline results from large scale 
conversion from coal to other 
fuels, and from a conviction held 
by many coal consumers that coal 
Serge must come down to meet 

competition. 

Lewis's pyrrhic victories in his 
recurring battles with the mine 
operators are reflected in statis- 
tics compiled by the Bureau of 
Mines. In a tabulation of data go- 
ing back 60 years, the year in 
which soft coal mining provided 
employment for the largest num- 
ber of miners was 1923. In that 
year 704,000 miners dug 564,000,- 
000 tons, an average per miner of 
800 tons a year. 

Since 1923 the number of coal 


—. 


miners has been declining and in 
1949 reached the lowest figure on 
record in modern times. In 1949 
there were 375,000 soft coal 
miners. These, despite Lewis im- 
posed three-day and two-day work 
weeks, and other union-imposed 
interferences with production, 
mined 435,000,000 tons, an aver- 
age of nearly 1200 tons for each 
miner. 

These figures show an increase 
in productivity, measured in 
terms of output per man, of 
about 50 per cent between 1923 
and 1949. The increase in produc- 
tivity was induced largely by ef- 
forts of the industry to remain 
competitive with other fuels 
through increased mechanization 
and the elimination of some of 
the less efficient mines. — : 


Wore Ominous Signs. 

There are still more ominous 
signs on the horizon, for the coal 
operators and for the coal miners. 
This writer told, last Jan. 1, of 
coal’s 
share of the market for fuel and 
energy. The trend goes back be- 
yond 1933, but that year is a good 
starting point for gauging its 
present and prospective conse- 
quences, because 1933 was the 
year when the United Mine Work- 
ers entered its period of greatest 
growth in numbers, power and 
influence. It was also the year 
in which coal accounted for 52 
per cent of all the fuel and energy 
produced in the United States. By 
last year, coal’s 52 per cent of 
the market had fallen to 38.5 per 
cent, with oil, natural gas and 
water power taking up the slack. 

Only a few weeks ago, the su- 
pervisor of fuels research at the 
Battelle Memorial Institute in Co- 
lumbuh, O., a reputable, inde- 
pendent research organization, 
predicted on the basis of his 
studies that use of coal for fuel 
will, within five years, drop to 
about two thirds of its present 
share of the market. 

There is more bad news. Just 
last week Charles J. Potter, pres- 
ident of the Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh Coal Co. and spokesman for 
a group which met in Washing- 
ton to launch the drive for ex- 
cluding imports for foreign oil, 
told reporters that the rate at 
which coal is being displaced by 
imported oil alone would force 
50,000 miners out of their jobs 
within a year, plus another 50,000 
railroad workers who wouldn’t be 
needed to haul the coal that 
would not be. produced because 
oil had replaced it. 

Lewis, Owners on Same Side. 

That conference on stopping oil 
imports brought together a cu- 
rious assortment of bedfellows. 
For once, John L. Lewis and the 
coal operators saw eye to eye. 
So did the railroad brotherhoods 
and the Associaticn of American 
Railroads. So did the CIO Oil 
Workers’ Union and the Independ- 
ent Petroleum Association of 
America, representing the me- 
dium and small producers of oil 
and natural gas. The big Ameri- 
can oil companies weren’t inter- 
ested. They are the ones who are 
importing the “foreign” oil — 
about two-thirds of it from their 
own wells in Venezuela. 

For many years we have had 
coal production capacity far in 
excess of coal demand at the coal 
selling price. Last year John L. 
Lewis, quite possibly actuated by 
other motives (that clause may 
be the understatement of the year) 
did attempt to balance supply 
and demand through his imposi- 
tion of a three-day week on the 
industry. That he can no longer 
do under a Taft-Hartley injunction 
forbidding him to bargain for the 
“able and willing” clause which 
enabled him to impose it. The 
new contract, signed in March, 
eliminates the clause that miners 
will work when they are “willing 
and able.” 


Lewis's three-day week needs to 
be viewed in perspective. Over 
the years ranging back to 1890 
at least, the mine operators have 
work for their miners only about 
200 days a year, on the average. 
On a five-day week basis, that 
means that if the miners wanted 
to work all the time, the mines 
wouldn’t hire them for 12 weeks 
of the year, nearly three months. 
It should be clear from these fig- 
ures, that if Lewis had not unilat- 
erally imposed the three-day week 
for much of last year, the mine 
operators, unilaterally, would 
have laid off a lot of miners and 
for considerable periods would 
have suspended operations at 
some of their mines for varying 
periods. Last year’s consump- 
tion of coal was barely two-thirds 
of capacity production of the 
mines in operation. 

James Boyd’s View. 

Director James Boyd of the 
United States Bureau of Mines 
looks for the “normal play of 
economic forces” to contribute 
something toward solution of the 
industry’s dilemma. He says, for 
instance, that we had 6300 mines 
operating 10 years ago and last 
year, . The demand for coal 
just isn’t big enough to keep the 
additional mines in operation and 
to provide jobs for the coal min- 
ers they hire. Boyd expects the 
marginal high cost producers te 
abandon operations, leaving the 
field to the efficient, low-cost 
producers. 

A spokesman for omg omega 
Coal Association, with Whom the 
writer the problem, 
agreed generally with Boyd, and 
expressed himself in blunter lan- 
guage. He was asked how the 
industry proposed to meet its 
problem.

the secret police. Instead, the 
Yugoslav leaders have decided 
that the pressure must be quick- 
ly lightened, by provision of 
larger supplies of consumer goods 
and in other ways.

The Minister of Economic Plan- 
ning, Kidric, in fact told this cor- 
respondent that the ultimate goal 
is the entire elimination of com- 
pulsion from the Yugoslav econ- 
omy. Socialism is not being aban- 
doned, although decentralization 
of industrial management is al- 
ready being carried on, in order 
to avoid the pyramidal. totali- 
tarianism of the Soviet bureau- 
cracy.

TRYGVE LIE SAILS 
ON TRIP THAT MAY 
EXTEND TO MOSCOW 


NEW YORK, April 22 (AP)— 
Trygve Lie, United Nations Sec- 
retary General, sailed today for 
a European trip that may take 
him to Moscow in an attempt to 
ease the East-West cold war and 
save the U.N. 

Sailing with him on the Queen 
Mary were three top-ranking aids, 
including Assistant Secretary 
General Konstantin Zinchenko, 
former key official in the Soviet 
Foreign Ministry. 

Besides seeing French and 
British Government leaders, Lie 
will attend U.N. group meetings 
in Paris and Geneva. He said he 
will decide in Paris whether there 
is any use to go on to Moscow. 

“I think the world must try 
again to bring the cold war to an 
end,” Lie said in a statement. “It 
may take a long time to complete 
the liquidation of the cold war. 
Many steps will certainly be re- 
quired,” — | 

He said the U.N. had survived 
one crisis after another “because 
both governments and peoples 
know it remains the world’s best 
hope for peace.” 

Lie talked with President Tru- 
man at the White House Thurs- 
day. He said yesterday that he 
was “encouraged” by their con- 
versation.

Indication of Lewis’s Thinking. 

John L. Lewis, as usual pontif- 
ical and cryptic, hasn’t yet come 
up with his solution.

write Perkins a letteg swearing 
eternal friendship.

hood, Bill Douglas turned 
to the mountains in earnest. He 
watched them from the window 
and then as he could, he began 
the recovery of his strength by 
tramps around his home town 
of Yakima. As his legs de- 
veloped, he went farther and 
climbed higher. After he 
crossed the country to go to law 
school in the East and to teach 
at Yale and to be a federal ad- 
ministrative official in the early 
New Deal years, he still con- 
tinued at least annual sojourns 
in the Wallowa mountains, in 
the extreme northeast cérner of 
Oregon.

NE of the great achieve- 
() mens of the Maya races 

was the development of a 
script and the publication of 
books in form of illuntinated 
manuscripts. Unfortunately al- 
most all the Mayan manuscripts 
were destroyed in an auto-da-fe 
held at Merida by the second 
bishop of Yucatan (the famous 
Bishop Landa, 1573-1579, from 
which only three fragments 
survived. They are now in 
Paris, Madrid and Dresden, and 
they illustrate the magnitude 
of our loss. As a result of 
that destruction, and the per- 
secution of the higher classes 
to whom learning was reserved, 
the art of writing was forgot- 
ten by the Maya tribes. 

The destruction of the na- 
tive books was apparently moti- 
vated by the desire to convert 
the pagan tribes to Christianity 
as soon as possible. To help 
that aim the Spanish priests 
and friars enlarged the Latin 


alphabet by five characters that - 


expressed sounds peculiar to 
the native tongues, taught it to 
the natives and thus made Re- 
ligious Catholic literature avail- 
able to the Mayas. 

The natives, however, in 
many parts of Mexico and 
Guatemala used their knowl- 
edge of the Latin script to 
write the chronicles and the 
stories of the ancient times 
which were being preserved by 
oral tradition. Thus were com- 
posed documents which have 
preserved valuable informa- 
tion regarding the history and 
the ideas of the races of Cen- 
tral America. 
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NE of these documents, 
perhaps the most valuable 

is the “Popol Vuh,” the 
Sacred Book of the Quiche 
Indians, a branch of the Maya 
race that occupied the high- 
lands of Guatemala in Pre- 
Columbian days. The original 
was written in the Quiche 
language but in Latin script, 
in the middle of the sixteenth 
century, by a highly literate 
Indian. This original was lost, 
but fortunately before its dis- 
appearance it was copied, at 
the end of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, by Father Francisco 
Ximenez, then parish priest of 
Sant Thomas Chichicastenango. 
The Popul Vuh, contains a 
brilliant account of the cos- 
mogony, mythology, traditions, 
and history of the kings of the 
Quiche race down to 1550. In 
its original language it is -an 
epic of great literary quality 
and is written in an exalted 
and elegant style. # Father

—and the case is pleaded with 
all legal casuistry up the hier- 
archy of courts. He is politely 
listened to but declared guilty 
on principle. The more Joseph 
K. pleads his case the more 
obsessed he becomes with his 
own guilt until he finally ac- 
cepts it. When the executioners 
come he willingly walks with 
them and a dagger sunk in his 
heart ends his life. 


This is the macabre story 
written by consumptive Czechoe 
slovakia-born Franz Kafka in 
1915 and now finding an ever 
larger audience in America. 
Ever since 1928 when it was 
first introduced in America, a 
battle among critics has raged 
as to the meaning of the gro- 
‘tesque tale haunting the reader 
with its fictitious reality, Does 
Joseph K. symbolize man trying 
to exonerate himself from ori- 
ginal sin and finding salvation 
only in death? Or is author 
Franz Kafka writing a travesty 
on our whole judicial system? 
Recent headlines (see the Ellen 
Knauff case) might easily sup- 
port that explanation. 


Kafka has been called a “pre- 
fascist exile.” Was this what 
Kafka saw? Critics still de- 
bate.

In addition to describing 
preparation for and the attack 
on Pearl Harbor, Sakamaki 
tells of his psychological de- 
velopment as the first Japa- 
nese prisoner of war in this 
country. At first all he sought 
was to end his life. Then he 
was thrown with other Japa- 
nese prisoners. Their brief 
stories of how they were cap- 
tured are action packed.. Some 
of his fellow prisoners were 


amusing characters. There was,’ 


for instance, Commander Mat- 
sumoto who became known as 
“Old Paper Doll Maker” be- 
cause of his hobby. He ran 


into serious trouble with one 
faction of a prison camp be- 
cause he sought to promote 
peaceful hobbies among the 
prisoners to keep them happy 
until return to Japan. Despite 
his wooden style, Sakamaki re- 
lates some lively incidents. 
After he was returned to 
Japan, Sakamaki was ridiculed 
and intimidated because he had 
not met an honorable soldier's 
death. He found peace of soul 
and a happy. solace in marriage 


and a job. And although he is | 


not a Christian nor a convinced 
believer in democracy, he re- 
alizes that the old order in 
Japan is gone and that “man 
is capable of being made 
anew.”

Vie of 


SOLDIER ADMITS 


AILLING MICHIGAN 
= IGIRL LAST JULY 


ness’ — She Resisted 
His Advances. 


FLINT, Mich., April 22 (UP)— 
A young soldier, implicated by a 
newspaper's “secret witness,” ad- 
mitted ‘tonight that he killed a 
high school student and dumped 
her body in /a. bog, Sheriff Tom 
Wolentt said! 

Wolcott said Pvt. Kenneth Nes- 
bitt, 23 years old, adniitted that 
he shot 17-year-old Beatrice 
Dickerson through the head when 
she resisted his advances last 
July 11. 

Nesbitt, AWOL from Selfridge 
field at Mt. Clemens, Mich., when 
Beatrice was killed, said he beat 
the part-time theater cashier un- 
conscious with his fist before “he 
shot her. 

“I was going to rape her,” Wol- 
cott quoted Nesbitt as saying. 
“Then I thought I had killed her 
so I shot her anyway.” 

The soldier said he had been 
“drinking an awful lot.” He said 
he had seen Beatrice at work and 
that she entered his car willingly 
when he offered to take her home 
from the end of a bus line. 

Wolcott and state police, who 
had given Nesbitt a lie test a few 
hours earlier, said he told them 
he threw the pistol in a néarby 
creek. 

Nesbitt was seized after an 
anonymous tipster wrote a 
“secret witness” letter to the De- 
troit News. The writer said the 
soldier borrowed a car similar to 
one seen near the scene on the 
night the girl was killed. 

Under the secret witness plan, 
informants can disclose clues to 
unsolved crimes without reveal- 
ing their identity and noentye a 
reward. 

Nesbitt broke after state police 
confronted him with results of 
the ‘lie tests, which showed he 
was “withholding information.” 

Nesbitt was the .fifty-fifth sus- 
pect questioned in the girl’s 
death. Her body was found the 
morning after the killing when 
her mother and one of her nine 
brothers and _ sisters became 
alarmed when she failed to re- 
turn.

Police said Francisco told thtm 
he attended a sales meeting last 
night at a midtown hotel and had 
several mixed drinks. He said he 
could not recall having been near 
Broadway and East Grand avenue, 
where Benzler was struck. He was 
booked on a charge of careless 
driving and suspected of felo- 
niously leaving the scene of an 
accident. An additional charge of 
destruction of property was 
placed against him because his 
automobile had struck a light 
pole.

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CIO ASKS CONGRESS 


7-Year-Old Girl Pianist Sensation‘ 
As Philadelphia Symphony Soloist 


FOR JOBLESS RELIEF 
PLAN IN SOME AREAS 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (UP) 
—The CIO has urged ss 
to pass a three-point plan for 
emergency relief in critical un- 
employment areas. 


Alben W. Barkley and Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congress, CIO 
President Philip Murray called 


where unemployment is more 
than 9 per cent of the total labor 
force; (2) Provide funds for 
emergency public works projects 
in depressed areas; and (3) Re- 
establish a Civilian Conservation 
Corps to cut unemployment 
among younger workers. 

Murray said that in more than 
40 communities more than 12 
per cent of the labor force is 
unemployed — nearly. twice the 
national average. He said more 
than 80 have an unemployment 
rate between 7 and 12 per cent. 

The 7 to 12 group, he said, 
includes some of the largest 
cities in the country — among 
them St. Louis, New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit, Cincinnati, Cleveland, 
Baltimore, Las Angeles, and.San 
Francisco.

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Good Relief Pitching 
By Pollet Is Wasted

CHICAGO, April 22—Within five games vf a new season the 
floundering Cardinals have matched their longest losing streak of 
all last year, for this overcast afternoon defeat struck a fourth 
straight time, this one a wild 7-6 contest decided by a ninth-inning 
home run off the bat of Roy Smalley, Chicago’s brilliant shortstop. 


Just two plays after he snuffed 
out a ninth-inning Redbird 
threat by ranging behind second 
base to take a potential run- 
scoring hit away from Joe Garagi- 
ola and start the unbeaten Cubs’ 
third double play, the lanky 
Smalley drilled a “2-1” fast ball 
high into the left-center field 
bleachers. 

The decisive drive by the agile 
and strong-armed __third-season 
veteran of the Cubs’ kid infield 
came off Howard Pollet, a ster- 
ling pitcher in relief for three 
and one-third innings during 
which he struck out five batters. 
The loss was the second charged 
against the stylish southpaw who 
won 20 games and dropped only 
ning a year ago.

Bolton Finds Weight Lifting 
~ |s No Dumbbell Idea for Golf 


mortal. 


Fred Bolton, tne tall, lank St. 
Louis Country Club professional, 
has been trying it and now, after 
a month and a half working with 
the bar-bell, Bolton is convinced 
it is no dumbbell idea. He recom- 
mends it to the multitude of 
players. 
“TI think it definitely would help 
the average golfer,” Bolton said. 
“In the first place, as a general 
conditioner, it makes you feel bet- 
ter and relieves any nervous con- 
dition. Secondly, it builds the 
forearm and back and shoulder 
muscles you need in the golf 
swing.” 
Three years ago, Bolton said, 
Stranahan had suggested that he 
should benefit from the exercises. 
But not until recently, when Fred 
Haas Sr., the veteran pro, added 
similar recommendation, did 
Bolton try it. 

Builds Up Left Arm. 
“I started with the idea of 
building up my left arm, which 
was breaking down in my swing 
and failing to guide the club 
properly,” Bolton related. ‘I 
found my left forearm measured 
% inch less than my right. I 
imagine the same will be found 
in a lot of golfers.” 
So Bolton began with an exer- 
cise that consisted of holding the 
barbell at arm’s l-ngth, chest 
high, then lowering and raising 
the left side repeatedly to build 
up the left forearm. 
After his left forearm equaled 
the size of his right, he then 
continued with other routines. 
overhand and underhand curling 
(weight-lifting procedure which 
is performed by holding the bar 
extended, then bringing it up- 
ward by bending the elbows) was 
one exercise. Pushups from a 
supine position was another. And 
twisting the body at the trunk 
while the barbell is carried across 
the shoulders was a third exer- 
cise. 
“I was able to shorten my 
swing, make it more compact and 
still get power and distance.” 
Looseness in a golf swing, con- 
tinued Bolton, is one of the worst 
faults a player can have because 
it leads to many bad shots.

It was the muscular Frank Stranahan’s much publicized idea 


to employ weight lifting as a conditioner for golf, but it comes as 
a bit of a surprise when it works for the more ordinary golfing

“Now, after those exercises, my 
swing is firm and compact; I can 
feel those back and shoulder 
muscles coming into play and 
providing the power which I pre- 
viously was trying to get by slap- 
ping at the ball with the hands and 
wrists. I hit a two iron now as 
far as I hit a three wood before.” 

At circuit tournaments in which 
he played during the winter Bol- 
ton spent a lot of time watching 
Sam Snead, and he recalled how 
Snead’s back muscles bulged and 
rippled in the swing. 

“The important thing in golf 
competition,” Bolton remarked, 
“is not the number of good shots 
you make, but how few bad shots. 
For instance, I may make as 
many good shots as Snead will 
during a round, but I'll usually 
make twice as many bad shots. 
If Snead gets four or five birdies, 
he’ll finish four or five under 
par. Others making four or five 
birdies will have enough bad 
shots that they'll just equal or 
exceed par, So the secret to win- 
ning’ is to gain sufficient firm- 
ness so that you rarely make bad 
shots.” 

Can Be Overdone. 

Bolton, in prescribing’ the 
weight-lifting conditioner, cau- 
tions that it must be done only 
every other night. There is a 
danger of becoming muscle- 
bound. He puts in about 45 min- 
utes each session. Starting with 
40 pounds of weights, he worked 
up to 90 pounds. 

“It works as a golf conditioner, 
no doubt about it,” said Bolton. 
And he believes it has done so 
much for him that he will show 
well in the local P.G.A. medal 
play and match play tournament 
next month. 

In addition to this competition, 
Bolton also pill shoot for Na- 
tional Open and P.G.A. qualifying 
berths. He has specific instruc- 
tions from his club to do.the best 
he can in carrying the Country 
Club name into major events. 

“On a bad weather day here 
recently I scored a 70,” Bolton 
said. “I’m hitting the ball farther 
15 yards on my drives, and I 
really have hopes of doing better 
in tournaments this year.”

IN ST. LOUIS 
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At Home . . . With a Homebred Brownie S 


Ex-Beaumont High Youth 
Didn’t Cost Browns 
Dime; Rookie-of-Year 
Likely to Become 
‘Great’ of Game. 


Bill DeWitt, general manager 
of the Browns, nudged Trainer 
Bob Bauman that Indian summer 
afternoon six years ago at .Fair- 
grounds Park. He wanted to know 
how Bauman liked the. looks: of 
the kid shortstop, who might have 
been Herman Braunschweiger or 
just Joe Doakes. 

The trainer nodded. “But I 
like that third baseman better.” 
he said. 

DeWitt grunted and a few min- 
utes later singled out another 
player. And how did Bauman 
like him? 

“T still like the third. base- 
man,” replied the youthful veter- 
an who knows something other 
than taking the hobble out of a 
charleyhorse. 

DeWitt laughed. ‘“That’s what 
I wanted you to say because he’s 
the boy I really wanted you to 
see,” the general manager ex- 
plained. “His name is Sievers— 
Roy Sievers—and we've just 
signed him to a contract.” 

Yes, He’s DeWitt’s Boy. 

Slugging Sievers, the North 
Side husky who jumped from 
Class B to become American 
League Rookie -of-the- Year in 
1949, is DeWitt’s boy. The base- 
ball executive, now president of 
the St. Louis Americans, person- 
ally scouted and put the finger 
on the Beaumont High School kid 
as a future major leaguer. 

“I saw him first in a_ high 
school game for which we had 
permitted use of Sportsman's 
Park,” Bill recalls happily for 
the umpteenth time. “I liked his 
size, the way he hit, ran and 
threw. He was crude, of course, 
but he had power.” 

DeWitt watched his personal 
prospect from time to time the 
rest of that summer of 1944, the 
year the Browns won the pen- 
nant. By then the Giants, Cardi- 
nals, Dodgers and Yankees were 
on the trail pf the kid, playing 
American adie junior ball, and 
the Redbirds could be excused 
if they felt they had the inside 
track, for Walter Shannon, Cardi- 
nal scout, was the coach of the 
Stockham Post team for which 
Sievers played. 

Pop Was on Browns’ Side. 

Under baseball law at the time, 
American Legion players still in 
high school became eligible to 
sign professional contracts when 
the Legion season ended, and in 
September DeWitt dispatched 
chief scout Jack Fournier to the 
Sievers’ home. By then Bill knew 
he had an ace up his sleeve. The 
18-year-old’s father, Walter, was 
a Brownie fan and—remember— 
the St. Louis Americans were in 
a hot pennant fight. 

“By then, too, I knew our fu- 
ture lay with young players, and 
I felt boys signing with the 
Browns could move up faster,” 
DeWitt points out with a roster 
full of beardless players now as 
Exhibit A of his policy. 

Fournier, skilled at getting a 
signgture on a contract, empha- 
sized the opportunity, the pos- 
sible short-cut for the youngsters 
with talent, and in the family 
living room the Sieverses, father 
and son, put their names on the 
line. There was no bonus, no 
rich payment. Just one con- 
sideration, filled quickly. Roy 
mentioned that he sure needed 
a new pair of baseball shoes. 

Today, as a sophomore major 
league star at 23, Sievers would ' 
bring—well, start counting at 
$200,000 and keep going—if the 
Browns threw open the bidding.

“He's got the ability, he’s 
willing to work hard and, just 
as importan ’, he’s got his feet on 
the ground.” 

For all the attention showered 
on him, Sievers, as Taylor ob- 
served, has kept from suffering 
inflation of the hatband. He’s 
more talkative now in the major 
league dugout because he’s won 
a home, but he’s a good-natured 
kid, as relaxed as your favorite 
pair of house slippers. And he’s 
still surprised that a poll of base- 
ball writers chose him for the 
Rookie-of-the-Year honors. 

“I was out barnstorming last 
fall when the -word came 
through,” Roy remembers. “Sherm 
Lollar told me, and I thought he 
was kidding. I thought Gerr 
Coleman, the Yankee _ secon 
baseman, or Alex Kellner, the 
Philadelphia lefthander, would 
get the award. I still think they 
deserved it more than I did.”

The first time at bat in 
the American League, pinch-hit- 
ting, he struck out. The second 
time, pinch-hitting, he fanned 
again. The third time in the 
same capacity he doubled, driving 
in two runs. Ten days after the 
season began, Sievers was in the 
regular lineup. 

Rested occasionally, benched a 
day of two here or there to re- 
gain his bearings, Freshman Siev- 
ers finally participated in 140 
games, hitting .306, driving in the 
most runs of any Brownie—91— 
and whacking 28 doubles and 16 
home runs. 

Hit Homer Off Lemon. 

Two of those homers gave Roy 
especial satisfaction, his greatest 
thrills. Pinch-batting at Cleve- 
land, he won a game by belting 
one over the fence against Bob 
Lemon, the Indians’ brilliant 
right-hander. Then at Shibe Park 
in July, the day after a Philadel- 
phia writer sarcastically had chid- 
ed the Browns about their lack 
of. punch, the rookie hammered 
a grand-slam homer off the Ath- 
letics’s Bobby Shantz. 

. Sievers grew up in a baseball

Sievers was no more surpr.sed 
last October than he was last 
April when the Browns decided to 
keep him. After nearly two years 
in the Army milicary police, he 
had hit .317 in Class C with Han- 
nibal, Mo., in 1947, and, follow- 
ing a too rapid advancement to 
Class A, .309 with Springfield, 
Ill., of the Class B Three-I League 
in °48. Power expressed best by 
34 homers that first year and 19 
the next persuaded the DeWitts to 
include him on their winter ros- 
ter a year ago.

Sudden, Lashing Rain, 
Then Golden Sunset

. A blew up. In a matter of minutes black clouds came piling 
over the hills from the west and obscured the April 
sunset. There was wind in the clouds which set Ribbon and 
Daisy to galloping wildy 
across the pasture; and look- 
ing out to eastward we could 
see a rainbow which ended 
right in the Big Pond. As the 
rain came lashing down, we 
watched one of the cows with 
a week-old calf come trotting 
down the ridge field toward 
the barn. She kept the calf 
on her lee side and hustled 
it along whenever it wanted 
to slow down. Once at the 
gap the cow went into the 
barn-lot, but the calf missed 
the gate and and was caught 
outside the fence, where it 
ran up and down. The cow 
bawled to it once or twice 
and finally went back through 
the gap and guided it in to 
the shelter of the barn. 

While we ate supper the 
rain continued to pour down; 
_ then almost as quickly it was over and the sun dropped behind 
the hills in a glow of golden color. As often happens on 
such a spring evening, the birds poured out a fleod of melody. 
Down on the bluff we could hear a scattered covey of quail 
getting together again for the night. Bluebirds were busy 
along the garden fence where they are building in one of 
the many bird houses. The mockingbirds which frequent the 
big brush pile were singing in full voice; while from the 
woods behind the house came the notes of white throat, and 
field sparrow. This is the time for nesting and now most 
of the songbirds go in pairs. Cardinals mark out their terri- 
tories into which the brilliantly colored males will allow no 
intruders. The sparrow hawk which lives in the big elm up 
near the barn has brought in his mate. Phoebes are back and 
the Bewick wrens are building in the wren boxes. Over at 
the Big Pond, the bank and barn and tree swallows circle 

and dip to the water, then sit in a long row on the fence.

Two interesting birds at the Big Pond recently 
have been the pied-billed grebe and a common loon. 
Although the former is not much larger than a wood 
Guck and the latter is as big as a Canada goose, the 
two are related and belong to the oldest order of 
birds. They are most closely allied to the reptiles 
from which all birds are supposedly descended and 
are also the most completely acquatic of waterfowl. 
The little grebe is commonly known as “hell-diver.” It 
ean lower its body in the water until it is swimming 
with only its bill and eyes above the surface. And 
when the grebe dives, it is almost futile to try to 
guess where or when it will appear on the surface 
again, so much is it at home in the watery’ depths 

' of lake or pond. 


T THE end of a sunny day last week, a sudden shower 
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@ NEITHER THE LOON NOR GREBE is much at home 
on land. The upper leg of both is buried in the skin of the 
body and the feet are placed far back in a position which is 
ideal for swimming or diving but not for walking. Both seem 
to have difficulty in taking off from water, yet are strong 
flyers when once on the wing. And both have a special 
quality of wildness well typified by the strange and solitary 
cry of the loon which is familiar to anyone who has ever 
summered on a far northern lake. It is a cry that sounds 
exactly like what it is; a call out of the dim and pre-historic 
past. A study of the fossil remains of these birds shows that 
they existed in much the same forms as today, away back 
in the period which geologists designate as the Miocene; 
many millions of years before the earliest stone-age man put 
in his appearance. They have outlived a thousand other species 
which, for one reason or another, failed to keep pace with 
their changing environments. It is interesting to speculate 
whether they may not also outlive the race of men whom 
they long preceded on earth and who continue to hack away 
with a kind of madness at the very foundations of the environ- 
ment on which their survival depends.

Often at this season, observing the vast number 
of plant and animal species which nature peoples the 
wild spaces of earth, we think of the marvelous com- 
plexity of the “earth mantle.” What wonders of science 
are there to compare with the wonders of nature? 
I think it is the failure of man to study this 
complexity of the earth mantle which leads eventually 
to all the problems of sick land which our agriculture 
knows today. Instead of following natures’ method of 
a complex life structure on the land, the farmer works 
constantly to simplify this. For the hundreds of native 
plant species he substitutes one or two, ruthlessly 
weeding out all which do not seem to him to have 
an immediate money value. The same is true of 
animals where even the harmless ones are done away 
with to make room for a few highly specialized 
domestic species.

@ THUS THE FARMER uses up the stored energy of the 
ages arid upsets, in the process, all the delicate balances of 
nature. For too long he has been taught that he can duplicate 
nature’s cycle merely by adding a few chemical substances 
to the land on which he grows his crops. And even when 
crop yields decline and his plants. and animals are attacked 
by insect pests which appear in epidemic numbers or by new 
and strange diseases, he does not grasp the implications or 
go to the root of the matter for his answers. Instead, he pins 
his hopes on posion sprays and insecticides, on varieties of 
seed which resist old diseases only to fall prey to new ones. 
I think that we will hardly begin to solve those problems 
of the land which conservation seeks to solve, until we go 
back and study nature and her methods of farming. When 
we do this, we may find that the good farmer is the one 
who looks beyond his soil to the whole complex life structure 
‘on his land. He wil be the farmer who maintains, as a 
matter of the eternal rightness of things, all of the native 
fauna and flora on his soil which are not actually inimical to 
the domestic ones. We are far from this point in American 
agriculture today, yet it is a point we must reach before 
the word conservation attains real meaning on our farms. 


Marlene Maertens, Who Escaped 
From Germany Before World War I, 


Dedicates Her Life to Furtherine — 
the Goal of Christian Brotherhod

ARLENE MAERTENS had just given us a copy of a pra 
pictur of a church in the rubble of a bombed city, and’. 
armload of pamphlets on her work, but she was in Presi 


additional material. 
and her office a tiny one. 


Mrs. Maertens is a substantially built womb 
As she edged sidewise through t 


crowded room, one of her co-workers eyed her fondly. 


“We always say she’s as big as 
she is because she has such a big 
heart,” she remarked. 


This is about as good an jntro- 
duction as we can think of to a 
woman who is one of the most 
unforgettable characters we have 
met in many an interview. Offi- 
cially, she is a staff member of 
the Commission on World Service 
of the Evangelical and Reformed 


Church, an organization that han- 


dies displaced persons, rebuilds 
lives as well as churches, and 
sends aid all over the world, from 
clothing to Germany to milk 
goats to Japan. Unofficially, she 
is a one-woman crusader for world 
fellowship and Christian brother- 
hood. 

“To me, the main part of our 
work,” she had just summarized 
it, “is not so much the bringing 
of immediate relief and easing of 
pain, but the building of bridges. 
Out of outstretched hands, we can 
form a strong enough bridge for 
all of us to meet on. We can 
learn to like the other fellow, not 
because he is the same, but be- 
cause he is different, to help not 
only our friends, but those we 
formerly called enemy.” 

For the past two years here in 
St. Louis and in travels around 
the country, speaking from club 
platforms and church pulpits, Mrs. 
Maertens has worked for relief of 
one of those former enemy coun- 
tries, Germany. Ironically enough, 
it was the former Government of 
Germany that caused her to flee 
for her life, to become forcibly 
separated from her husband, and 
seek,a new life in a new country. 

Although, in her 10 years in 
this country, Mrs. Maertens has 
become a 100 per cent American 
in the best sense of that expres- 
sion, speaks now of “we Ameri- 

”" and “our country,” she 
holds no resentment, only com- 
passion for the land of her birth, 
and she likes to look back on her 
happy early life there. 

Born in Hanover, Germany, she 
grew up in Duesseldorf, daughter 
of the editor in chief of the 
Duesseldorf Zeitung, spending 
her childhood “among a happy 
and lighthearted people.” During 
World War I, the’ family moved 
to Berlin and she set her heart 
on studying medicine, but Ger- 
many’s postwar inflation resulted 
in such confusion that her father 
welcomed her decision to leave 
school. Instead, when she was 18 
she went to stay with a family 
in Battenberg, as a “daughter of 
the house,” working for her home 
there. ; 

Her favorite story illustrating 
inflation concerns the problem of 
buying a railroad ticket back to 
Berlin. No matter how many 
bushels of money her family sent 
her, it was not enough; the price 
of the ticket always stayed a lit- 
tle ahead of her savings. 

“One day, on my way back from 
the station, I met a man who had 
been living in America and was 
visiting his home. I told him of 
my problem and he reached in his 
pocket and gave me an American’ 
50-cent piece. I told him I did 
mot know how I could return it. 
He said, ‘Never mind.’ I took it 
to the station and for that Ameri- 
can 50-cent piece bought a ticket 
for the overnight trip to Berlin. 
The station master said, ‘I’m sorry 
I cannot give you your change 
from this but I do not have that 
much money here’,” 


While in Battenberg, she be- 
came acquainted with the pastor 
there, Karl Schmidt, his wife, and 
family. The Schmidt family (“all 
of whom had been anti-Nazis’’) 
later moved to Giessen and during 
the war, all three sons were 
killed, and the church destroyed. 

“Pastor Schmidt was left with 
nothing but the ruins of a life,” 
Mrs. Maerten says. “But on top 
of those ruins, through the Com- 
mission on World Service, we 
built a new church, and now once 
again, on Sundays, the church is 
crowded.” 

e - * 

ACK in Berlin she went to 
B work in an office for the Ger- 

man Admiralty, and there met 
Capt. Erhard Maertens, a man 
“quite a bit older but of immense 
attraction. For two years, we 
said that neither of us would 
ever marry,” she laughs, “and 
then we did.” 

“Then followed what should 
have been the happiest time of 
my life,” she relates, “except that 
the Nazis were getting violent. 

“I almost voted for Hitler 
once,” Mrs. Maertens says. “That 
was before he came to power, 
when he was first winning over 
people. He held out guch great 
hope and promised such good 
things. True, he hated the Jews 
but one felt where there was so 
much light you could concede 
some shadows. A single incident 
changed my mind. Some S.A. 
men in Upper Silesia had mur- 
dered an innkeeper. Hitler said 
in defense of his men that he felt 
it was a murder that should be 
glorified. That one statement 
opened my eyes. 

“I joined the New Confes- 
sional Church of Germany, a 
group of laymen and pastors who 
realized National Socialism and 
Christianity were separated by an 
unbridgeable gulf. My member- 
ship number in the church was 
91. and as the Nazis began clas- 


sifying their standing by th 


number of membership, I became 


more proud of mine.” 

Active church membership was 
a dangerous thing, however. One 
evening at a meeting, someone no- 
ticed that the room had been 
wired. Silently, while the pastor 
continued to speak, one member 
traced the-wiring to its source— 
an orphan boy who had grown up 


in the pastor’s home and had be- © 


come a spy of the secret police 
was listening in and taking notes. 
In addition to church activity, 
Mrs. Maertens had another reason 
for worry. Her ancestry was part 
Jewish; a matter which had never 
concerned her particularly sud- 
denly became a nightmare. Dis- 
covery of her non-Aryan back- 
ground would have meant death 
for her, ruin for her husband. In 
the spring of 1939, friends in gov- 
ernment circles warned her of a 
forthcoming May census.

-“And so,” she says sadly, “one 
day I received a letter from Swe- 
den from dear friends I didn’t 
know, saying, ‘The snow is so 
high. Don’t you want to come 
for the winter sports?’ I had 
long cultivated. heart trouble for 
this moment. With forged pass- 
ports, with papers certifying I was 
going only for a vacation, I drove 
to Hamburg. There friends put 
me on a train with loud conversa- 
tions to establish my identity, 
and a large tip for the porter. 
When we were under way, I 
called the porter again and gave 
him the rest of my money and 
said I would prefer not being dis- 
turbed in my bedroom when we 
reached the border. 

“In the middle of the night we 
reached the point where the train 
would be put on a ferry for Swe- 
den. I heard the S.S. men going 
up and down the aisles, slamming 
and banging as they always did. 
I waited for the knock on my 
door, my heart beating so I could 
hardly hear. But there was no 
knock, only a long silence, and 
then no more sound of wheels but 
only the slow sound of water at 
the side of the train.”

N Sweden, she carefully copied 
|. letter her lawyer had written 

telling her husband she had not 
gone to Sweden for the winter 
sports but to meet a lover, that 
she was tired of married life and 
wanted freedom. Her husband 
consulted another lawyer who 
knew nothing of the plot and iron- 
ically tried to “protect” her. The 
divorce was obtained on the Nazi 
grounds of failure to produce chil- 
dren, in April—‘before the May 
census, our fantastically feared 
deadline.” 


She never saw her husband 
again. Later made an Admiral 
in the Navy, he was killed in the 
last days of war. Meanwhile, she 
came to the United States on a 
visitors’ visa, and coulc work only 
for food and lodging, dependent 
on gifts from friends until she 
could enter under the immigra- 
tion quota. 


Her first such job has provided 
her with a life supply of merry 
tales but was a little rough at the 
time. <A position as governess 
with a “fine old family” on the 
outskirts of a Southern city, it 
turned out to be in a setting only 
two steps removed from an 
Erskine Caldwell novel. The fam- 
ily lived in a house, “the youngest 
part of which was 100 years old 
and had never been touched 
since,” without plumbing, gas, 
electricity, and no kitchen except 
a ramshackle and unsanitary out- 
building. 

“They were a family of great 
sociability, however,” she recalls. 
“When anyone set foot near the 
place, they brought out old silver 
cups crusted with filth and served 
whatever fruit juice they had 
canned, usually from jars that ex- 

oded.” 

The family consisted of two 
grandmothers, one of whom had 
boarded herself in her room and 
never came out, a grandfather, 
and three daughters, one married 
with children, one widowed, one a 
maiden lady. The high spot of 
her summer with the family was 
a “five course breakfast” for the 
maiden aunt, at which her duties 
comprised fixing all the food, and 
also repairing the chairs in the 
house, most of which were with- 
out seats. A kind friend was send-

RS. MARLENE MAER- 
M TENS’ husband, a high 

ranking officer in the 
German Navy, was a close 
friend and classmate of both 
Adm. Doenitz and Pastor 
Martin Niemoeller. 

“In May 1935,” she re- 
lates, “we attended a re- 
union of my husband’s class 
at Kiel. It was at the time 
when conditions were sfart- 
ing to get very bad. I sat 
next to Niemoeller, trying 
to talk of other things, not 
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ing her the Sunday New York 
Times so she made good sturdy 
chair seats of the thick newspa- 
per. The other high spot was a 
letter with a $5 bill from a friend 
which enabled her to go to the 
nearest town to the best hotel, 
clean up in its wash room, eat in 
the coffee shop, and in her terms, 
“sing symphonies.” 

Toward the end of the summer, 
a wealthy and socially prominent 
woman, Mrs. Pauline DuPont 
Baldwin, entered her life. She 
came to the plantation to inves- 
tigate Mrs. Maertens for a friend 
who needed a housekeeper, in- 
stead eyed her up and down, and 
promptly took wher to her own 
beautiful home as a guest until 
another job turned up, this one 
as cook for a boys’ school in Pen- 
land, N. C. A day or two after 
she had left for her new job, a 
telegram followed her. 

“One of the greatest documents 
of my life,” Mrs. Maertens says 
in fond remembrance. “It read, 
‘A heart so brave deserves a home. 
Come home.’ And it was signed, 
‘Aunt Polly.’” 

Despite the temptation, she 
went on the job at the boys’ home 
and stayed there until news of a 
possibility of entering the United 
States under the German quota 
from Cuba sent her to New York, 
then with Aunt Polly’s help, to 
Cuba. 

On the boat returning, she 
made friends with a woman who 


needed a friendly shoulder to cry 
on. They said their farewells at 
the immigration bureau, but when 
Mrs. Maertens had emerged from 
her final formalities, there was 
the woman waiting outside with 
an armful of roses and the greet- 
ing, “Welcome to the United 
States of America.”

ETURNING to “Aunt Polly” 
R ana her new home in Louis- 

ville, her first stop was at the 
Federal Building to apply for first 
citizenship papers. By 1947 when 
she was a full fledged citizen, she 
had become well known in Louis- 
ville, an employe of the U.S.O. 
there, one of the champion blood 
donors, speaker at the American 
Legion July 4 celebration, guide 
for Pastor Martin Niemoeller (a 
friend and classmate of her hus- 
band) when he visited this coun- 
try, and generally, a public figure. 
“In fact, I acquired a reputa-

tion of such _ greatness,” she 
laughs, “that when the U-.S.O. 
closed, I was unemployed for six 
months. Finally I convinced a 
friend that I really needed a job, 
any job, and became an office 
manager in a factory employing 
200 girls. That I gave up to ac- 
cept the call here.” 


Henry C. Koch, executive secre- 
tary of the Commission on World’ 
Service, and a former Louisville 
pastor, brought Mrs. Maertens to 
her job here, on the fifth floor of 
Eden Publishing House, 1730 
Chouteau avenue. One of three 
staff members—the others being 
Frank L. Fesperman and O. Wal- 
ter Wagner—she began by an- 
swering thousands of letters, 
“begging letters from Germany, 
reflecting a people overfed on the 
creed of the cause first and the 
individual seeond, who now saw 
only their individual misery.” 

Part of the commission’s -Job 
has been direct aid such as cloth- 
ing parcels sent from their head- 
quarters in Webster Groves. Part 
has been sending such things as 
milk goats donated by Sunday 
schools to children in Japan, and 
Mrs. Maertens tells with delight 
a story Fesperman related on his 
return from Japan, of how he 
found the children of one family 
carefully carrying their goat 
around rather than letting her 
walk, because she “looked so pale 
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and tired from the long journey.” 
Part of the job has been dis- 


¢ placed persons; Mrs, Maertens has 


secured assurances for 150 fami- 
helped locate and relocate 
them, sometimes arising at 4 a.m. 
to put a family on a bus for their 
destination. 

Another part of the work of the 
Commission on World Service is 
its adoption program, through 
which a group or individual may 
“adopt” (pay for the care of) a 
child, correspond with him, send 
gifts, at a cost of $5 a month, or 


- $60 a year. Other “adoption” pos- 


sibilities are students, refugees, 
the adoption of a hospital or 
health center, a boarding school, 
community. center, or the adop- 
tion of a church, through a con- 
tribution of $1000 to 610,000 to 
build a rubble church.

OME of it has concerned the 
§ reconstruction of churches in 

bombed-out areas, some has 
consisted of visiting churches 
here, once 68 of them in 12 days. 
But all of it has had to do with 
the emblem of the Commission—a 
world globe circled by a band 
labeled, “Love.” 


“T have acquired a happy phi- 
losophy, not my own but one based 
on Christian response,” she says, 
“and on two favorite Bible verses. 
One is, ‘Perfect love casteth out 
fear. The other is, ‘Love thy 
neighbor.’ If you want to know, 
the essence of what I believe, 
read Romans, 12; the final verse 
is my maxim for living.” 

The verse reads: “Be not over- 
come of evil, but overcome evil 
with good.” 

The Commission on World Serv- 
ice expires in June and once again 
Marlene Maertens expects to start 
on a new chapter in her Amer- 
ican adventures. She may go ona 
lecture tour, since capturing a 
crowd has proved to be one of 
her talents. But whatever her 
future, she hopes it has to do with 
world service, a responsibility she 
feels now as an American. 

“This war, which we have won, 
has put in our hands the respon- 
sibility of postwar attitudes,” she 
says. “Human kindness is a flow- 
er that grows abundantly where 
we make it grow. It is our privi- 
lege as those who hold all the 
answers that we should tend this 
flower, in such a way that we re- 
store again the perfection of the 
creation.”

Sudden, Lashing Rain, 
Then Golden Sunset

A blew up. In a matter of minutes black clouds came piling 
over the hills from the west and obscured the April 
sunset. There was wind in the clouds which set Ribbon and 
Daisy to galloping wildy 
across the pasture; and look- 
ing out to eastward we could 
see a rainbow which ended 
right in the Big Pond. As the 
rain came lashing down, we 
watched one of the cows with 
a week-old calf come trotting 
down the ridge field toward 
the barn. She kept the calf 
on her lee side and hustled 
it along whenever it wanted 
to slow down. Once at the 
gap the cow went into the 
barn-lot, but the calf missed 
the gate and and was caught 
outside the fence, where it 
ran up and down. The cow 
bawled to it once or twice 
and finally went back through 
the gap and guided it in to 
the shelter of the barn. 
_ While we ate supper the 
rain continued to pour down; 
_ then almost as quickly it was over and the sun dropped behind 
the hills in a glow of golden color. As often happens on 
such a spring evening, the birds poured out a flood of melody. 
Down on the bluff we could hear a scattered covey of quail 
getting together again for the night. Bluebirds were busy 
along the garden fence where they are building in one of 
the many bird houses. The mockingbirds which frequent the 
big brush pile were singing in full voice; while from the 
woods behind the house came the notes of white throat, and 
field sparrow. This is the time for nesting and now most 
of the songbirds go in pairs. Cardinals mark out their terri- 
tories into which the brilliantly colored males will allow no 
intruders. The sparrow hawk which lives in the big elm up 
near the barn has brought in his mate. Phoebes are back and 
the Bewick wrens are building in the wren boxes. Over at 
the Big Pond, the bank and barn and tree swallows circle 
and dip to the water, then sit in a long row on the fence. 
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Two interesting birds at the Big Pond recently 
have been the pied-billed grebe and a common loon. 
Although the former is not mich larger than a wood 
duck and the latter is as big as a Canada goose, the 
two are related and belong to the oldest order of 
birds. They are most closely allied to the reptiles 
from which all birds are supposedly descended and 
are also the most completely acquatic of waterfowl. 
The little grebe is commonly known as “hell-diver.” It 
ean lower its body in the water until it is swimming 
with only its bill and eyes above the surface. And 
when the grebe dives, it is almost futile to try to 
guess where or when it will appear on the surface 
again, so much is it at home in the watery‘ depths 

' of lake or pond. 


T THE end of a sunny day last week, a sudden shower 
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@ NEITHER THE LOON NOR GREBE is much at home 
on land. The upper leg of both is buried in the skin of the 
body and the feet are placed far back in a position which is 
ideal for swimming or diving but not for walking. Both seem 
to have difficulty in taking off from water, yet are strong 
flyers when once on the wing. And both have a special 
quality of wildness well typified by the strange and solitary 
cry of the loori which is familiar to anyone who has ever 
summered on a far northern lake. It is a cry that sounds 
exactly like what it is; a call out of the dim and pre-historic 
past. A study of the fossil remains of these birds shows that 
they existed in much the same forms as today, away back 
in the period which geologists designate as the Miocene; 
many millions of years before the earliest stone-age man put 
in his appearance. They have outlived a thousand other species 
which, for one reason or another, failed to keep pace with 
their changing environments. It is interesting to speculate 
whether they may not a!so outlive the race of men whom 
they long preceded on earth and who continue to hack away 
with a kind of madness at the very foundations of the environ- 
ment on which their survival depends. 
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Often at this season, observing the vast number 
of plant and animal species which nature peoples the 
wild spaces of earth, we think of the marvelous com- 
plexity of the “earth mantle.” What wonders of science 
are there to compare with the wonders of nature? 
I think it is the failure of man to study this 
complexity of the earth mantle which leads eventually 
to all the problems of sick land which our agriculture 
knows today. Instead of following natures’ method of 
a complex life structure on the land, the farmer works 
constantly to simplify this. For the hundreds of native 
plant species he substitutes one or two, ruthlessly 
weeding out all which do not seem to him to have 
an immediate money value. The same is true of 
animals where even the harmless ones are done away 
with to make room for a few highly specialized 
domestic species. 
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@ THUS THE FARMER uses up the stored energy of the 
ages ard upsets, in the process, all the delicate balances of 
nature. For too long he has been taught that he can duplicate 
nature’s cycle merely by adding a few chemical substances 
to the land on which he grows his crops. And even when 
crop yields decline and his plants. and animals are attacked 
by insect pests which appear in epidemic numbers or by new 
and strange diseases, he does not grasp the implications or 
go to the root of the matter for his answers. Instead, he pins 
his hopes on posion sprays and insecticides, on varieties of 
seed which resist old diseases only to fall prey to new ones. 
I think that we will hardly begin to solve those problems 
of the land which conservation seeks to solve, until we go 
back and study nature and her methods of farming. When 
we do this, we may find that the good farmer is the one 
who looks beyond his soil to, the whole complex life structure 
‘on his land. He wikk be the farmer who maintains, as a 
matter of the eternal rightness of things, all of the~ native 
fauna and flora on his soil which are not actually inimical to 
the domestic ones. We are far from this point in American 
agriculture today, yet it is a point we must reach before 
the word conservation attains real meaning on our farms. 


Crusader for World 


Marlene Maertens, Who Escaped 
From Germany Before World War Il, 
Dedicates Her Life to Furthering 
the Goal of Christian Brotherhood

ARLENE MAERTENS had just given us a copy of a prayer, a 
picture of a church in the rubble of a bombed city, and an 
armload of pamphlets on her work, but she was in search of 


additional material. 
and her office a tiny one. 


Mrs. Maertens is a substantially built woman 
As she edged sidewise through the 


crowded room, one of her co-workers eyed her fondly. . 


“We always say she’s as big as 
she is because she has such a big 
heart,” she remarked. 


This is about as good an jntro- 
duction as we can think of to a 
woman who is one of the most 
unforgettable characters we have 
met in many an interview. Offi- 
cially, she is a staff member of 
the Commission on World Service 
of the Evangelical and Reformed 


Church, an organization that han-- 


dles displaced persons, rebuilds 
lives as well as churches, and 
sends aid all over the world, from 
clothing to Germany to milk 
goats to Japan. Unofficially, she 
is a one-woman crusader for world 
fellowship and Christian brother- 
hood. 

“To me, the main part of our 
work,” she had just summarized 
it, “is not so much the bringing 
of immediate relief and easing of 
pain, but the building of bridges. 
Out of outstretched hands, we can 
form a strong enough bridge for 
all of us to meet on. We can 
learn to like the other fellow, not 
because he is the same, but be- 
cause he is different, to help not 
only our friends, but those we 
formerly called enemy.” 

For the past two years here in 
St. Louis and in travels around 
the country, speaking from club 
platforms and church pulpits, Mrs. 
Maertens has worked for relief of 
one of those former enemy coun- 
tries, Germany. Ironically enough, 
it was the former Government of 
Germany that caused her to flee 
for her life, to become forcibly 
separated from her husband, and 
seek,a new life in a new country. 


Although, in her 10 years in 
this country, Mrs. Maertens has 
become a 100 per cent American 
in the best sense of that expres- 
sion, speaks now of “we Ameri- 

”" and “our country,” she 
holds no resentment, only com- 
passion for the land of her birth, 
and she likes to look back on her 
happy early life there. 

Born in Hanover, Germany, she 
grew up in Duesseldorf, daughter 
of the editor in chief of the 
Duesseldorf Zeitung, spending 
her childhood “among a happy 
and lighthearted people.” During 
World War I, the’ family moved 
to Berlin and she set her heart 
on studying medicine, but Ger- 
many’s postwar inflation resulted 
in such confusion that her father 
welcomed her decision to leave 
school. Instead, when she was 18 
she went to stay with a family 
in Battenberg, as a “daughter of 
the house,” working for her home 
there. 

Her favorite story illustrating 
inflation concerns the problem of 
buying a railroad ticket back to 
Berlin. No matter how many 
bushels of money her family sent 
her, it was not enough; the price 
of the ticket always stayed a lit- 
tle ahead of her savings. 

“One day, on my way back from 
the station, I met a man who had 
been living in America and was 
visiting his home. I told him of 
my problem and he reached in his 
pocket and gave me an American’ 
50-cent piece. I told him I did 
mot know how I could return it. 
He said, ‘Never mind.’ I took it 
to the station and for that Ameri- 
can 50-cent piece bought a ticket 
for the overnight trip to Berlin. 
The station master said, ‘I’m sorry 
I cannot give you your change 


from this but I do not have that 
much money here’.” 

While in Battenberg, she be- 
came acquainted with the pastor 
there, Karl Schmidt, his wife, and 
family. The Schmidt family (“all 
of whom had been anti-Nazis’’) 
later moved to Giessen and during 
the war, all three sons were 
killed, and the church destroyed. 

“Pastor Schmidt was left with 
nothing but the ruins of a life,” 
Mrs. Maerten says. “But on top 
of those ruins, through the Com- 
mission on World Service, we 
built a new church, and now once 
again, on Sundays, the church is 
crowded.” 

* . * 

ACK in Berlin she went to 
B work in an office for the Ger- 

man Admiralty, and there met 
Capt. Erhard Maertens, a man 
“quite a bit older but of immense 
attraction. For two years, we 
said that neither of us would 
ever marry,” she laughs, “and 
then we did.” 

“Then followed what should 
have been the happiest time of 
my life,” she relates, “except that 
the Nazis were getting violent. 

“I almost voted for Hitler 
once,” Mrs. Maertens says. “That 
was before he came to power, 
when he was first winning over 
people. He held out guch great 
hope and promised such good 
things. True, he hated the Jews 
but one felt where there was so 
much light you could concede 
some shadows. A single incident 
changed my mind. Some S.A. 
men in Upper Silesia had mur- 
dered an innkeeper. Hitler said 
in defense of his men that he felt 
it was a murder that should be 
glorified. That one statement 
opened my eyes. 

“I joined the New Confes- 
sional Church of Germany, a 
group of laymen and pastors who 
realized National Socialism and 
Christianity were separated by an 
unbridgeable gulf. My member- 
ship number in the church was 
91, and as the Nazis began clas- 


sifying their standing by the 
number of membership, I became 
more proud of mine.” 

Active church membership was 
a dangerous thing, however. One 
evening at a meeting, someone no- 
ticed that the room had been 
wired. Silently, while the pastor 
continued to speak, one member 
traced the.wiring to its source— 
an orphan boy who had grown up 
in the pastor’s home and had be- 
come a spy of the secret police 
was listening in and taking notes. 

In addition to church activity, 
Mrs. Maertens had another reason 
for worry. Her ancestry was part 
Jewish; a matter which had never 
concerned her particularly sud- 
denly became a nightmare. Dis- 
covery of her non-Aryan back- 
ground would have meant death 
for her, ruin for her husband. In 
the spring of 1939, friends in gov- 
ernment circles warned her of a 
forthcoming May census.

“And so,” she says sadly, “one 
day I received a letter from Swe- 
den from dear friends I didn’t 
know, saying, “The snow is so 
high. Don’t you want to come 
for the winter sports?’ I had 
long cultivated heart trouble for 
this moment. With forged pass- 
ports, with papers certifying I was 
going only for a vacation, I drove 
to Hamburg. There friends put 
me on a train with loud conversa- 
tions to establish my identity, 
and a large tip for the porter. 
When we were under way, I 
called the porter again and gave 
him the rest of my money and 
said I would prefer not being dis- 
turbed in my bedroom when we 
reached the border. 

“In the middle of the night we 
reached the point where the train 
would be put on a ferry for Swe- 
den. I heard the S.S. men going 
up and down the aisles, slamming 
and banging as they always did. 
I waited for the knock on my 
door, my heart beating so I could 
hardly hear. But there was no 
knock, only a long silence, and 
then no more sound of wheels but 
only the slow sound of water at 
the side of the train.” 
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N Sweden, she carefully copied 
|. letter her lawyer had written 

telling her husband she had not 
gone to Sweden for the winter 
sports but to meet a lover, that 
she was tired of married life and 
wanted freedom. Her husband 
consulted another lawyer who 
knew nothing of the plot and iron- 
ically tried to “protect” her. The 
divorce was obtained on the Nazi 
grounds of failure to produce chil- 
dren, in April—‘before the May 
census, our fantastically feared 
deadline.” 


She never saw her husband 
again. Later made an Admiral 
in the Navy, he was killed in the 
last days of war. Meanwhile, she 
came to the United States on a 
visitors’ visa, and coulc work only 
for food and lodging, dependent 
on gifts from friends until she 
could enter under the immigra- 
tion quota. 


Her first such job has provided 
her with a life supply of merry 
tales but was a little rough at the 
time. A position as governess 
witha “fine old family” on the 
outskirts of a Southern city; it 
turned out to be in a setting only 
two steps removed from an 
Erskine Caldwell novel. The fam- 
ily lived in a house, “the youngest 
part of which was 100 years old 
and had never been touched 
since,” without plumbing, gas, 
electricity, and no kitchen except 
a ramshackle and unsanitary out- 
building. 

“They were a family of great 
sociability, however,” she recalls. 
“When anyone set foot near the 
place, they brought out old silver 
cups crusted with filth and served 
whatever fruit juice they had 
canned, usually from jars that ex- 
ploded.” 

The family consisted of two 
grandmothers, one of whom had 
boarded herself in her room and 
never came out, a grandfather, 
and three daughters, one married 
with children, one widowed, one a 
maiden lady. The high spot of 
her summer with the family was 
a “five course breakfast” for the 
maiden aunt, at which her duties 
comprised fixing all the food, and 
also repairing the chairs in the 
house, most of which were with- 
out seats, A kind friend was send-

“In May 1935,” she re- 
lates, “we attended a re- 
union of my husband’s class 
at Kiel. It was at the time 
when conditions were start- 
ing to get very bad. I sat 
next to Niemoeller, trying

“One of the greatest documents 
of my life,” Mrs. Maertens says 
in fond remembrance. “It read,

Come home.’ And it was signed,

went on the job at the boys’ home 
and stayed there until news of a 
possibility of entering the United 
States under the German quota 
from Cuba sent her to New York, 
then with Aunt Polly’s help, to 
Cuba.

“T have acquired a happy phi- 
losophy, not my own but one based 
on Christian response,” she says, 
“and on two favorite Bible verses. 
One is, ‘Perfect love casteth out 
fear.” The other is, ‘Love thy 
neighbor.’ If you want to know, 
the essence of what I believe, 
read Romans, 12; the final verse 
is my maxim for living.” 

The verse reads: “Be not over- 
come of evil, but’ overcome evil 
with good.” 

The Commission on World Serv- 
ice expires in June and once again 
Marlene Maertens expects to start 
on a new chapter in her Amer- 
ican adventures. She may go ona 
lecture tour, since capturing a 
crowd has proved to be one of 
her talents. But whatever her 
future, she hopes it has to do with 
world service, a responsibility she 
feels now as an American. 

“This war, which we have won, 
has put in our hands the respon- 
sibility of postwar attitudes,” she 
says. “Human kindness is a flow- 
er that grows abundantly where 
we make it grow. It is our privi- 
lege as those who hold all the 
answers that we should tend this 
flower, in such a way that we re- 
store again the perfection of the 
creation.”

In an earlier period, it was 
fair enough for a husband to 
perform household tasks in ad- 
dition to regular work.

But in our time, the 
housewife’s duties have been 
reduced drastically with the 
development of restaurants and 
delicatessens, machine - made

With her husband, on the 
other hand, the reverse is true. 
His role as economic provider 
has become steadily more dif- 
ficult. Now HE is the one who 
needs aid—and all tao often he 
either fails to get it, or worse 
still, finds his wife actively 
lined up with the opposition. 


For instance, consider Paul,. 
a high-school teacher who is 
always finding ways to supple- 
ment his meager income. He 
sells insurance, teaches evening 
classes, supervises a boys’ sum- 
mer camp. Meanwhile, Martha, 
through negligence and inepti- 
tude, is letting the money slip 


.through her fingers. 


Women like Martha can help 
to even the out-of-balance do- 
mestic scales simply by doing 
as good jobs in their homes as 
have women in business. This 
is not to suggest a step back- 
ward to the old patriarchal 
family system. The comforts 
and services provided for a 
hard-working husband are an 
investment that pays dividends 
to the entire family, for he is 
more than an individual. He is, 
frequently, the family’s sole 
source of income, so his health 
and happiness are vital to 
everybody. 

It is a lively awareness of 
this fact that has led the writer 
to state his case in a manner 
which some readers may object 
to as biased. Taken alone, his 
case perhaps is biased, but con- 
sidered in the light of many 
other articles all biased in fa- 
vor of women—not to mention 
the press, radio, television and 
movies—it has the forlorn, lost 
sound of a voice crying in the 
wilderness.

Drawn to Those Far-Away P 
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TOLLYWOOD - PERSONALITIES - BROADWAY *

SAN FRANCISCO, April 22. 


HE boy sat on his mother’s 
knee and listened with fasci- 
nated interest as she read the 
Bible to him 
The boy grew up and _ talked 
the Library of Congress and some 


of the nation’s biggest corpora- 


tions into putting up $600,000 to 
permit him to satisfy his curios- 
ity as to the accuracy of some 
of the tales. 

That, in a nutshell, is the story 
of Wendell Phillips, youthful 
supersalesman and promotional 
8enius of modern exploration. 

Phillips, who looks younger 
than his 28 years, recently flew 
to the Near East to take command 
of two scientific expeditions which 
will seek the original tablets of 
the Ten Commandments and ex- 
cavate the palace of the fabulous 
Queen of Sheba in Southern 
Arabia. 

Working under his guidance 
are such eminent personalities as 
Professor W. F. Albright, chair- 
man of the Oriental Seminary 
at Johns Hopkins University, au- 
thor of 600 books and publications 
on the Near East, who speaks 20 
foreign languages, and Professor 
Aziz Atiya, vice-dean of Farouk 
University, Alexandria, Egypt, one 
of the world’s foremost authorities 
on archeology. 

How did this _ soft-spoken 
young .nan who worked his way 
through college beating a drum 
in a night spot orchestra achieve 
such leadership? 

The real life story, which ri- 
vals Horatio Alger’s fiction, be- 
gan on his mother’s knee. 

“I started reading to Wendell 
when he was six months old,” 
Mrs. Sunshine Phillips recalled. 
“From the time he was a little 
boy he was interested in every- 
thing, and wanted to hear any- 
thing that had to do with travel, 
adventure and far places.” 

As he grew up, Phillips shared 
the dreams of most imaginative 
boys: Some day he would explore 
the African jungles ... cross the 
Sahara in the company of bur- 
noosed Bedouins .. . ride an ele- 
phant ... climb the world’s high- 
est mountains ... see the fabled 
splendors of the Orient. 

In addition to drumming, he 
paid his way to a University of 
California paleontology degree by 
working as a sideshow barker and 
candid cameraman at the Treas- 
ure Island World’s Fair. 

After accompanying fossil hunt- 
ing expeditions to Arizona, Utah 
and Death Valley, Phillips found 
a possibility of satisfying his wan- 
derlust in World War II. But an 
attack of poliomyelitis terminated 
his two years in the merchant 
marine. 

Mrs. Phillips resumed reading 
to her son as he fought the illness 
in their home at +Concord, a 
suburb of Oakland, Calif. Bible 
tales, travel and adventure re- 
mained his favorites. “When I 
get well,” he said, “I’d like to do 
some scientific exploring.” 

Such an ambition is common 
enough, but it rarely gets any 
further than the wishing stage. 
The convalescent young adult did 
more than wish—he planned and 
schemed, as well as dreamed. 
When his health was restored, he 
was ready to execute a bold pro- 
gram of action. 

He returned to the University 
of California at Berkeley. Sup- 
pose, Phillips suggested, he were 
able to finance a well equipped 
expedition to study the plant and 
animal life, anthropology and 
archeology of the entire African 
continent. Would the university 
give its blessing to the venture? 

Campus officials, who knew 
how Phillips had struggled to 
meet his tuition payments, smiled 
affirmatively. They never ex- 
pected the $250,000 University of 
California African Expedition to 
become a reality—but it did. 

* . -@ 

HILLIPS carried out his sick- 
Prec plan. He went the rounds 

of San Francisco business of- 
fices, reminding merchant princes 
of their boyhood dreams. He talk- 
ed of far places, pith helmets, 
safaris, Stanley and Livingstone, 
the great personal gratification 
and satisfaction that comes from 
helping push back the frontiers 
of human knowledge. 

Some business men told their 
secretaries never to let the en- 
thusiastic young man into their 
office again. Others were more 
receptive. They recalled that the 
income tax law permits deduc- 
tions for contributions to science 
and education. They relived their 
own imaginary boyhood journeys 
through the Congo basin, the 
mountains of Rhodesia, the land 
of the Fuzzy Wuzzies. 

“All I promised anyone,” Phil- 
lips said, “was the privilege of 
participating in an important 
scientific undertaking.” 

The expedition spent a year 
trekking from the Cape to Cairo. 
Its 53 savants and technicians 
brought back tons of specimens 
and data which it will take uni- 
versity scientists several years to 
classify. By the time the classi- 
fication is completed, man’s 
knowledge of his past and his 
world will be considerably ex- 
panded. The expedition visited 
23 African nations and colonies. 

In Egypt, Phillips heard re- 
ports that there was a mass of 
valuable data about the Ten Com- 
mandments hidden from the mod- 
ern world in the 30-century-old 
St: Catherine’s Monastery on Mt. 
Sinai. He climbed what he iden- 
tified as the mile-high legendary 
peak on which Moses received 
the commandments and knocked 
on the gate of the isolated Greek 
Orthodox monastery. 

“I was the first visitor from 
the outside world to arrive there 
in 53 years,” Phillips said. “F¥or- 
tunately, I had first obtained per- 
mission from the patriarch of the 
Greek Orthodox faith in Istanbul 
to make the visit. The abbot in 
charge was amazed when I told 
him about World Wars I and II, 
and such developments as the air- 
plane, motorcar, radio, television 
and atomic bomb.” 

The abbot showed Phillips his 
3000-year-old library of manu- 
scripts and tablets. He agreed to 
permit a party of scientists and 
technicians to spend a year at

At that moment, the American 
Foundation for the Study of Man, 
Inc., came into being in Phillips’s 
mind. 

The non-profit foundation dedi- 
cated to scientific research and 
exploration was later incorporated 
in Washington, with Phillips as 
the first president.

ern Arabian expedition—by con- 
tributions from great corpora- 
tions and wealthy individuals. 


“That boy is absolutely the 
world’s wonder!” declared Lester

Phillips doesn’t think he’s that 
good. “I’ve been turned down lots 
of times,” he said, “but that 
doesn’t stop me.

HILLIPS said the king was 

mistaken in his fears. His force

“We will traverse the elephant 
spice route of antiquity,” he said 
with obvious enthusiasm.

AS IT HAPPENS, a student 
pointed out, the young artists 
couldn’t copy Burlin if they tried. 
When they enter his own studio, 
he is careful to move his easel 
out of sight. Just one of his 
paintings has been shown in St. 
Louls this year—in a Student 
Center display. The only Burlin 
owned by the museum is a chalk 
drawing which was acquired 
many years ago in the Swope be- 
quest and is unreprésentative of 
his recent mature production. 
The students have not been able 
to visit the places in Illinois and 
the East where other works by 
Burlin have been shown this year. 

Black and white photographs 
of Burlin’s work, available in 
books, give little clue to his use 
of color, which is at the heart of 
his method. He stresses an emo- 
tional movement of color, em- 
ployed in a_ strongly plastic 
manner. 

Sincere subjective response, of 


an individual and introspective 


nature, is what Burlin demands 
of students, and usually gets. Imi- 
tative or “high school” surrealism 
and efforts to usurp the function 
of the camera in regional docu- 
mentation are anathema to him 
personally and are taboo in his 
classroom. He deplores merely 
pleasant decor and superficiality 
—the kind of impersonal design 
that suits veneer a textiles. 


“THIS WAY,” a promising stu- 
dent explained, “painting is men- 
tal, not mechanical. We may aver- 
age six hours a day before the 
easel, but more than half of the 
time is spent in thinking.” 

Burlin’s detection of an influ- 
ence is instantaneous. A student 
who went directly from library 
study of El Greco reproductions 
to the mere spreading of alizarin 
crimson on her canvas was taken 
aback by Burlin’s immediately 
perceptive: “Aha! El Greco.” 

Burlin seems to be a good man 
to have around under any cir- 
cumstances. Once a_ prurient 
wanderer with no university con- 
nection intruded on a life class, 
making the nude model self-con- 
scious. 

Burlin, who is not a big man 
physically, proved an effective 
bouncer. After making sure the 
unwanted one had no business 
there, Burlin spoke quietly but 
with such force that the stranger 
left as if blasted from the room.

St. Louis to make her home 
she obtained her master’s 
sis degree in English from 
MRS. HENRY 8. PELAGER Washington University. She 

also transferred her member- 
ship to the St. Louis Junior League, and through its program 
became interested in volunteer work here. 

She is on the board of the Family and Children’s Serv- 
ice, and represents the board on the advisory committee in 
the organization’s Garfield district office.

@ SPEAKING OF THE DRIVE, she says: “This is the first 
major campaign for funds for the Children’s Hospital since 
1915. It is absolutely essential that it be successful. The 
present building has inadequate provisions for research, doc- 
tors’ quarters, clinic, and it does not have a sufficient number 
of beds. It particularly needs better arrangements to care for 
teen-agers. The hospital now takes patients up to the age of 
14, and wants facilities to care for them through the entire 
teen-age period. I think all parents and certainly all medical 
people will agree that a city as large as St. Louis should have 
a children’s hospital that offers the very best in care, accom- 
modations and research.”

Mrs. Pflager, in addition to her work in the 
interest of children—and running a family of her own 
—somehow finds time to follow painting as a major 
sideline. She is a member of the Artists’ Guild and 
of Fred Conway’s study group. Last year she taught 
a class in painting at Wesley House. “It was one of 
the most rewarding things I have ever dene,” she 
' gays. “The youngsters were so responsive. Most of 
them have so little of beauty in their lives that they 
literally reached out to get all they could of it.”

“It seems to me that the benefits derived from volunteer 
work are three-fold,” says Mrs. Pflager. “The public obviously 
benefits, the volunteers benefit through the stimulating con- 
tacts, and the agencies benefit through the help of, unpaid 
‘workers who have had some experience with life. Women 
who have established homes and raised families are bound 
to have practical, workable knowledge which can be of use 
to the community.” 

Mrs. Pflager, who lives at 47 Westmoreland place, is 
the mother of two sons. “Members of my family think that 
my interest in civic work is wonderful,” she smiles. “Actually, 
my husband gives far more time than I.” 

Mr. Pflager, an attorney, is on the board of the Boy 
Scouts of America, is a@ former president of the Y.M.C.A., 
and has a long record of other civic work to his credit.

THEIR REMODELED LOG CABIN ON WILD HORSE CREEK ROAD.

N the spring a young man’s 
fancy lightly turns to thoughts 
of love—of the country, par- 
ticularly if he has a wife who is 
like-minded. And on that score 
the H. Stuart Litzsingers saw eye 
to eye, even though they had 
some widely divergent ideas on 
what kind of a house they wanted. 


Mrs. Litzsinger visualized a 
quaint little cottage, hoary with 
age; her husband, a hard-headed 
engineer, approved the cottage 
idea, but was less than pleased at 


the thought of the problems in- , 


volved in remodeling an old house. 
But when they spied the little log 
cabin on Wild Horse creek they 
both knew at once that that was 
their spot. Mrs. Litzsinger was 
bubbling over—she was sure it 
must be at least a hundred years 
old; Mr. Litzsinger decided to 
overlook that fact because he had 
fallen in love with the country- 
side. However, he had his inning 
when they signed the papers for 
the property and found the house 
was just 6 years old. 


Old or not, the Litzsingers knew 
that the tiny cottage was inade- 
quate to their needs and they set 
about remodeling it. 


They were fortunate in having 
the able: advice of their friend 
Robert Fischer of the School of 
Architecture at Washington Uni- 
versity; they were less than for- 
tunate in the country. carpenter 
they got to do the work. So, with 
the guidance of Mr. Fischer, they 
set to and did the actual labor 
themselves. Mr. Litzsinger’s only 
training was a year of shop in 
high school but he learned by 
trial and error. When it came to 
pouring concrete he just rode 
around until he found a house 
under construction, asked the 
workmen if he might watch them 
while they did the concrete work 
and learned that way. They lived

A HANDY GADGET for spring 
housecleaning is a cleaning wand, 
which consists of a wooden han- 
dle with a metal frame to hold 
a sponge rubber pad and sells for 
around a dollar. 

It is 14 inches over-all, making 
it easy to reach well above your 
head.: The sponge is not chem- 
ically treated, but does a slick job 
of wiping surface dirt and dust 
from wall -paper or cold-water 
painted walls. As the sponge be- 
comes soiled, simply slip it .out 
of the frame and turn so as to use 
another clean side. It is, of 
course, washable but should be 
thoroughly dried before re-using. 
Inexpensive refills can be bought 
separately. 

While the sponge is intended. 
primarily for dry cleaning, with- 
out fuss or muss, we see no rea- 
son it could not be used equally 
well to wash badly soiled walls.

DISHWASHING get you down? 
No wonder—Pennsylvania State 
College recently found that the 
average housewife spends. eight 
hours and 56 minutes a week at 
that chore. The new plastic sur- 
faced plates now available in local 
stores can help cut down on your 
dishwashing’ time. Ideal for 
porch or terrace meals and late 
snacks, they are also. pretty 
enough to use for informal par- 
ties. A very thin film of plastic 
is bonded to colorful paper board 
to produce these plates which are 
attractive in appearance, practical 
in use. Radically different from 
the usual concept of “paper 
plates,” they do not absorb food 
of any sort. Even salads with 
oily dressings or steaks with, 
gravy can be served upon them

Plates come in rose, green, ca- 
nary, blue and “decorator colors” 
of chartreuse, burgundy and sil- 
ver; are available in nine inch, 
eight inch and six inch sizes.

in the house while it was in the 
process of being remodeled and 
at one point, says Mrs. Litzsinger, 
the whole front of the house was 
wide open.

RIGINALLY, the house con- 
0 sisted of a tiny, dark log living 

room, a dining room, a bed- 
room and a square kitchen. By 
enlarging, changing around and 
adding on, the house is now en- 
tirely adequate with entrance hall, 
living-dining room, kitchen, three 
bedrooms and two baths, and a 
large porch. 

The first job of remodeling was 
done on the original part of the 
house. The two side walls of the 
little log living room were torn 
out to give more space and add 
light. At one side, the entrance 
hall was built on, becoming an 
addition to the living room and 
adding greatly to the sense of spa- 
ciousness. The pine paneling of 
the walls in this hall, done en- 
tirely by Mr. Litzsinger, is re- 
peated in the beams that were 
added to the living room ceiling, 
and,on the opposite side of the 
room from the hall where the 
dining section has been converted 
from the original bedroom. 

A bank of windows, practically 
covering two sides of the hall 
walls, gives a sense of lightness 
to the once dark living room. The 
hall, living room and dining sec- 
tion now create one large room 
with a feeling of spaciousness; 
and yet, the low ceilings, the com- 
bination of log and pine for walls, 
the rough stone fireplace and the 
furnishings all help to retain the 
quaint cottage feeling of the or- 
iginal log house. 

The entire decorative scheme 
of this room has an unstudied 
quality that somehow results in 
an atmosphere of great charm. 
As Mrs. Litzsinger is quick to 
explain, most of the pieces were 
picked up in junk shops, the 
greater portion of them costing 
under $10, and she and her hus- 
band did all the labor of re- 
building, remodeling and refinish- 


ing. Victorian and early Ameri- 
can pieces hobnob successfully 
with comfortable sofas and lounge 
chairs, 


The focal point of decorative 
interest in the living room is the 
long wall opposite the fireplace. 
This originally had a large door- 
way leading to what was then 
the dining room. This doorwa 
was closed up, making a s0 
wall which is now papered in a 
provincial farm motif in tones of 
bright blue, yellow and green. 
These colors are _ repeated 
throughout the room on the up- 
holstered pieces, in. the simple 
yellow linen draperies that are 
used on the hall windows, and 
for the valances of white linen 
draperies in the living room, 


Among the most interesting 
pieces in this combination room 
is the massive Victorian hall 
tree, which has been rubbed with 
white and given a soft, mellow 
finish; an antique schog) master’s 
desk, and an interesting old 
gaming table with inlaid design 
for both checkers and backgam- 
mon that swivels around to open 
up into a sewing table. Of senti- 
mental as well of interest value 
is the ol@ typesetter’s table at 
one side of the couch in the hall, 
given to Mrs. Litzsinger by her 
grandfather when she was a child 
and used to run a neighborhood 
paper. In fact, says Mrs. Litz- 
singer, when they started fur- 
nishing, she and her husband 
ransacked their respective par- 
ents’ houses from attic to base- 
ment and took everything that 
wasn’t nailed down.

HE decorative accessories in 
T this room are as interesting 

and effective as the rest of the 
furnishings and frequently ingen- 
iously contrived. Over the stone 
mantel hangs a charming little 
cabinet, originally intended to 
hold shaving mugs in a barber- 
shop but now housing a collec- 
tion of miniature cups and sau- 
cers, known as “birthday” cups 
from the custom of little girls

taking them as gifts to parties. 
A pair of matching lamps, orig- 
inally coffee mills, were convert- 
ed by Mr. Litzsinger and. painted 
by his wife in provincial motifs. 
The six dining-room_ chairs, 
bought for $17 when the old 
Busy Bee Tea room went out of 
business, ‘have been lacquered a 
shiny black and now add a note 
of elegance to the dining end of 
the room. 

Off the dining room, out of 
what was originally the bedroom, 
has been created a charming lit- 
tle kitchen. Here again, Mrs. 
Litzsinger’s talents with both 
paint brush and needle have been 
used to good advantage. The walls 
have a deep blue-green dado with 
yellow above and these two tones 
have been repeated over and over 
in the provincial motifs that have 
been painted on cabinets and cup- 
boards. Probably this most en- 
tertaining touch in the entire 
house is the curtains that Mrs. 
Litzsinger made of plain linen 
and embroidered, one side repre- 
senting the distaff side of the 
family with the baby in its cradle 
and the ddg and cat sitting near- 
by while the other side depicts 
the master in hunting clothes 
with his dogs and quarried game 
lying about. 

The back hall, which now leads 
to the bedrooms, was originally 
the kitchen. To one side, behind 
the living room, the baby’s room 
has been converted from what 
was once the dining room. Since 
the house had no closets, these 
had to be added and in the 
nursery these were built at either 
side of the window to create a 
bay effect. In this room a ceiling 


paper in deep green, patterned in 
yellow, supplies the color .scheme 


for the walls, three of them be- 
ing painted yellow with the win- 
dow bayein green. Over the bed 
a series of nursery rhyme ap- 
pliques again repeat these tones. 
Most appealing and attractive 
is the room the Litzsingers have 
added on to the house for their 
bedroom. Intended not only as 
a bedroom but as a studio for 
Mrs. Litzsinger as well, it is a 
room of ample proportions with 
a raftered ceiling and one entire 
wall devoted to windows, the glass 
being carried up in a point to fol- 
low the raftered roof line. Here 
again all of.the walls are pine 
paneled to suit the country atmos- 
phere of the rest of the house and 
the wood ceiling has been painted 
a deep blue green.

Mrs. Litzsinger admits that Te. 
modeling a house the hard way, 
such as they have done, isn’t all 
gaiety and fun and that many 
times they were tempted to give 
up entirely and settle for a nice, 
conventional house with all the 
floors down and all the walls ‘in. 
And yet they feel now they 
wouldn’t trade their house for the 
most elegant mansion, because :it 
has become a part of them. In 
fact, they have now gotten their 
second or third wind and are 
building on a complete unit_of 
bedroom, bath and separate én- 
trance for Mr. Litzsinger’s father, 
who has come to live with them.

you nmst first have a fairly 
good idea how your opponent’s 
mind works. Quite frequently, 
telling your opponent the truth 
is the best way to fool him. 
Too many players make it a 
habit, whenever they have the 
KQ or the QJ, for instance, to 
drop the higher honor first. This 
kind of consistent falsecarding is 
just as revealing to the opponent 
as the consistent telling of the 
truth. The good player will mix 
up his plays just enough to keep 
his Opponent guessing.

Against three no-trump, West 
opened conventionally, the three 
of clubs. Declarer played the 
jack from Dummy and East the 
queen. (East would have played 
the nine if Declarer had played 
low from Dummy). South ducked, 
an? won the Club nine return. He 
next laid down the king of spades, 
and then proceeded to run the 
diamonds, intending to finesse for 
the queen of spades later. 

On the fourth and fifth dia- 
mond leads, East high-lowed in 
hearts, showing the ace. West, 
knowing that Declarer’s problem 
was to locate the queen of spades, 
embarked on a subtle falsecarding 
campaign. He threw the three, 
then the nine, then the queen of 
hearts! This gave Declarer a com- 
pletely wrong impression of the 
hand. There were five cards left 
at that point, and West was 
marked with tLree good clubs. 
What was more natural than to 
assume that, being out of hearts, 
his other two cards were spades? 

“If that is so,” Declarer rea- 
soned, “it does not matter who 
has the queen of spades. fF will 
throw West in with a club and he 
will have to come bac’: with a 
spade to me, for my ninth trick.” 

So, : “er cashin~ his diamonds, 
South plaved a club. Wsst won, 
and cashed his good clubs. But 
then, to Declarer’s surprise, West 
produced the seven of hearts, 
which his partner won for the set- 
ting trick.

OWNTOWN, the central business 

area, is “the heart of the city and 

of the metropolitan district,” says the 
official Comprehensive City Plan. “It is 
the focal point.” 

Downtown is indeed all of that. It is 
business and jobs. It is merchandise in 
great array. A central market place, a 
meeting place. Offices of kindred inter- 
ests grouped together. Magnet and home 
to visitors within the gates. A concentra- 
tion of wealth, justly taxable as one of the 
main supports of the city government. 

Downtown is the center, the core, the 
heart that pumps the blood of commerce 
through the area’s arteries. Without a 
vigorous Downtown, St. Louis loses its 
chief economic reason for existence; with- 
out a vigorous St. Louis, the whole metro- 
politan district falters and falls—econom- 
ically, culturally, physically. 

Downtown has ailments. It has slipped 
behind in some respects. It’s old, a little 
tired. The trusty heart has developed a 
murmur after nearly 200 years. Yet Down- 
town still has life—and it could be re- 
stored to the vigor of youth by treatment 
that is available though a bit rigorous. 

What’s wrong? Much shifting of busi- 
ness to outlying districts has occurred in 
that automotive phenomenon of American 
cities called decentralization. Taxable 
values of downtown property have fallen 
away from a former level. Erection of 


new buildings and extensive modernization 


of old ones has been small. Traffic ar- 
teries are clogged. Parking places for the 
growing number of automobiles are inade- 
quate. Decayed slums surround Down- 
town. People—who are customers—move 
farther and farther away. Except on Mon- 
day shopping evenings, Downtown is 
largely moribund after 6 p.m. 
Downtown’s problem is to get a new 
lease on life. It must become lively and 
aggressive. It must recognize the inevita- 
bility of decentralization and find ways of 
compensation. The town of horse-car days, 
the tight city of streetcar times, has be- 
come a far-flung automotive metropolis. 


EXPERIENCE SINCE WORLD WAR 
Il has emphasized the dominance of the 
motor car over many phases of urban life. 
It is the main factor producing decentrali- 
zation. The/automobile makes it easy to 
go long distances to and from Downtown 
in the same time required for short dis- 


tances in the nostalgic past. Yet, in Franke - 


enstein fashion, the automobile gets in its 
own way and many persons refrain from 
going Downtown under present traffic con- 


ditions. Stores and offices, therefére, have . 


been shifting to various outlying areas. 

The Comprehensive City Plan (a notable 
publication of 1947, which few St. Louis- 
ans have had the opportunity to read) says 
of Downtown: 

“The close concefitration of offices, re- 
tail stores, wholesale houses, banks, gov- 
ernment buildings and other facilities is 
highly advantageous and a great public 
convenience. If congestion is permitted 
to become so great and so protracted as 
to necessitate broader scattering of these 
buildings and facilities either within a 
larger business district or to more remote 
sections of the city; the public convenience 
would be seriously impaired. Decentrali- 
zation of some retail business may be nec- 
essary or desirable but this is not true of 
the main uses mentioned.” 

Downtown is not dying. Business goes 
on there.in continued volume and variety 
—but one after another well-known old 
Downtown stores are establishing outlying 
branches; business firms are opening of- 
fices in midtown, the West’ End or the 
suburbs; new shops are starting in the 
outskirts. Downtown construction and 
property values have not kept pace with 
the rise in population of the bi-state met- 
ropolitan district in the last decade. 

Although about an eighth of the real 
estate value: of the city lies in the down- 
town retail core, that district has had only 
about a twenty-fifth of the building con- 
struction and improvement of the last 
decade. (Value is determined by tax as- 
sessments; building work by analysis 
of all downtown permits exceeding $5000 
since 1940.) The contrast is all the more 
striking when it is recalled that postwar 
construction of homes has been in, far 
greater volume in suburbs than city. 


ONLY FOUR ENTIRELY NEW 
buildings have been erected during the 
decade in the retail core (Fourth-Thir- 
teenth-Lucas-Walnut). One was Lerner’s 
women’s clothing store at Sixth and St. 
Charles in 1940. The Post-Dispatch me- 
chanical annex, 1111 Olive, largest of the 
four structures, was completed in 1942. A 
terminal for East St. Louis City Lines 
busses, 412 Washington, was built two 
years ago. The Federal Reserve Bank is 
now erecting a large garage at Fourth and 
St. Charles. 

There have been some major altera- 
tions, renovations and _ improvenients. 
These have included work at the three 
big department stores, several specialty 
stores, several banks and sor..e office and 
industrial buildings. A striking tranfor- 
mation of the office structure at the south- 
east corner of Sixth and Olive was com- 
pleted recently. It has changed from a 
dingy, old-fashioned place to a bright new 
one with decidedly modern appearance. 
The Kresge store at the southeast corner 
of.Sixth and Washington is being made 
over, and work has started on a large- 
scale modernization of Wolff’s clothing 
store building at the southwest corner of 
Seventh and Olive. 

Ten of the 72 blocks in this retail core 
did not have a single building permit 
exceeding $5000 during the decade. An 
appreciable slice of the downtown work 
has been for air conditioning stores and 
offices. Some of the construction merely 
reflected growth of the public utilities to 
meet needs of the whole community. Only 
14 enterprises in this downtown core took 
out building permits aggregating more 
than $100,000 each during the decade, only 
15 were in the $25,000-$100,000 range. 

Most construction work has been done 
since the war. Since 1945 the major 
improvements downtown (over $25,000

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE 


Movement of Trade to Outlying Sections, Tangled Traffic 
And Slums Have Hurt But Remedies Are Available—Whole

permits) aggregated not quite $5,000,000 
at 27 separate addresses. In the same 
period Clayton issued permits exceeding 
$3,400,000 for commercial structures at 24 
addresses, not counting the big new county 
courthouse. Nearly all the Clayton under- 
takings were brand-new buildings of com- 
pelling appearance. Most of them provided 
handy private parking space for customers. 

Development of Clayton has been amaz- 
ing. Thirty years ago it was still the 
sleepy county seat of an essentially rural 
community. Its new character was estab- 
lished before the war but since the war 
it has boomed.. There has been a parade 
of Downtown establishments opening 
branches in Clayton, including: Famous- 
Barr, department store; Vandervoort's, de- 
partment store just being started; Boyd's, 
clothing; Lammert’s, furniture; Garland's, 
women’s wear, recently announced; Jac- 
card's, jewelers, under construction; Peck 
& Peck, women’s clothing; Doubleday’ s, 
books; Erker’s and Aloe’s, opticians; Har- 
tenbach’s, carpets; Edwards, brokers, and 
Phelan-Faust, paints. A branch of Swope’s, 
shoes; is scheduled for next autumn. Asked 
whether Stix, Baer & Fuller, downtown de- 
partment store, contemplated a suburban 
branch, Arthur B. Baer, president, said: 
“We haven’t any announcement to make 
for the present.” 

Two establishments have moved to Clay- 
ton from a decentralized shopping center 
which developed earlier—the Euclid-Mary- 
land-McPherson section. These are Bar- 
low-Schneider, interior decorators, and 
Jules Pierlow, portrait photographer. A 
third concern from this neighborhood, 
Grace Ashley, dresses, recently opened a 
Clayton branch. Both Pierlow and Eugene 
J. Schneider said they had expected busi- 
ness would fall off when they moved but 
that instead it had improved for them. 


CLAYTON HAS SEVERAL LARGE 
food markets, some new business offices, 
a new medical building, a numer of mod- 
ern automobile sales agencies, yarious 
specialty shops, restaurants, some fancy 
Saloons, an art store, modernized banks, 
and many real estate offices.. Some of the 
realty people either. moved from down- 
town or opened Clayton branches, reflect- 
ing the big activity in suburban homes. 
Recently the 99-year ground lease joined 
the branching from Downtown to Clayton. 

The so-called Williamsburg style of ar- 
chitecture employed in many of the new 
structures has a pleasing effect, and the 
general air is one of brightness, like the 
pictures of suburban shopping centers in 
the advertisements in slick magazines. 
Even this commercial Eden, however, has 
a blemish in its apple: Smaller shops 
without their own parking areas are begin- 
ning to notice parking congestion, and the 
Clayton streets are rather crowded with 
motor traffic. The city of Clayton is con- 
verting the pleasant park south of the 
courthouse into a public parking area for 


’ 400 cars, as an alleviation. 


While Clayton is conveniently located 
with respect to the families with the great- 
est purchasing power, its retail business 
is not all swank and diamonds. Much of 
its trade is from the average suburban 
purse, not just the Ladue station-wagon 
set. Its own original department store, 
Gutman’s, has pepped up with the pro- 
cession, enlarged and modernized its quar- 
ters, hired a uniformed doorman to park 
cars, and flaunted a signboard across the 
street from the Famous-Barr branch. 

One of the attractions of Clayton is 
that people feel they can shop there, even 
in its better shops, in attire in which they 
might feel uncomfortable downtown— 
sports clothes or even housedresses. 

An impofrtant point in favor of Down- 
town as against Clayton and. some other 
outlying centers—as heard from merchant 
and shopper—is that some stocks of goods 
are not as big in the outlying stores. 
Downtown offers greater choices. 

One of the first areas of decentraliza-

tion, the Euclid-Maryland-McPherson sec- 
tor, continues to be an important outlying 
center. It has a parking problem, however, 
for most of its shops. 

The south and north sides of the city 
have not been st nt. Famous-Barr 
started work April “¥-on erection of a 
South Side branch department _ store, 
Kingshighway and Chippewa. A North 
Side site, Kingshighway and Natural 
Bridge, also is owned by Famous-Barr, but 
there is no plan for immediate construc- 
tion. For some years, Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. has had large general stores at 1408 
North Kingshighway and 3708 South 
Grand, which have drawn some customers 
who might otherwise have gone down- 
town. Famous-Barr, like Sears, Roebuck, 
provides large off-street parking facilities 
at its new branches. © 

There is another notable outlying cen- 
ter, Hampton Village Plaza, Hampton 
boulevard. and Chippewa avenue. Not 
many years ago the vicinity was a wide 
expanse of open fields. Now, like nearly 
all the rest of the southwestern quadrant 
of the city, it is thickly settled with 
modern houses and apartments. The plaza, 
centering around a broad parking tract, 
frequently teems. with shoppers. Its facili- 
ties include a super-market, a J. C. Pen- 
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zones. 


ney dry goods store, branches of the 
Three Sisters, Libson and Kresge stores; a 
medical office building, a Walgreen drug 
store, a laundromat, various eating places 
and service shops, a modern bowling alley, 
and a large tire shop. Negotiations have 
been under way to add a bank, theater, 
restaurant and department, 
clothing and hardware stores. 

Downtown, the over-all impression is 
different. Many of the buildings are old, 
some of them dingy. They contrast sharply 
with the few modernized or relatively new 
structures scattered throughout this dis- 
trict. There continues to be a marked 
presence of fancy storefronts a floor or 
two high, topped by antiquated facades. 
The more presentable and _ attractive 


stretches continue to be confined largely - 


to Olive, Locust and Washington and some 
of the cross-streets. Widened Market 
street has not come up to expectations it 
would have a distinguished appearance. 


BROADWAY AND FOURTH STREET, 
part of the active retail area within the 
memory of living generations, are truck- 
ing arteries now.’ Broadway continues as 
the financial heart, but it also is the prin- 
cipal location of interstate bus terminals, 
which now reach as far south as Wash- 
ington avenue. Real Estate Row, along 
Chestnut street, is one of the dingier 
sections of Downtown. One of the glaring 
minor defects Downtown is the waste 
paper and debris allowed to gather on 
sidewalks and blow with every breeze. 

Among customers still interested in 
Downtown are residents of the Illinois 
side of the metropolitan district and those 
from more distant towns in Missouri and 
Illinois, who come here by train, bus and 
automobile. Estimated growth of Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties! in Illinois, in 
the last 10 years is about 15 per cent, or 
nearly 50,000 persons. The entire metro- 
politan district of which Downtown is the 
heart is estimated to have grown by about 
16 per cent or more than 230,000. 

Downtown is encircled by a rotting ring 
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due to kinds of transportation, was relatively

Between the slums and the 
central retail core there is an inner collar, 
largely of light industrial character. Anal- 
ysis of the building permits issued for 
that inner collar in the last 10 years dis- 
closes considerable stagnation there. In 
more than half of the nearly 200 city 
blocks in this collar not a single permit 
for more than $5000 was issued in that 
time. The aggregate of permits in this 
whole area exceeding $5000 each was 
slightly more than $5,000,000—-less than 3 
per cent of the total for the whole city. 


ONLY 19 ENTIRELY NEW BUILD- 
ings were listed in this inner collar for 
the decade, and the majority of them were 
of the small one-story or two-story type. 
Outstanding structures included were: 
Mendenhall Motor Co., 2231 Washington; 
Lewis-Howe Co., medicine makers, 319 
South Fourth, a four-story building; H. B. 
Deal Co.'s Ford Apartments, under con- 
struction at Fourteenth and Pine; Cen- 
tury Electric Co. factories at 1825 Chest- 
nut and 1826 Olive; Rawlings Manufactur- 
ing Co., sporting goods makers, 2301 
Lucas, and additions to the long-distance 
telephone office, Beaumont and Locust. 

Ironically, more than a tenth of the 
building permit volume in the inner collar 
was devoted to the wartime alteration of 
the Central Terminal Building, 720 North 
Twelfth, for the Army map plant. 

Taxable real estate in Downtown’s retail 
core is valued at 12 per cent less now than 
it was in 1930, peak point after the boom 
of the 20s. Its assessment has climbed 
sharply above the 1940 level, which came 
between the great depression and the war 
boom, but still is markedly gHort of bear- 
ing the same share of the cost of running 
the city that it formerly did. Downtown’s 
real estate tax bill payable to the city 
treasury annually for general municipal 
purposes alone is about $250,000 less than 
it was 20 years ago. 

Figures for comparison are available for 
the 20 city blocks Downtown which were 
the most valuable on the tax rolls 20 years 


ago. Their aggregate assessed valuation 
today is 17 per cent less than it was in 
1930 and only 10 per cent more than it 
was in 1940. Perhaps indicative of a cer- 
tain inherent stability is the fact that 
there have been few and rather minor 
changes in the blocks included in this 
“most valuable” group during the two- 
decade interval. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, in contrast, that the assessed valua- 
tion of all real estate in Clayton has risen 
27 per cent since 1940. This increase has 
been enough to permit a small reduction 
in the Clayfon tax rate. 


The Comprehensive City Plan states 
that Downtown’s retail core is large 
enough te meet the needs of a 2,000,000 
metropolitan population, which leaves a 
comfortable margin over the present popu- 
lation. As of 1946 (latest figure avail- 
able) the plan commission estimated that 
375,000 persons entered Downtown daily 
between 7 a.m. and 7 p.m., a number 
stated by the report to compare favorably 
with other cities. 


“Since more than half of the persons 
entering the business district now use pri- 
vate automobiles,” says the Comprehensive 
City Plan, ‘‘and since private automobiles 
consume from six to eight times as much 
street space per passenger as public ve- 
hicles, it is small wonder that abnormal 
traffic congestion proplems have arisen. 


“It is apparent that only a very small 
percentage of the total number of private 
automobiles entering the central business 
district can be accommodated on the nar- 
row public streets. A vast amount of 
parking space for the accommodation of 
individual automobile traffic is imperative. 
It is not possible .to provide ample 
parking accommodations within the con- 
fines of the central business district. Pro- 
vision for all-day parking should be made 
at the borders of the business district, sup- 
plemented by some facilities for short- 
time parking in the district.” 


IN THE LAST FOUR YEARS THE 
number of parking places in and near the 
retail core, on lots and in garages, has 
increased by about 4500, to 24,600. The 
increase has been in the outdoor lots, as 
there has been a slight drop in the num- 
ber of garage spaces, In addition, 5600 
curb spaces were reported available onthe 
streets four years ago, but it is now be- 
lieved that‘this figure is too high. The 
city administration and downtown business 
interests are working on plans now for 
large-scale parking facilities. 

The official city plan sets up a fine 
series of wide streets and expressways 
entering Downtown from west, south and 
north. The plan also provides for a 
square of such thoroughfares on the four 
sides of Downtown. In spite of widened 
Olive, Market, North Florissant and Gra- 
vois, and the Third street route now being 
developed by slow motion, most of this 
highly desirable plan remains to be car- 
ried out. Streets must be widened in 
various stretches or opened in a few 
others, and the entire task of providing 
real expressways for rapid movement has 
yet to be faced. Provision of rapid publLy 
transit needs is tied up directly with the 
expressway and major-street plan. 

New homes to hold and attract popula- 
tion on the fringes of Downtown are an 
imperative part of the district’s needs. 
Homes mean people; people mean workers 
and customers, and the human element to 
maintain the basic spark of life Down- 
town. Given people in the vicinity, there 
could be bright lights, laughter and move- 
ment to stir echoes in the lonely canyons 
of brick and stone. 


EFFORTS ARE BEING MADE NOW 
to erect new homes for the middle-income 
and lower income brackets in large vol- 
ume adjoining Downtown. Active steps 
are underway for the low-rent dwellings; 
the middle-income program awaits action 
by the influential commercial and finan- 
cial interests represented on a commi tee 
named by Mayor Joseph M. Darst six 
weeks ago. The mayor-is giving enthusi- 
astic backing to the plan for a park link 
between Memorial and Aloe plazas and an 
imposing middle-income development be- 
tween that stretch and Olive street. This 
could form an important anchor for Down- 
town in a setting of modern beauty. 

St. Louis is a great convention city. 
Visitors come here for conventions by the 
thousands. Many of them wish to buy 
things—big items and little articles—and 
all of them want attractive relaxation 
after sessions. Downtown needs to be 
gay end well-stocked for their benefit. 


Completion of the riverfront memorial 
to the national expansion begun under 
Thomas Jefferson would be of tremendous 
benefit to Downtown. It would create a 
national shrine and a scene of attraction, 
where people would be expected to go in 
large numbers by day and by evening. 
The city has available $5,250,000 in bonds 
to help develop the memorial, if matched 
3 to 1 with federal money. Receht reports 
from Congress have not made the outlook 
for early action encouraging. The city also 
has unspent bond funds in the sum of 
$1,185,000 available for further embelblish- 
ment of Memorial Plaza and Soldiers’ 
Memorial, west of the Downtown core. 

St. Louis of course has not been alone 
among American cities in the decentrali- 
zation of its business and its people. The 
fact remains that Downtown, here and 
everywhere, is the very necessary heart 
of metropolitan existence. This. is particu- 
larly true of St. Louis with its tight geo- 
graphic boundaries, tied to the limited 
needs and vision of 1876, and the resultant 
shifting of people to St. Louis county and 
the concurrent loss in taxable wealth. 
Cities, like people, need money to jive; a 
healthy, thriving Downtown is a major 
source of revenue to St. Louis. 

St. Louis means hospitals, health serv- 
ices, parks. St. Louis supports an art 
museum, zoo, libraries. As the metropoli- 
tan heart, St. Louis is the reason for the 
Symphony Orchestra, the theater, the sum- 
mer opera and big league baseball. Its 
Downtown,is the terminal of rail, river 
and highway traffic, the focal point for all 
metropolitan transportation. The well- 
being of Downtown and of the entire 
metropolitan district are synonymous.

Colds Laid to Upset in Heating —

U: of California Doctor Says Experiments 


Between Nose and 


_~ BOSTON, April 22 (AP)—Your 
own body’s air-conditioning and 
heating system is more respon- 
sible than anything else for com- 
mon colds, the American College 
of Physicians was told yesterday. 

This explanation was made by 
Dr. William J. Kerr, University of 
California medical school, Sah 
Francisco. 

He said air-conditioning is in 
your nasal passages. They warm 
the air and remove all dust and 
impurities.-Your heating system 
is something “you inherit, and it 
keeps your body at even tempera- 
ture in all kinds of changes. 

Dr. Kerr reported experiments 
showing a direct connection be- 
tween the air-conditioner in the 
nose and the temperature of the 
skin. Skins can get cold without 
a drop in internal temperature. 
When the skin is cold, there is 
also a*drop in temperature in the 
mucus membrane that lines nasal 
passages. 

Even chilling of feet causes this 
drop in temperature in the nose. 
All the rest of the body con be 
warm, yet by. some mysterious 
connection the cold feet affect 
the nose. 

Dr. Kerr went on to describe 
many other things in common 
colds, such as aches, sweats and 
fevers which can be used by the 
body’s own reactions fo something 
that disturbs its chemical bal- 
ance. 


He said it is customary to say 
these signs in common colds are 
caused by infections — probably 
by a cold virus—but that this is 
not necessarily true. 

Doctors, he said, are as con- 
fused as the public as to what a 
common cold is and how to treat

They see prices rising again on 
gome consumer goods, like tires 

and carpets, and maybe ready to 
go up on others, like products 
made from metals, but they see 
no clear indication of any rise 
in individual incomes out of 
which to buy all these things. 

They see the chief booming 
markets—autos, electrical appli- 
ances, homes—being sustained in 
large part~ by easy credit, but 
leaving just that much less cash 
available in the future to buy the 
products of other industries. 

Upturn in Metals. 

But recent news is mostly on 
the other side—the bright side. 
There’s the uptrend in metals, 
usually considered an indicator. 
Steel is being bought in the open 
market at premium prices above 
list quotations, because some 
classifications of steel are hard 
to get—even with the mills this 
week turning out the greatest ton- 
nage in history.

Roy <A. Hunt, president of 
Aluminum Co. of America, pre- 
dicts’ this year’s sales and earn- 
ings .will top last year’s, when 
net profits equaled $4.45 a 
share. 


A few hardy souls still preach 
that What lies ahead this year ‘is 
more likely to be deflation than 
inflation. One of their chief talk- 
ing points is that, while some in- 
dustries may be working at ca- 
pacity, the nation’s industrial 
plant as a whole is not. 

Plant expansions, although 
slower now, are still continuing. 
The nation can turn out more 
goods than it could 18 months 
ago, but it is actually turning out 
9 per cent less, and selling less. 
Exports are falling and- world 
markets for our surplus are 
shrinking.

Special 
emphasis has been placed upon 
the fashionable features of the 
St. Louis-made shoes so that the 
many visitors in St. Louis this 
week will obtain a true picture 
of the high styles as well as the 
high quality available here. 


The pump theme is seen in 
practically all of the exhibits 
which have been arranged by the 
shoe creators. Many modifica- 
tions are noted with the result 
that there is a wide diversity of 
fashions even though the classic 
style dominates the mode. Shell 
pumps are prominent. Women 
have liked the flattering appear- 
ance of the shell and are not in- 
clined to discard it for any other 
silhouette. 

Among the modifications of the 
simple, untrimmed pump which is 
the basis of footwear styles are 
interesting decorative themes. 
Some of the pumps obtain their 
interest by an off-center silhou- 
ette. Typical of this is a Barefoot 
Original made of black suede 
with satin binding. The vamp 
is cut with a point moved toward 
the side.

New fall fashions inspired by 
the French creators offer an out- 
standing opportunity for footwear 
to play a stellar rote in a ward- 
robe. Silhouette trends, colors, 
and general style themes con- 
tribute to the interest in footwear. 

The skirt style is always a domi- 
nant factor in the type of shoes to 
be worn. The narrow skirts def- 
initely have won the leadership 
over wide hemlines, if the Pari- 
sian creators are to have their 
say. Along with the slim skirts go 
shorter length. While women are 
not going back to the knee-length 


skirts, there is a possible trend 
toward cutting several inches from 
the lengths preferred a year ago. 

These shorter and narrow skirts 
show a pretty foot to excellent 
advantage. Also, they give a dain- 
ty, feminine type of shoe the 
fashion leadership.

Shoes Here 


The all-leather, juvenile shoe 
was first produced in St. Louis 
and the pre-tested shoe, experi- 
mented with in actual wear for 
months before the final version 
is finally presented to the con- 
sumer, was first tried out here. 
St. Louis manufacturers have also 


led the field in recognizing style 
in a production frequently re- 
garded as exclusively staple. 


Quality conscious International 
Shoe Co., one of the foremost pro- 
ducers of children’s shoes, manu- 
factures them with all-leather heel 
‘bases, counters, soles and insoles, 
knowing the rugged wear the 
moppets will give them. : 


Since the company has its own 
rubber plants, textile mills where 
the materials can be tested for 
various specifications, and tan- 
neries, from which each section 
of the hide can be allocated to 
its most fitting use, it can con- 
trol grade, weight and quality to 
@ fine point, Trials are built on 
the lasts, then sent to orphanages 
which the company uses as a test- 
ing ground. Here they are given 
typical wear and checked for dur- 
ability, practicality and fit. 


Staples, of course, constitute 
the major portion of the chil- 
dren’s output and St. Louis manu- 
facturers do not take the position 
that juvenile lines should have 
a style turnover each season. They 
do, however, recognize a growing 
fashion interest among consumers 
of school age. 


Teen-agers, they have found, 
have taken to a variety of gay 
colors which were once unheard 
of in the field, and once they 
adopt a style it gradually seeps 
down to the kindergarten set. 


Another leader in _ children’s 
footwear production, Brown Shoe 
Co., has one of the longest and 
most consistent advertising records 
for these shoes. Other nationally 
known manufacturers include the 
Ettelbrick Shoe Co. of Greenup, 
Ili., and Moran Baby Shoe of Car- 
lyle, Ill. 

Among a number of manufac- 
turers following the St. Louis 
tradition and adding to topflight 
output are the Weber Shoe Co., 
and the Trimfoot Co., of Farming- 
ton, Mo.

A wise mother knows that her 
children’s shoes are more than 
an accessory. Well-fitting, com- 
fortable shoes are a necessity if 
her children are going to have 
healthy feet and strong bodies 
throughout life. 

Youthful foot habits can easily 
become . lifelong and  wunless 
proper training and care in fit- 
ting shoes is stressed to young- 
sters they may suffer from the 
effects of poorly fitting shoes all 
their lives. 

In buying new shoes for her 
brood, a mother must remember 
two things. The first is that shoes 
should never be handed down 
from one child to a younger 
brother or sister. No two feet are 
exactly the same and even though 
sizes may appear to be correct, 
the shoe which has been worn by 


}the older brother has taken on 


the contours of his*feet and 
therefore will not fit the outlines 
of the other child’s. 

The second big point to re- 
member is that it is not wise to 
wait to purchase new shoes until 
a child’s shoes are worn out. A 
child can outwear the size of his 
shoe long before the shoe itself 
is ready to be discarded due to 
wear. Children’s feet grow s0 
rapidly and can change sizes so 
quickly: that the mother who is 
anxious to protect the health of 
her children’s feet will have them 
measured at least é¢very two 
months. And when his feet are 
measured, the National Shoe In- 
stitute reminds you that the child 
should be standing with full 
weight on both feet. 

Shoes should never be pur- 
chased for children on a “good- 
looks” basis only, They must be 
properly fitted to the feet but 
shoe manufacturers know that 
youngsters are fashion conscious 
these days and have some definite 
ideas about their shoes. 


White for Summer. 


Wear a white shoe with a black 
summer dress, say the fashion ex- 
perts who believe that white foot- 
wear will increase in popularity 
if it is given a spectacular em- 
phasis. White kid ballet slippers 
are suggested for the beach; white 
suede or kid pumps for beige 
sheer dresses and white suede 
spectators to accent cotton 
dresses. Trimming of such new 
shades as admiral blue, rodeo or 
sierra brown enhances many of 
the white shoes of a spectator 
sports type.

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St. Louis Country Day School, 
of which Mr. Cunningham is 
head master. This modern 
house replaces the original 
structure destroyed in an ex- 
plosion a few years ago. A 
single story home now, it fea- 
tures long living room windows, 
simply draped with many yards 
of neutral - colored material 
drawn on “traverse rods and 
shaggy wall-to-wall carpeting. 
Attractive in the living room 
is the simple Texas shell stone 
fireplace and lamps made from 
out-moded wall paper pattern 
moulds. A storage wall con- 
taining a bar, radio and phono- 
graph separates the living and 
dining rooms. Bedrooms and 
Mr. Cunningham’s study all are 
modern.

Attractive Studios. 

HE Cassell Watkins Stevens 

Art Studio occupies the sec- 

ond floor of a decommis- 
sioned towboat moored at the 
foot of Pine street. The recep- 
tion room has been remodeled 
in high color and cortains such 
nautical touches as ships’ lan- 
terns and life preservers. Walls 
are decorated with specimens of 
the artists’ work. Individual 
studies line both sides of the 
boat, each with a generous win- 
dow area affording a view of 
the Mississippi. 

On Lindell drive, No. 5855, 
not far from the Stifel resi- 
dence, is another stone replica 
of a French chateau, this one 
belonging to Mrs. Paul Brown. 
Qn the outside is unusually fine 
wrought iron trim, and inside 
are furnishings collected from 
all over the world. 

Two of the houses to be seen 
are in Chesterfield. One is that 
of Mr. and Mrs. Donald L. 
Barnes, a fine example of what 
can be done with an old farm 
house, on a large tract of land. 
Now modern, both as to decor 
and architecture, once small 
rooms have been converted into 
two large living rooms, one 
formal, with strong, true colors 
and a picture window to bring 
the outdoors closer, the other 
informal, with a vista to ter- 
races and a fine swimming pool 
on a much lower level. The 
master bedroom, also modern, 
is several steps lower than the 
rest of the house and is done 
in cocoa brown and shell pink. 
There is also a charming break- 
fast room in the terrace man- 
ner, overlooking a garden. 

The second Chesterfield home 
is the property of Col. and 
Mrs. Lawrence Chappell Kings- 
land, on Kehr’s Mill and Clark- 
son roads. It is an ante-bellum 
white brick farm house 
named Millwood, but originally 
called Storm Cellar Farm, from 
an old cellar now used to store 
fruits and vegetables. The

examples; a cherry hunt board, 
and a grandfather clock.

Than in 1945, Reports 
of Bureau Show — No 
-, Smog in Two Years. 


By JAMES L. HOLTON 
F°TTSBURGH, Pa., April 22 
* (AP)—Like a blind giant whose 
eyes have been stripped of a veil, 
this industrial metropolis today 
stands blinking in sunlight. 
Pittsburgh’s emergence from 
the atmospheric gloom which in- 
aspired the “smoky city” tag has 
been. gradual, costly and unobtru- 
sive. 
The city’s pioneer Bureau of 
Smoke Prevention totes up these 
results of its eight-year struggle 
for-clean air: 

1. The atmosphere today is 65 

r cent more free of dirt of all 

nds than in 1945. 

-£.-No smog (mixture of smoke 
and fog) for two years. 

3. Visibility conditions for air- 
eraft improved 75 per cent. 

‘4. Reduction in atmospheric 
dust reduced nearly as much last 
year as in the 10 previous years. 

The bureau bases its figures on 
data obtained with the help of 
the United States Weather Bu- 
reatt in day-to-day checks of the 
atthdsphere since it began its 
functions in 1942. 

Testimony of Housewives. 

The most eloquent testimony to 
the great air purge comes from 
housewives and visitors. 

‘Sumner B. Ely, who heads the 
buredu, said he has received 
scores of letters from Pittsburgh 
housekeepers telling how much 
less cleaning is necessary now 


than. a few years ago. 
‘Many out-of-town residents — 
Pp ularly former Pittsburghers 
—write of their amazement at the 
big change they noticed during 
reeent visits to the “smoky city.” 

Cleaner air long has been a 
porrer subject in Pittsburgh. But 

t wag not until the formation of 
the Smoke Prevention Bureau in 
1942 that anything really con- 

ve was done. 

project’s initial efforts met 
akeptical opposition from indus- 
tries.-as well as smoke-hardened 
citizens, but by 1947 the smoke 
purgers finally had started to tug 
the great blanket from the skies 
over Pittsburgh. 

First meager results tipped the 
scales in favor of the clean air 
battlers. Skeptics, including the 
big industries, swung their weight 
behind the campaign. 

Data Gathered by Bureau. 

The bureau’s first task was eol- 
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lecting research data. 


It , for example, that 
yiz2 618 exheast oute 
ets ranging from towering mill 


stacks to simple chimneys on 
homes. These stacks spewed f 
the residue of 6,250,000 tons o 
soft coal annually. 

Experimentation produced this 
important principle: Smoke from 
eoal can be eliminated without 
eliminating Coal. It is merely a 
matter of more complete com- 
bustion. 

But few householders or even 
experienced janitors are suffici- 
ently skilled or can spare the time 
to do the job properly. 

The bureau finally hit on two 
solutions. 

In one, automatic furnace equip- 
ment could insure proper com- 
bustion even of highly volatile 
fuels. The alternative was the 
use of non-volatile carbons, such 
as mixtures of soft and hard coal. 

Initially the clear air crusaders 
were armed only with good wishes 
and their data. ey took these 
into City Council chambers and 
the courts and forged laws that 
provided: 

1. All heating equipment must 
be of the anti-smoke type, such 
as stokers, down-draft double 
grates or smokeless magazine 
stoves approved by the bureau; 


or 

2. Smokeless fuels, like coal 
mixtures, coke, gas oil. or anthra- 
cite coal, must be used in hand- 
fired furnaces. 

Policing of Furnaces. 

Policing the city’s furnaces to 
insure compliance was relatively 
easy. The bureau has 12 inspec- 
tors who watch for telltale smoke. 

Most effective, however, is the 
eontrol of coal sales. Inspectors 
maintain careful watch over the 
eity’s 30 retail coal yards. 

Out-of-town coal merchants 
who truck fuel into the city must 
obtain a special license for each 
vehicle and undergo frequent spot 
checks. Last year 118 truckers 
were fined or warned for selling 
illegal coal. The bureau main- 
tains nearly as much control over 
the operation and maintenance of 
heating unit as the state exercises 
ever automobiles. 

Here are a few figures from 
the bureau’s 1949 report: 

It inspected 4272 furnaces and 
discovered 562 in need of repair. 
Five were sealed. Sixteen indi- 
viduals were taken to court be- 
cause of faulty furnace operation. 
Another 67 were called to the 
bureau's office for instructive 
warning; 83 domestic furnaces 
converted to gas; 212 new gas 
burners and seven oil burners in- 


ed. 

The big task is education, Ely 
pointed out. 

The legal restrictions are in 
operation; the studies afd inspec- 
tions are methodicaHy complete. 
Pittsburgh, the bureau concedes, 
is not the cleanest city in the 
nation, but it definitely has lost 
claim to the “Smoky City” title.

LONDON, April 22 (AP)—Brit- 
ish Communists aren’t doing so 
good right now. A party spokes- 
man reports membership has 
dropped to 42,000 from a peak of 
60,000 in 1942, and only about 

33,000 of those are active. 
The party lost its only two 
members of the House of Com- 


mons—William Gallacher and Phil 
Piratin—in the February election. 
Its newspaper, the Daily Worker, 
is running up a monthly deficit 
of £3200 ($8960) on a daily cir- 
culation of 111,000, and the trade 
union movement has struck an- 
other heavy blow at Communist 
influence within its ranks. 

Still more serious, perhaps, the 
official Russian Government news- 
paper Izvestia has declared that 
the Communist party here “has 
not yet become the mass party of 
the working class.” 

Fuchs Case Hurt, Red Says. 

“The Fuchs case hurt us,” the 
spokesman told an interviewer. 
“It was very bad propaganda so 
far as we were concerned and 
certainly will cost us more mem- 
bers even though Fuchs wasn’t a 
member of the party here.” 

Klaus Fuchs, the German-born 
Communist scientist who gave 
British and’ American atom secrets 
to Russia, was sentenced to 14 
years imprisonment Feb. 28.

said. “Don’t be beguiled by their

“British labor already is res- 
tive because of the wage freeze 
(ordered by Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Sir Stafford Cripps in 
1949) and the increasing cost of 
living caused by the pound deval- 
uation (Sept. 18, 1949). It’s a 
situation just built for Commu- 
nism.” 

The powerful Trades Union 
Congress council has expelled its 
lone Communist member, Bert 
Papworth; defeated Arthur Hor- 
ner, Communist secretary of the 
powerful National Union of Mine 
Workers, in his bid for a council 
seat, and directed that hereafter 
no Communist is eligible to at- 
tend the annual conferences of 
the local units of the TUC. 

Points Listed by Red. 

The Communist officer, who 
spoke with the full authority of 
the party’s 30-member executive 
committee but requested anony- 
mity, made these points: 

1. The party is financed “solely 
by its members here in Britain. 
We get absolutely no money from 
any outside source.” The party's 
last annual balance sheet shows 
that it collected—and spent—60,- 
023 pounds ($168,064) in the 12 
months ending March 31, 1949. Its 
principal income was 18,455 
pounds ($51,674) in membership 
dues and contributions. Principal 
expenditures were 29,668 pounds 
($83,070) on maintaining its large 
headquarters in London. _ 

2. The party “has no guidance 
from Moscow and most emphati- 
cally no link with the Soviet Em- 
bassy.” Asked why *the British 
Communist stand always coin- 
cided with that taken by Moscow, 
the spokesman replied: “Because 
we are all Marxists and take the 
Marxist, that is, the Communist 
ine.” 

3. Communists will eventually 
govern Britain “but possibly not 
in the foreseeable future and pos- 
sibly not under the label of Com- 
munists. The Workers’ party 
would be the more likely name.” 

4. The Feb. 23 election in 
which the party failed to elect a 
single one of its 100 candidates, 
was a “bitter disappointment. 
The party’s election expenses— 
including deposits forfeited by 
each candidate who failed to poll 
one-eighth of the district vote— 
was £40,000 ($112,000). 

5. Although party membership 
has dropped from its peak, it still 
is 27,000 more than in 1938. The 
party has lost strength in the 
coal fields, but has gained mem- 
bers among urban factory work- 
ers. Most of its members have 
average earnings of about £7 
($19.60). 

Fight Still Left in Party. 

Does the election failure mean 
the end of the party here in 
Britain? 

Most emphatically not, says 
General Secretary Harry Pollitt, 
60-year-old driving force of Brit- 
ish Communism. 

“In the general election we 
shall fight and fight with all our 
might in the conditions that will 
obtain at that time. The great 
issues will be settled . .. by the 
workers’ mass struggles in the 
factories and the streets.” : 

Pollitt didn’t mean street fight- 
ing behind barricades or battles 
in the factories, the party spokes- 
man explained. The statement 
meant, he said, that the Commu- 
nist workers would have to be 
more active in the factories and 
at street mass meetings. 

Four times the Communist 
party has applied for affiliation 
with the Labor party and four 
times—the last in 1946—it has 
been rejected.

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7 RELIGIOUS SERVICE 
AGENCIES TO. MERGE 


New Organization Will Rep- 
resent 21 Protestant, 4 East- 
-ern Orthodox Bodies. 


NEW YORK, April 22 (UP) — 
Plans to merge seven interde- 
nominationa]l religious service 
agencies into one co-operative or- 
ganization were announced yes- 


terday. 

The new organization will be 
known as the National Council of 
Churches of Christ in the United 


States of America. It will be 
formed at a convention in Cleve- 
land Nov. 28 to Dec. 1, of 21 
Protestant and four Eastern Or- 
thodox church bodies now par- 
ticipating in the seven agencies. 


The merger plans were an- 
nounced by a’planning commit- 
tee for the national council here. 

The committee said the 25 
ehurch groups represent 27,000,- 
000 American Christians. 

Dr. Samuel McCrea Cavert, 
general secretary of the Federal 
Council of Churches,’ said crea- 
tion of the national council does 
not mean a “union” of the par- 
ticipating churches. 

It is “co-operation as a de- 
liberate policy” in social welfare, 
evangelism, religious education, 
racial friendship and Christian 
misionary responsibility, he said. 
--Dr. Luther A. Weigle, former 
dean of the Yale Divinity School 
and chairman of the planning 
committee, said the merger of 
the agencies was “one of the 
greatest milestones in Christian 
co-operation in America.” 

* “The desperate need of the 
modern world calls for a new 
éffort to order the churches’ 
forces in the most effective way 
for the reinforcing of each by 
the strength of all,” he said. 

' The seven independent inter- 
denominational agencies to com- 
bine are: The Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America; 
Home Missions Council of North 
America; International Council of 
Religious Education; Missionary 
Education Movement of the United 
States and Canada; National Pro- 
testant Council on Higher Edu- 
cation; United Council of Church 
Women, and United Stewardship 
Council. - 

The committee said the Foreign 
Missions Conference of North 
America was considering member- 
ship but had not yet reached a 
decision.

It is 
also obvious that these factors are 
not the same in different sections 
of the country; therefore, it is 
important for the architect to 
know what per cent of the year 
he must provide these protections. 
Compromise Required. 

“The best design to provide 
protection against cold may be in 
direct conflict with providing 
adequate ventilation and relief 
from heat in summer. In the 
northern states for 75 per cent of 
the year home owners. may re- 
quire protection from the cold, 
and only for 25 per cent of the 
year from the heat; whereas in 
the southern states the condition 
may be reversed with a require- 
ment for protection against the 
heat for 75 per cent of the year 
and for only 25 per cent of the 
year against cold. Therefore, the 
northern architect would logical- 
ly build a house providing pro- 
tection primarily against cold 
with compromises for protection 
against heat, and conversely the 
southern architect would build a 
house primarily for protection 
against heat with compromises for 
protection against cold. The ques-

tect must keep his design plans 
within a certain cost limit, he 
must then determine whether, for 
example, it is better to provide a 
porch for one or two months’ use 
in the summertime in the north, 
than to provide storm windows 
and protection against the intense 
cold of winter.” 

St. Louis is “smack in the mid- 
dle of the Missouri valley region 
which the climatologists found to 
extend, roughly, from Cedar 
Rapids to Tulsa; Wichita, Kan., 
to Cairo, Ill. Winds from the 
south and winds from the north- 
west meet and swirl here in low 
pressure areas and, at almost any 
time one may assume dominance 
over the other. Thus the area 
occasionally gets a near-August 
day in January; unseasonable cold 
when it seemingly should be 
warmer. 

Yardstick Not Amiss. 

St. Louis, then, has to have 
“compromise” construction cap- 
able of quick shifting from one 
manner of protection to another. 
Chilly days predominate over a

WHAT NEXT? — Diplomatic 
sources are wondering if the 
United States is prepared to carry 
its case to the United Nations if 
Russia doesn’t react satisfactorily 
to its protest against the shoot- 
ing down of the American plane 
in the Baltic. The United States 
once threatened Yugoslavia with 
the U.N. treatment in a similar 
situation, and Yugoslavia prompt- 
ly truckled. 

ECONOMICS — Small business 
can expect a new move by the 
Administration soon to give it a 
shot in the arm. Considerable Re- 
publican support for the plan is 
likely. The ideas include a form 
of Government loan insurance, to 
make it easier for small business 
to borrow money. Back of this 
move is the Administration’s wor- 
ry about the slowly mounting un- 
employment. Government econ- 
omists believe that one way to 
provide new jobs is to enable 
small business to expand and in- 
crease production.

Original Fabric Patterns 
From Linoleum Blocks 


ITH linoleum blocks, colored inks and a little skill 
and inventiveness, anybody can print striking 
patterns on drapery fabrics. The print can be 

designed to complement a color scheme or a decorative 
mood. The aioe. of course, can be certain that the 
design is exclusive. 

First efforts at printing fabrics at home are hardly 
likely to produce as finished a piece of work as the 
design Papaya Tree, shown here. It is the creation of 
Frannie Dressel of Edwardsville, Illinois, whose prints 
have been exhibited in numerous museums and art 
shows. In her basement workshop, she prints up to 40 
yards of material a day on orders from decorators, 
architects and stores. 

Miss Dressel has conducted classes in textile design 
at Washington University and at the University of Ten- 
nessee, now teaches the printing process in the Y.W.C.A. 
Young Adult Education program in St. Louis. The 
Papaya Tree won her a citation early this month from 
the American Institute of Decorators as an outstanding 
design of the year. She recently demonstrated steps in 
producing it before the National Art Education Associa- 
tion, an organization of art teachers, in Chicago.

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Design Six to the Bar, one of Miss Dressel's most elab- 
orate. It is printed from four large blocks, on which 
the design is carved in relief. Miss Dressel makes a 
scale drawing of entire design, then a paper pattern 
of each unit, then a linoleum block from each pattern. 
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Linoleum block, cut in shape of leaf auu inked on its under 

side, is pressed firmly on cotton ratine by Frannie Dressel 

in printing Papaya Tree design. Strong pressure is neces- 

sary to make a good transfer of ink. Block is picked up 
by peeling it off the fabric from one edge. 


One of the nine blocks used in the design is being cut from 

battleship linoleum. This large piece is ysed to make both 

the light and dark leaves in the figure. Where the trunk color 

cuts through leaf, trunk is printed first, then shielded from 

green ink with a piece of paper cut exact width of trunk and 
placed over it before leaf is laid on. 


Miss Dressel buys fabric prifiting ink in white, red, yellow 

and blue; those colors are mixed for any desired color. 

Light green, made by combining blue, yellow and white 

with a spatula on a sheet of glass, is applied to smooth 
side of linoleum block with rubber roller.

While the Schwarz brothers have mounted almost 
—— from aardvarks to zebras, including mice, moose, 


condors, hummingbirds, sharks and sunfish, most of their 
work is with deer trophies. They have completed about 
half the 750 deer heads shipped them for mounting after 
last autumn’s hunting season, and expect to finish the lot 
just before the season opens next fall. 

The Schwarz brothers method of mounting deer heads 
and other trophies was developed by their late father, 
Frank, who founded the Schwarz Studio in 1882. The 

rocess is called sculpture taxidermy, as distinguished 
Leah the common “upholstery” or stuffing method. There 
are-many animal stuffers in the country, but only about 
a dozen sculpture-taxidermists. 

After taking careful measurements of the animal to be 
mounted, the brothers make a clay model of the carcass, 
exact to the last muscle, sinew and wrinkle. A plaster 
cast of the life-size model then serves as a mold for making 
a papier-mache manikin. Horns or antlers—if the animal 
has them—are attached to the manikin by screws, and 
imported glass eyes are fixed in place. Then the animal's 
hide, after being tanned, moth-proofed and otherwise 
treated, is cemented over the papier-mache body. The 
result is a light, durable mounted specimen.

NDOCHINA'S civil war continues to play an important 
role in the East-West ideological conflict in Asia. Op- 
ponents in the two-year-old struggle are the government 
of Bao Dai, French-backed chief of state, and rebel forces, 
led by Moscow-trained Ho Chi-minh, who seek complete 
independence from France. Much of the fighting is around 
jungle outposts, with French forces controlling the cities, 
the guerrillas the rural areas, but rebels recently staged a 
riotous demonstration in Saigon. The Republic of Viet Nam, 
roclaimed by Ho several years ago, has been recognized 
" Soviet Russia and other Communist nations. Some 

estern Powers, including the United States, have recog- 
nized the Bao Dai government. Bao Dai was formerly 
Emperor of Viet Nam.

OST FASCINATING picture of 
the year may prove to be 
one made by Eagle-Lion called 
“Destination Moon.”

to Socialized Medicine?

DETROIT. 

OMETHING IS HAPPENING here in Michigan 

S that may change the whole face of 
American medicine. 

Not its theories, nor its treatments, nor its 
high professional ethics. Rather the human 
side of doctoring—the fine, trusting relation- 
ship between doctor and patient that means 
so much to both—but which sometimes simply 
doesn’t exist. 

Michigan’s doctors have a grassroots medi- 
cine program that is really a new idea about 
the doctor’s responsibility to the community. 
While other people have been debating who 
should take the initiative in medical care, 
doctors or government, Michigan’s doctors 
have gone ahead and taken it! And with re- 
markable results. 

The good health of the people, they feel, is 
the doctor’s responsibility — not the govern- 
ment’s. People, they feel, turn to the govern- 
ment only when they (1) can’t get a doctor 
or a hospital bed quickly when they need one, 
(2) find they urgently need medical care that 
costs more than they can afford. Americans, 
they think, like to choose and pay their own 
doctors. 


The Public Can Complain 


And so the Michigan docs, members of the 
Michigan State Medical Society (MSMS), are 
going ahead with good old American aggres- 
siveness to make Michigan the healthiest state 
in the union. They are trying to make all Mich- 
igan people interested in health. They have 
set up complaint centers. They even use slo- 


gans: “Your future is healthier in Michigan!” 

They have aggressive cancer, rheumatic 
fever and rural health programs. 

They are trying to get more people into the 
medical profession—now sadly short of nurses 
and doctors. 

They are boosting Michigan’s health. 


And their ideas are taking hold in other 
States. 


Other States Now Do It, Too 


Colorado doctors were among the first to 
adopt Michigan’s “complaint center” idea. 
Committees of doctors will hear complaints of 
people who think they have not had proper 


‘Care or have been given a “raw deal.” From 


Colorado the idea spread to Indiana, and other 
States now are planning similar groups. 
Michigan claims to have started the “rural 
health conference” idea—assignment of medi- 
cal college graduates to small town hospitals 
for training and resident work. Now Connecti- 
cut and Virginia have similar programs. 
MSMS members have turned to the news- 
papers, radio, movies and schools to discuss 
with the public almost every conceivable 
health problem. Even such subjects as how to 
care for a charley horse, and why the finger- 
nails should be kept clean, are taken up. 
Four hundred movie houses have shown 
MSMS films whose message is: your health is 
up to you; don’t procrastinate. : 
The MSMS compiles lists of towns that nee 
doctors—and doctors that need towns. 
Aggressive doctors have set up a program 
which in one Michigan county has turned every

doctor’s office into a.cancer detection center. 
The 16 doctors in the county offered low-cost 
cancer examinations. Then with the,help of 
the MSMS they saw to it that every single resi- 
dent of the county knew of the new service. 
Result: 1,600 people turned out for checkups. 


Why it’s Called the ‘Hillsdale Pian’ 


This is known as the “Hillsdale Plan” because, 
when it was started in 1948 rural Hillsdale 
County in southern Michigan was chosen for 
the experiment. 

Proof of its success lies in the fact that in 
Hilisdale County today nearly four times as 
many people get early warning that they have 
cancer as in the rest of the country! And with 
those warnings many more lives can be saved. 

The doctors, working with the Michigan 
Society for Crippled Children and Adults, have © 
set up thirty stations for detecting and help- 
ing rheumatic fever cases. There, because 
diagnosis is difficult, a board of three or four 
experts examine the youngster. There is a 
charge only for laboratory tests, not for phy- 
Sicians. If even these are too expensive, state 
and private organizations help out. 

Lastly, the doctors are working energetically 
to train themselves in up-to-date methods. 
And Michigan’s Health Council has set up spe- 
cial committees to work on sanitation and 
other specialized problems. Now being organ- 
ized are 18 “health information centers” where 
you can go even to find out how to get an 
artificial leg. 

Michigan’s program is going to be worth 
watching—for what it may mean to America!

Relax!

DWAY IN WHAT LOOKED like a successful life, John 
Mi sones “mysteriously” cracked. 

He began by feeling tired and irritable. His diges- 
tion went bad, his nerves frazzled, and he acquired a lin- 
gering headache. He became snappish on the job, and to 
his family. His crackup, when it came, was not “mysteri- 
ous” to those who knew him. He couldn't relaz. 

You—office worker, housewife, or tycoon—can become 
another Jones. Simple bodily and mental fatigue, un- 
relieved until they become chronic, form the basis of one 
of the most widespread disorders of civilization. 

You-—the inner you—are the only one that can help 
yourself. Physicians and psychologists have some prac- 
tical suggestions, but they cannot make you relax. Set- 
ting-up exercises, vacations and early-to-bed routines 
are almost valueless unless you relaz inside. 

Study yourself. If you are showing any of Jones’ symp- 
toms, check with your doctor for organic weaknesses. If 
he reports none, study yourself even harder. What do 
you do that calmer people around you do not do? 

Perhaps you take yourself very seriously. Psychologists 
tell us that most tense people are self-centered. Do you 
feel an inner compulsion to work extra hard for extra 
recognition? Do you feel burdened with your responsi- 
bilities? Or do you feel insecure, afraid someone else will 
step into your shoes, or get ahead of you? 


Do You Always Work in a Rush? 


A close friend may help you study yourself: Do you 
hurry all the time? Are you in such a rush that you never 
take time enough for proper meals? Do you pour coffee 
into your body at any time of day or night when you are 
already stimulated enough? Perhaps you frown a great 


deal and show such other signs of tenseness as hunching | 


your shoulders, sitting forward on the edge of your chair 
while talking, clenching your fists or biting your lips. 
As well as being signs of an inner tenseness, these 
mannerisms are actually the cause of more feelings of 
tenseness. Psychological factors lead to physical man- 


nerisms which, in their turn, lead to more nervous ten- 


Sion, in a vicious circle. 


Vacations are the best time to break the vicious circle, 
but they may not be long enough, or possible to take 
when most needed. Most of us must break the circle and 


learn to relax in our day-to-day existence. 


It can be done. If we plan it, we can have a vacation 
every hour, every day, every month, of every year.

Relaxation is world’s best insurance against breakdown. The mind must relax first. 


You may not have a daily schedule that allows you to 


get out of the office or house any time you like. But you 


can sit still—and relax—for a brief moment hourly. 

Perhaps the time that you can put to work for you most 
profitably while you rest is the daily lunch hour. Psycho- 
logically, you may need laughter then. Tense people do 
not laugh enough. 

If you have the opportunity during the day, throw a 
blanket on the floor and do some simple exercises. (Cau- 
tion: too much exercise the first few times will only 
increase your tension.) 


Sleep Is a Great Restorer 


As a further aid, you can take changes of position for 
one minute intervals. Lie flat.on your back first, then 
raise your legs so that your heels rest on the edge of the 
chair; then sit on the edge of the chair and put your heels 
where your hips were. Your legs will feel much better. 

To gain ability in consciously relaxing, close your eyes 
and lie as limp as possible for at least ten minutes. 

Some people spend fortunes in efforts to regain the 
ability to sleep. Others try self-medication and gadgets. 
If they could learn to relax, they could sleep at will. 


ate 


Try these ideas: 


1. Prepare for sleep by cutting down on the intensity 
of your thinking. Write to a friend, or read mild 
fiction before bed. 


2. Definitely do not mentally take work to bed. 


3. If your mind wants to cling to your fears or hates 
after the lights are turned out, you may have to 
discipline that mind. 


4. Try to induce complete relaxation by controlling 
the rhythm of your breathing. 


5. Lastly, make your body as heavy as possible on the 
bed. After you are satisfied that one arm cannot 
relax any more, do the same for the other arm. 
Then try to eliminate all tension from each leg 
in turn. 

As everyone has observed, sleep taken before | one is 
tired is the most restful and efficient. Upon this principle 
the last tip is based. Get rested before trying to sleep. If 
you think you are close to a breakdown, get into bed an 
hour or more before your regular time of retiring for a 
few nights, and see what a vast difference it will make.
